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PREFACE 

THE first volume of the Biographical History of GonvUle and 
Caius College^ published in 1897, contained an Introduction 
by Dr Venn and the record of individual admissions, fragmentary 
to the year 1559, and continuous from 1559 to 1713. The second 
volume, published in 1898, continued the record of admissions 
from 1713 to 1898. The third volume, published in 1901, com- 
pleted the History of the College as originally designed. The 
delay in publication made it possible to include in an appendix 
the record of admissions for the three years 1899 — 1901. For 
the initiative, the plan, and the detail of the first three vcdumes 
Dr Venn was wholly responsible. It is not out of place here to 
note that the College, in recognition of the immense benefit 
conferred upon the College by the patient labour of Dr Venn, 
and his prolonged and accurate research, which has resulted 
in the production of this History, paid him the compliment of 
placing his coat of arms in a window of the Hall which contains 
those of the " Benefactors." 

The record of admissions has proved to be a source of un&iling 
interest and practical usefulness. The Groveming Body of the 
College accordingly sanctioned the compilation and publication 
of the record from the year to which it had been carried in 
Volume n to the present date (1911). Further the Chronicle 
of the College Estates, drawn up by Mr £. J. Gross, Bursar fix>m 
1876 to 1886, was approaching completion. It was therefore 
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resolved to include in a fourth volume not only the continuation 
of the Admission Record and the Chronicle of the Estates, with 
appropriate maps and illustrations, but also an account of the 
Mastership of Dr Norman Macleod Ferrers, 1880 — 1903, Addenda 
and Corrigenda to Volume II, illustrations of the antiquities of 
the College, records of the donations and benefSEictions received by 
the College during the last ten years, and a description of new 
buildings or restorations of old buildings. 

This Volimie contains two Parts, each with its own Index and 
pagination. Part I contains the Admission Becord and Appendices ; 
Part II the Chronicle of the Estates. 

The title " Biographical History," though not wholly accurate, 
is convenient and has been retained for this fourth volume. Even 
in the third there was much matter which could hardly be 
described as " biographical" But the design of the work has 
been in the past, and will be as regards continuations in the 
future, mainly concerned with the life-history of those whose 
names through the successive generations are enrolled in the 
Admission Begisters of the College. All else, if important, is 
incidental.

NOEMAN MACLEOD FERREES 

Norman Macleod Ferrers, thirtj-second master (1880 — 1903), was the son 
and only child of Thomas Bromfield Ferrers ^ stockbroker, of London, and Lavinia, 
daughter of Alexander Macleod, of Harris. He was bom Aug. 11, 1829, at 
Prinknash Park, Gloucestershire, a house at that time in occupation or possession 
of some member of his mother's family. He was educated at Eton for three years. 
Before entering as a freshman in 1847 he lived as a private pupil for about a year 
in the house of the Rev. Harvey Gk>odwin. Mr Qoodwin had been a fellow of our 
College, but manying early and thus losing his fellowship he settled in the town and 
soon became a distinguished private tutor. He was at the time vicar of St Edward's, 
Cambridge, but was best known as the author of a work on Elementary Mathe- 
matics, composed to meet the requirements of the new examination system. He 
was afterwards Dean of Ely, and Bishop of Carlisle. Mr Ferrers always retained 
an affectionate remembrance of the Bishop's personal character and intellectual 
powers. 

Of his early College life no traditions seem to survive beyond a mere recollection 
of his remarkable powers of memory, as handed down by some of his contemporaries. 
He graduated in 1851 as senior wrangler; being also first Smith's prizeman of his 
year. Almost immediately after this he left Cambridge and went to London to 
study the Law. Apparently his ambition was to follow the precedent of a number 
of other senior wranglers of the old rdgime and become a judge. If so, he might 
very likely have succeeded, as he had in a high degree some of the qualifications for 
professional success at the English Bar. 

^ Thomas Bromfield Ferrers was son of Thomas Ferrers, of Westminster, and fifth in descent 
from William Ferrers, of Taplow Court, who seems to have been himself descended from 
Edmund Ferrers, 5th Baron, of Chartley. A fall pedigree and account of the various descents 
is given in the Ferren Family Hutory (by Cecil 8. F. Ferrers). The well-known economist, 
Henry Dunning Macleod, was a nephew of Mr T. B. Ferrers. 
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He remained in London for some years, and was actually called to the Bar in 
1855 as a member of Lincoln's Inn. But in 1856 changes had occurred in College 
which gave him the opportunity of ensuring an income at once, besides prospects 
for the future. When he had been elected to a fellowship in 1852 there was at 
the time no opening for him in College. But in the course of 1855 the two 
principal mathematical lecturers, Mr Croker and Mr Mackenzie, were preparing to 
leave, the one for a College living, the other for missionary work in Africa ; and 
the Master, Dr Guest, thought it a good opportunity to secure the services of the 
man who was by &r the best mathematician in the College. This at once fixed his 
career for life. 

He held the following College offices : Mathematical Lecturer, 1856 — 1880 ; 
Dean, 1860—1865 ; Tutor, 1865—1880. In University business he was for many 
years very active. He was a member of the Council of the Senate for 23 years, 
serving on various Boards and Syndicates, and he frequently examined for the 
Mathematical Tripos. He was Yice-Chancellor 1884 and 1885. In 1876 he was 
appointed a Governor of St Paul's School, and in 1885 a Governor of Eton College. 
In 1877 he was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society, and in 1883 received from 
the University of Glasgow the honorary degree of LL.D. To the Cambridge 
degree of D.D. he proceeded in 1881, soon after he became Master. On April 3, 
1866, he married Emily, daughter of the Very Reverend John Lamb, D.D., Dean 
of Bristol and Master of Corpus Christi College. 

Such in brief outline is the history of Dr Ferrers's academic life. To charac- 
terise the man himself is a more difficult matter. The impressions he left upon the 
members past and present of his own College, as well as upon other members of 
the University, were very various. To the undergraduates in the Chapel on 
the day following his death a few telling words were spoken by the Bishop of 
Wellington, New Zealand, a Fellow of the College and one who had been under- 
graduate and Dean under Dr Ferrers as Tutor or Master, and these words may 
form a fitting preface to the remarks which follow : ** I am permitted," said Bishop 
Wallis, '^ to speak a few sentences of the loss which our College is mourning to-day. 
It is hardly possible that many of you, my younger brothers, knew our late Master 
at all intimately ; for you have seen him only in great bodily weakness. To some 
even of us older men he was not well known, for his early days were lived in 
a time when it was held, whether rightly or wrongly I will not attempt to discuss, 
that the supreme ruler of a College, to whom was entrusted the discipline alike of 
teachers and of taught, ought not to come into close relations with those over 
whom he might some day be called to sit in judgment. And further, his intense 
hatred of what was unreal or extravagant led him often to repress sternly any 
expression of his strongest feelings. But there are among us those who knew and 
loved him — ^to me and to my father, with whom he was contemporary, he was 
always a true friend. We who knew him in the hour of trouble, and saw how 
deeply he could grieve, were then able to discover his great tenderness of heart. 
He was a very just man, incapable of a mean or paltry act. Above all, he was 
intolerant, in himself as in others, of pretentiousness and artificiality. So we 
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learned to honour hira as one of the great teachers of this place who have tried to 
lead us, both by word and example, to speak and do only that which is true. He 
had great intellectual gifts, but he had also a child-like reverence for all that is 
unselfish and generous ; and he had the simple faith and trust of a child in God, 
whom he feared and for whom he wrought/' 

Others again of those who were in close touch with him were struck by the 
two intellectual gifts which he possessed in a high degree — the power of mathe- 
matical anal3rsis and his remarkably retentive memory. Of his mathematical 
powers, so far as original work is concerned, more will be said presently. His 
memory for names and facts and the details of English literature, both in poetry 
and in prose, was quite astonishing. If, for instance, any quotation from 
Shakespeare were ventured upon in his presence, it would first, as a rule, be 
corrected, and then, if desired, the full context of it would be given. It seemed to 
his friends a matter of r^ret that, though he was in possession of such a magnificent 
mental instrument, the main work of his life — pure mathematics — should be just 
that in which memory was least of all required. Had he undertaken to write the 
history of any branch of mathematics, he would have found, in comparison with 
other writers, the prodigious advantage of being able to recall instantly and 
accurately the problems discussed by every previous author. He seemed, for 
instance, familiar with every problem and example which had ever been set in 
Cambridge. 

He was singularly precise and conscientious in all matters of official routine, 
and never neglected to be present at committees or other meetings of which he was 
a member. He ranked through most of his College life as a reformer, and certainly 
was so in comparison with the seniors of his time. The first thing he did on 
returning to College was to reorganise the mathematical examinations on the plan 
of the Tripos. Every paper was carefully scrutinised by two examiners at a 
succession of meetings before it was finally passed. As a consequence the standard 
of the papers set in the College under his superintendence was considered to be 
high ; so that it was generally worth while for a student to consult them as a source 
of good questions from which something out of the common could be learnt. As a 
lecturer he was simply admirable. By his clear and vivid exposition he let it be 
seen what a real difference there might be between a live lecturer and a printed 
text-book. A long series of pupils testified to his originality, his zeal which bred 
zeal, and his helpfulness. The ordinary undergraduate mathematical scholar gave 
them the highest praise of which his vocabulary would admit in saying that attend- 
ance at these lectures at any rate was as good as going to a private tutor. And 
there will be those who will recall gratefully the ungrudging pains with which as 
a work of love he forwarded their progress towards high wranglerships by his Long 
Vacation informal lectures. But all good things have their end ; and whether it 
was that new generations have new shibboleths, or that the consciousness of 
a decline, however slight, in physical strength, deprived his work of some of its old 
vigour, it is certain that the time came when former Caians revisiting the College 
heard with blank astonishment that the mathematical scholars of the day did not 
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go with the same enthusiasm to those lectures which in their time were reputed to 
be of the best in the University. 

As a reformer in academic matters he was a typical representative of his era. 
He was keen for the removal of abuses, but seemed to care little for the preserva- 
tion of the historic element in our ancient College& As many have found in later 
days, what might once have been "conserved" it has been necessary in various 
ways, partially and expensively, to " restore." The old scholarship system had of 
course become by lapse of time seriously defective. Many of the endowments were 
confined, in accordance with ancient practice and sentiment, to Norfolk, as the 
native county of the donors. The most distinguished student of his year therefore 
did not always obtain the most valuable scholarship. The existence of grievances 
of this kind, with which perhaps he was not personally untouched, led Dr Ferrers 
to acquiesce in the action of the University Commissioners in 1860, by which all 
historic connexion of scholarships with the names of their founders was swept 
away. There is reason to believe that at a later stage of his life he came 
to sympathise with the tendency to reverse the previous policy and to value and 
respect the association of founders' names with the benefactions which they had 
created. 

He also &voured and promoted other of the typical mid- Victorian reforms : — 
abolition of tests, universal extension of free competition and so forth. But 
beyond this he did not seem prepared to go. Like many reformers he was much 
of a conservative within his own domain. To him, as to many other prominent 
mathematicians, the Mathematical Tripos seemed the supreme glory of Cambridge, 
and to touch it was to lay one's hand on the Ark. The place therein assigned to 
any man was (except so far as the claims of the Classical Tripos were admitted) the 
necessary and sufficient test for election to a fellowship, and no further considera- 
tion of exceptional cases was to be admitted. It was not by his support^ and 
probably against his will, that the principle was gradually established according 
to which distinction in any subject of academic study was in itself ground for 
recognition. At the same time, but in due subordination, he was willing to 
admit other subjects into the curriculum. It was, for instance, with his hearty 
co-operation that a permanent lectureship in the Moral Sciences, first held by 
Mr John Venn, President of the College from 1903, was established in the College 
in 1862. The scheme indeed found hardly any other supporters than himself at 
the time. 

The important part which he played in University poUtics fell within a period 
which included some momentous changes in the history of the University. like 
most reformers he had occasionally to experience rebuffs. He first came on to the 
Council of the Senate at a chance vacancy in 1865, but at the regular election in 
November 1866 he failed to secure election. The question of the admission of 
Nonconformists to Fellowships had in the meantime become prominent, and his 
liberal views on that subject were not acceptable to the majority of the electoral 
rolL This question formed the subiect of active discussion during the following 
years, but the controversy was finally closed by the passing of the Tests Act in 
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1871. He was again rcjjeoted at the election of 1868, but in 1872 the position had 
changed and he was elected for a full period. Finally, in 1878, he was placed at 
the head of the poll and retained his seat for sixteen years, when his increasing 
illness obliged him to decline reflection. 

The following account of his mathematical work is taken from the obituary 
notice contributed to the Proceedings of the Royal Society (Volume lxxy) by his 
friend, Dr K J. Routh : 

'* His first book was called Solutions of the Cambridge Senate House Problems 
/or the Four Tears 1848 — 1851. In this he was assisted as joint author fay 
J. S. Jackson, another Gains man and fifth wrangler in his own year. 

Ferrers was also the author of a treatise on TriUnear Co-ordinates^ published 
in 1861. These co-ordinates seem first to have been brought into notice in the 
University by some chapters in Salmon's Conicsj but there was no regular treatise 
on the subject. Ferrers' book at once became one of the text-books much used for 
the Tripos examination. There was a second edition in 1866, and a third in 1876. 
The subject is, however, not now studied to the same extent. 

At the request of the Master and Fellows of Caius College, Ferrers edited the 
MathefnaticcU Writings of Oeorge Green, a man of consummate genius who was 
fourth wrangler in 1837, and afterwards Fellow of his own CoUege. This im- 
portant work was published in 1871, and rendered generally accessible a series of 
memoirs which have remained of fundamental importance in both pure and applied 
mathematics. These writings have also a special interest as the work of an almost 
untaught mathematician ; a glance at the contents of the volume shows how much 
of the after progress of discovery had been anticipated by him, or has its roots in 
his work. 

His treatise on Spherical Harmonics, published in 1877, presented many 
original features. The theory of eUipsoidal harmonics was first studied by Green 
and Lam^ who used different methods. In his last chi4)ter Ferrers gives an 
account of these functions, using both methods and adding things of his own. 
He also illustrates their application by the profalem of the attraction of a hetero- 
geneous ellipsoid. 

One of his early memoirs was on Sylvester's development of Poinsot's repre- 
sentation of the motion of a rigid body about a fixed point by means of a material 
dlipsoid whose centre is fixed and which roUs on a rough plane. This paper was 
read to the Rojral Society in 1869, and printed in the Tra^iscu^tions, He investi- 
gates expressions for the pressure and friction, and arrives at a treatment of the 
problem different from that of Sylvester, in the course of which some other theorems 
pt-esented themselves which were not without interest. 

His contributions to the Quarterly Journal are too numerous to be discussed at 
any length. A complete list of his papers may be found in the Royal Society's 
Catalogue of Scientific Papers. We may, however, mention the headings of a f ew^ 
to show the varied nature of his writings. In 1861 and 1862, he has a series of 
notes on trilinear and quadriplanar co-ordinates, the latter being probably pre- 
paratory to a treatise on Q^iadriplanar Co-ordinates, which he once informed the 
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present writer he intended to publish. Then, in 1867, he investigates the envelc^ 
of the Simson or pedal line of a triangle, and shows that it is a three-eusped 
hypocycloid. In 1873, he has an extension of Lagrange's equations. In 1875, he 
has two good papers on hydro-dynamics. In the first, he supposes that a cylindrical 
vessel is constrained to move in a given manner with fluid inside and outside. He 
compares the problem to find the motion of the fluid with that to determine the 
potential of an attracting film, and finally uses the known results of the second 
problem to solve the first. In the second paper, be solves the same problem when 
the cylinder is replaced by an ellipsoidal vessel. The manner in which he treats 
tins problem is different from and simpler than that of his predecessors Green and 
debsch in the same work. 

These hydro-dynamical researches were allied to the theory of attractions, and 
accordingly we find him writing on the latter subject in 1877. The components of 
the attraction of a solid ellipsoid, whose strata of equal density were similar to the 
boundary, had been investigated by Poisson. Ferrers gave a method of deducing 
from these the potential of a solid ellipsoid whose density varies as a/^«^, which 
is easily applied when the integers /, ^, A, are not large. He also explains a new 
device by which the potential of an ellipsoidal shell may be deduced from that of 
the contained solid. 

Lastly, in 1882, he applied himself to study Kelvin's investigation of the law of 
distribution of electricity in equilibrium on an uninfluenced spherical bowl. lyi 
this he made the important addition of finding the potential at any point of space 
in zonal harmonics." 

The period of his greatest vigour, in the College and in the University, was 
that which included the first ten years of his Tutorship, from 1865. In the winter 
of 1879 he felt the beginning of those symptoms of the rheumatoid arthritis which 
afterwards made binn a complete cripple. He thought nothing of them at the 
time, but no remedies could stop the steady progress of the disease. In his later 
years he had lost the power of locomotion. He spent his vacations mainly at the 
Heacham residence, left by Dr Davy, Master 1803 — 1839, for the use of his 
successors in office. After he had held the laborious office of Vice-Chancellor in 
1884 and 1885, his initiative in College business sensibly decreased, and the 
administration and direction of the College devolved ahnost wholly upon his 
colleagues. It was characteristic with him most loyally to support their policy 
and action. He died in Cambridge on January 31, 1903, at the age of 73. The 
burial service was read in the Chapel on February 4. After the service the 
body was, according to ancient custom, borne round the court headed by the choir 
and followed by members of the College and University. On arriving a second 
time at the Gate of Honour the choir parted on either side and sang softly the 
Nunc Dimittia while the body of the late Master passed through. His cremated 
remains were afterwards deposited beneath the floor of the Ante-chapel. 



With the mastership of Dr Ferrers a new era had begun ; the College was 
shortly to be governed under statutes dififering in many important respects from 
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4Ji06e which they supplanted in 1882. A brief summary of the changes which 
came into operation by the statutes of 1882, followed by amendments in 1892 and 
1897, is given in the Biographical History , Volume iii, 153 — 4. 



Dr Ferrers was succeeded by the Reverend Ernbst Stewart Roberts, M.A., 
who was elected on February 16, 1903. 

The vacancy in the office of President was filled by the appointment of 
John Venn, Sc.D. The appointment was made under the statutes previous to 
1904, and the office is tenable by him till the next vacancy in the mastership. 
By the statutes of 1904 the appointment is made by a Oeneral Meeting for a 
period of three years.

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NEW BUILDINGS, RESTORATIONS, AND ALTERATIONS 
SINCE THE PUBLICATION OF VOL. HI. IN 1901 

St Michael's Coubt (Plates XX, XXI). 

In Vol. III. p. 148 sq., was recorded the acquisition by purchase of the south 
side of Rose Crescent and its conversion into College Rooms in the year 1887. 
The number of sets obtained was about forty-eight. The old doors of the separate 
houses on the Rose Crescent side were blocked up and seven entrances to staircases 
were made on the churchyard side, opening into a continuous gangway. At the 
Trinity Street end there was a Porter's Lodge. The external appearance of the 
very unattractive houses remained practically unaltered. The object of the 
alterations was to make the building serviceable until the time should have arrived 
for rebuilding and it was contemplated that about twenty years would pass before 
there would be a reasonable prospect of placing on the site a new building worthy 
of the traditions of the College. But towards the end of the last century, opinion 
took shape very decidedly in favour of rebuilding at the earliest possible opportunity, 
and the demolition of the old buildings was begun in 1901, fourteen years after 
their conversion for College purposes. The architect was Mr (now Sir) Aston 
Webb, with whom was associated his partner, Mr Ingress Bell. Mr Webb had 
good reason to be satisfied with his first piece of University work. The contractors 
were Messrs Kerridge and Shaw. 

Mr Webb had a peculiarly difficult problem to solve. He was desired to respect 
ancient rights of light enjoyed by the neighbouring properties, and it was deemed 
necessary that, with the exception of a strip of ground about 18 inches broad along 
the Trinity Street frontage, sacrificed to the widening of the street, the ground- 
plan of the old Rose Crescent houses should be almost exactly adhered to. It 
demanded, as was remarked in Vol. xi. of the Caton, some patient ingenuity to 
make the most of this irregular figure in fitting the requirements of the College to 
its shape. But, in compensation, the elevations of the new block have received 
a variety of treatment which adds naturally and materially to its picturesqueness. 
The photograph (Plate XX) shows the lofty tower-like end of the range abutting 
on Trinity Street. The design generally follows that development of the later 
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native Gothic which is traditionally associated with collegiate buildings and which 
admirably meets their requirements. The sixteenth century originals have not 
been however mechanically followed, but an attempt has been made to imprint 
upon their general form and character a distinctive treatment marking them as 
the work of the twentieth century. 

As r^ards the internal planning and arrangement of the rooms the task of 
the architect was materially lightened by the thoughtful care and ingenuity of 
the Bursar, the Rev. J. B. Lock. In fact the whole design of the interior may be 
said to be his. The plans of College buildings of various periods had been studied 
with a view to avoiding the repetition of errors in the new building. And the 
smooth working of the whole undertaking was due in great measure to his 
unremitting zeal and watchfulness. 

Access to the sets of rooms is given by six staircases (see Plan, Plate XXI). 

The entrance to each has a character of its own and some of them lend themselves 

to varieties of carved adornment. The spectator is struck at once by the absence 

of anything that savours of stencil-work or monotonous repetition. There is an 

abundant display of heraldic devices, of which a detailed account is given in the 

Caian, Vol. xvii. pp. 94 — 106, 181 — 9. All the sitting-rooms face south or west; 

bedrooms and staircases are on the Rose Crescent side. The treatment of that 

portion of the building which faces Rose Crescent is singularly successful. At the 

comers in the Trinity Street front are niches containing statues of Sir Thomas 

Gresham, founder of the Royal Exchange, and William Harvey, discoverer of the 

circuJation of the blood ; a third niche facing the porch of St Michael's Church 

contains a statue of Archbishop Col ton of Armagh, the first Master of Conville 

HalL Over the entrance in Trinity Street is the following inscription, taken from 

the Grant of Arms made to Dr Caius : 

d pmHentia rt UtUxili \Attntiii petta fitmatiit {mmottalitait : '' that is to say, by 
foisdome d: leming graffed in grace ds vertue men cum to immorUdite.** 

On the roof over the entrance is a flag-staff supported by an open cupola of 
oak. This addition has been freely criticised, but we may be content to think 
that in this matter the judgment of the architect, who has been so eminently 
successful in the general design, will not be found to have erred. 

The builders' contract for the rebuilding was £26,400. 

A brief account of the purchase of the other property adjoining the churchyard 
of St Michael's, and the use which has been made of it, will be found in Part 2 of 
this Volume. 

Thb New Combination Rooms (Platb XXII). 

Between the Old Combination Room over the vestibule in the GonviUe Court 
and the Master's Lodge, the building contains a ground floor, a first floor and an 
attic floor. The vicissitudes in the history of this block are sufficiently described 
in Vol. III. pp. 188 sqq., 195 sq. The later history may be briefly summed up as 
follows.

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Orowfid floor. In connexion with the extension of the Lodge weetward in 
1853-4 the ground floor of the block, which had been used as an occasional 
dining-room of the Lodge, was given up and converted into two sets of chambers 
for students. In 1896 the southern of these sets was adapted for a Bachelors' 
Combination Room. In 1909 the whole of the ground floor was cleared and made 
into a single room to be used as a Junior Combination Room. It is decorated 
with the panelling removed in 1908 from the HalL In the south-west comer is a 
hinged panel arranged to show an old pointed doorway (which had been plastered 
up in 1853-4) leading to the turret staircase demolished in the alterations of 
1795. 

First flew. This floor contained the ancient Library dating from 1441, and it 
was approached both from the Lodge by the turret staircase alluded to above and 
from the Combination Room (see Vol in. pp. 188 sqq.). In 1854, when the books 
were removed to the newly-built Library in the north-west comer of the College, 
this floor was utilised by the construction of two sets of students' rooms. In 1868 
these were incorporated in the Lodge. In 1891 the northern set was converted 
into an additional Combination Room for the Fellows ; and finally in 1905 the 
southern set also was added to the Combination Room and the whole area appro- 
priated for this purpose under the direction of Mr Arnold Mitchell as architect. 
The ancient beams and joists forming the ceiling, most of which were of chestnut, 
had been obscured by a plaster ceiling in 1854 and were again exposed and care- 
fully restored and strengthened. Two of the principal crossbeams are of oak and 
are moulded in the style of the fifteenth century; these are probably the main 
timbers in the ceiling of the Library of 1441, for they divide the ceiling into three 
equal portions. The additional chestnut beams may have been added by Dr Cains, 
as there is evidence that alterations in the attics above the Library were made at 
the time of the building of the Caius Court. The design of the fireplaces was 
copied from that of one discovered in an attic of the Lodge in the Caius building. 
The panelling, the gift jointly of the Rev. J. B. Lock, Bursar, and Dr H. K. 
Anderson, is of seasoned oak, procured by the contractor, Mr Sindall, from the 
Duke of Wellington battleship, the flagship in the Baltic during the Crimean 
War; and a new floor of polished oak was laid down. 

Attic, The Attic floor had been used up to 1903 for servants' bedrooms in the 
Lodge. On a change in the Mastership in that year they ceased to be used for 
this purpose and the space was taken over by the College. The roof was raised 
without altering the appearance from the Court and a commodious set of rooms 
was constructed, the approach being from the upper landing of the Fellows' 
approach to the Hall. When the Combination Room below was enlarged, in 
1905, the rooms in the Attic were again transferred to the Lodge for guest 
chambers. 

The cost of the alterations of this portion of the building was £996. 
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The Hall (Plates XXIII, XXIV). 

In 1908 it was decided to make very considerable alterations in the internal 
decoration of the Hall, which had been built in 1853-4 from the plans of Mr SaMn. 
It had been felt for some years past that the internal decoration was hardly worthy 
of the College. Accordingly five distinguished architects were invited to give 
advice and in the end the designs of Mr Edward Warren, F.R.LB.A., were 
selected. In arriving at a final decision the Governing Body of the College were 
much impressed and encouraged by the liberality of former members who had 
unasked contributed £1700, since increased to £2000, towards the cost of the 
proposed decoration. 

Hie alterations effected may be briefly described thus. The sills of the 
windows on each side and at the south end were raised, so that the length 
of the windows was diminished by one-third. The panelling of 1854 was 
replaced by English oak panelling of a more dignified height; the large oriel 
window at the south-west was altered; the tops and the mouldings of all the 
windows were improved in appearance ; and a fine carved screen, with a gallery, 
was erected at the north end. The interspaces of the roof, between the principals, 
were boarded, and subdivided by broad ribs, with carved bosses at their inter- 
sections ; the panels thus formed were painted white. On the roof -timbers, on the 
panelling at the south end, and on the gallery are placed heraldic shields. Beneath 
the gallery is an inscription Ex dono Thomae Henrici Riches, a.m. In the south 
window are two rows of heraldic shields, the upper representing the coats of arms 
of five bishops, the lower those of five judges. Some of the windows on the west 
side also contain coats of arms^. 

Some of the shields on the roof-timbers call for a special note. White the 
Hall was being thus decorated, the wish was naturally felt to revive, as far as 
possible, some of the old associations in the way of heraldic decoration. One

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obstacle here, of ooturae, was the change of destination of some of the buildings 
concerned. The ancient Library had been converted into a Combination Room : 
the ancient Hall into a Library : the existing Hall was an entirely new building. 
It was decided that the actual purpose to which the room was devoted should 
decide the selection, rather than the site or former usage. Accordingly the names 
of the donors of windows, as well as of those who aided in the building of the 
ancient Hall, have been as far as possible preserved in the recent decoration of the 
present HalL 

The principle on which they have been arranged is as follows. On the tie- 
beams, at the top of the roof, there is a double row, one set facing to the north, 
the other to the south. The former comprise the names Sponne, Clynt, Warner, 
Crouch, Busby, Barwick. It will be noticed that these display merely names, 
without armorial bearings. They commemorate former fellows and others, who, 
as far as can be ascertained, had no right to arms. The first four were donors of 
windows in the ancient Hall, as Dr Caius records. Busby and Barwick are 
remembered as having been, with Bishop Shaxton, the first to provide funds 
for warming the building (see iii. 108). 

Facing to the south, we have, in the same order, the coats of arms of Boleyn, 
Shaxton, Paston, and Guest, and two scrolls for Chapman and Wortley. Shaxton, 
Bishop of Salisbury, contributed to the warming of the building: Sir Will. Paston 
gave £100 in 1606 towards rebuilding the Hall: Dr C^pman and Dr Guest, 
successively Masters of the College, contributed generously towards the erection 
of the existing building : Mr Wortley, former fellow, left a large sum, which was 
employed partly in reding the side fscing the court. 

More will be found about all these benefactors in the previous volumes of the 
Biographical History. There are various other coats of arms on the walls of the 
Hall. But as the benefactors and celebrities thus recorded are not, like the 
preceding, in any special way connected with the history of the building they 
hardly need special enumeration here. 

The cost of the alterations in the Hall was £3800. 

Approaches to thb Hall. 

The vestibule entrance from the Qonville Court was panelled with oak in 1909. 
An unsightly projection of wall separating the fellows' stairway from that, of the 
undergraduates was removed. The steep stone staircases leading to the two ends 
of the Hall were demolished and teak staircases of an easier gradient substituted, 
the walls from bottom to top being panelled with oak and the shape of the windows 
altered. A new butler's pantry was constructed on the first landing and the 
old pantry on the north side of the vestibule remodelled for a set of student's 
rooms.

^e history of the anoient Hall of 1441, occupying the space between the 
CtMnbination Room and Trinity I^ne on the west side of the Oonville Court, is 
given by Dr Venn in Vol. iii. pp. 176 sqq. An account of the restoration of this 
Hall and ite dedication for the purposes of Library extension, the most interesting 
of all the alterations of this period, was contributed to The Catan, VoL ziz. 
pp. 239 — 244, by the Bursar, die Rev. J. B. Lock, whose description furnishes 
the substance of the following remarks. 




From Vol. in. p. 148 it will be seen that the Tutor's House, provided in 1886 
by the absorption and reconstruction of certain sets of rooms, occupied part of the 
space on which stood the ancient Hsll, dismantled in 1854-5 and converted into 
dwelling rooms. The munificent bequest made to the College in 1909 by Charles 
Henry Monro, Senior Fellow, who died in 1908, made it possible to carry out a 
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scheme for the much needed extension of the Library. Mr Monro's bequest was 
not fettered by any conditions, but it was known that he had expressed the wish 
that the College Library should benefit by his gift Accordingly it was decided 
to enlarge the existing Library by the addition to it of the restored Hall and to 
defray the cost in large part from the Monro benefaction, the extension bearing 
the name of the " Monro Library." 

The Hall then which has been restored was 48 feet long, 24 feet wide, and 
about 17 feet high to the cornice of the ceiling ^ The floor was on arches, and was 
about 5 feet above the ground level. Under the Hall was a cellar about 7 feet 
high, used as a Buttery and Store room for sedge. It is worthy of record that the 
arrangement of tables in the Old Hall was similar to the arrangement in the 
present Hall. There was a dais at the south end on which was the Fellows' 
Table ; parallel to the high Table and just below the dais was a shorter table for 
Bachelora The tables for Undergraduates were in three rows running down the 
Hall from north to south. The only arrangement for warming the Hall was an 
open fireplace in the middle of the west wall, which is said to have been singularly 
ineffective. 

The Monro Library differs from the Hall as it was in 1853 in having the principals 
and purlins of the roof exposed, thus going back to the roof as it was before the year 
1763, when a plaster waggon ceiling was inserted in accordance with the taste of the 
period. Four of the principals of the roof were restored in situ. The fact that they 
had not been destroyed in 1853 was noted when the attics were reconstructed in the 
adaptations made in 1886 for the Tutor's House. The mouldings of the cornice 
and purlins are exact reproductions of the originals. The present floor is 5 feet 
higher than the old stone floor. The old stairs to the Hall leading from the north- 
west corner of the Qonville Court were of stone and consisted of two short flights 
of about five steps each. A door opened from the staircase into the north-east 
comer of the Hall. In the north-west comer of the Hall was a door which led to 
the kitchen ; traces of the arch of the door remain behind the new bookshelves. 
A new door just south of this connects the two portions of the enlarged Library. 
Of three other new doors one opens on to the first landing of the Hall staircase ; 
a second on to the new staircase from the north-west comer of the Gk)nville Courts 
which also serves as access to rooms; and a third into the Combination Room. 
Above the last door is an inscription commemorative of the Benefactor and over 
the fireplace is placed his coat of arms. 

During the alterations the flue of the fireplace in the middle of the west wall 
was found in the thickness of the wall. 

The rearrangement of the Library necessitated an entirely new catalogue which 

was completed under the direction of the Librarian, the Rev. G. A. S. Schneider, 

assisted by members of the staff of the University Library. A new edition of the 

Catalogue of Manuscripts had been generously undertaken and finished in 1908 by 

Dr M. R. James, the leamed Provost of King's College. 

^ By kind permission of the Syndics of the Umyersity jPress a section is given on p. 166 
of Gtonville Hall measured and drawn by Professor Willis. 
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The total cost of the reconstruction of the approaches, and of the library 
extension was £9283. The expenses of the general catalogue amounted to £300 
and of publishing the manuscript catalogue to £340. 

The work was carried out under the direction of Mr Warren, previously 
mentioned in connexion with the re-decoration of the Hall built by Salvin in 
1854. 

Baths and Heating Apparatus. 

In 1904 hot and cold baths were constructed in a basement in the rebuilt 
St Michael's Court. A further set of baths was made in 1907 under Staircase N 
in the Tree Court; and in 1909 a third set in the basement at the north-west 
comer of the GonviUe Court. In the same year, in an excavated space beneath 
the vestibule was installed a furnace for supplying hot water to radiators for 
warming the Library, the Lodge and the Chapel. 

Additional Rooms in Trinity Street. 

In 1910 eight additional sets of rooms were provided by adapting the first and 
upper floors of the two houses in Trinity Street fronting the Porter's Lodge. 
Behind these are the Bendall Library (installed in the Lecture Boom purchased 
from Trinity CoU^e in 1894 ; see iv (2)) and two Lecture Rooms purchased in 
1909. Below these are basements used for the storage and cleaning of bicycles, 
and approached by a sloping passage. 

The Chapel. 

While the panelling was temporarily removed in 1909 for the insertion of 

radiators, remains were discovered of the sills of the original windows (see 

YoL III.) at a lower level than those of the existing windows, and on the south side 

just west of the monument of Dr Legge was found the remains of the ancient 

piscina^ which thus marks the beginning of the sanctuary as it was before the 

lengthening described in Vol. iii. p. 161. 

Brasses in memory of the following have been placed in the ante-chapel : the 
Rev. B. H. Drury {Biogr, Hist. ii. 235); R. L. Bensly (ii. 301) ; N. M. Ferrers, our 
late Master: and C. H. Monro (see iv (1) 166). 
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Rbobnt Benbfaotionb. 

Frederick Benjamin D'Elwood Bamadge, Barrister at Law, formerly Fellow 
of the College, who died on April 15, 1902, bequeathed to the College the sum 
of £2000, which was appropriated for the purpose of establishing the Ramadge 
Studentship intended primarily for the encouragement of research in L^al 
History. 

Christopher James, Barrister at Law, formerly Fellow of the College, in 1904 
gave anonymously to the College the sum of £2000, which has since been set 
apart as the ' Christopher James Fund ' for the purposes of the Studentship Fund. 
Before his death in December, 1910, he gave to the College £500 for the erection 
of a clock with bells. 

William Hamilton Yatman, M.A., of St Ceorge's, West Clifi^ Bournemouth, in 
1905 gave to the College £1000 for the establishment of the Yatman Exhibition, 
to be awarded to candidates for Holy Orders. 

Among the contributors to the re-decoration of the HaJl were Mr T. H. Riches, 
who gave £1000 and Sir Dorab Tata, who gave £500. Mr Francis Q. Smart and 
Sir David Salomons, Bart, were also substantial contributors both to this object 
and to the Library Extension. 

Mr Gborge Siddle, of Klerksdorp, Transvaal, gave £100 to found a prize in 
memory of his son Qeorge Ludorf Siddle, B. A, who died on September 24, 1908, 
in London. 

Charles Henry Monro, Senior Fellow of the College, who died on February 13, 
1908, left his estate to the College. By his benefaction it has been possible 
to create a fellowship, to establish a Lectureship in Celtic of the annual value 
of £100, and to carry out the extension of the Library described on p. 165 sq. The 
sum of £1000 also was presented to the Squire Law Library to form a '* Monro 
Fund " for the purpose of purchasing foreign Law works. 

Mrs Marke Wood of Liverpool in 1909 gave £300 to provide an annual Medal 
for an Essay on a military subject in memory of her son James Marke Wood, B. A, 
who died on May 14, 1903. 

The Reverend William Symonds, Honorary Canon of Chester Cathedral, and 
Rector of Stockport, in 1910, through a Bill promoted by the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners, presented to the College, subject to the right reserved to him 
or his family to make the next presentation, the advowson of the Rectory of 
Stockport. 
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PREFACE 



I HAVE to acknowledge much assistance from the Master and 
many of the Fellows : especially has Dr Venn been ever ready to 
give his advice and decipher ancient documents, and Mr Buckland 
to render help on legal and historical points such as that in the 
footnote on page 80. For an account of the legislation in 1391 . 
referred to on page 45 I am indebted to the late Professor 
Maitland. From the late Dr W. Bensly I received various 
pieces of information derived from the Registry of the Norwich 
Diocese. Similar matter was obtained through the Incumbents 
of the College Livings from their Parish records, especially the 
terriers presented at the Visitations of the Bishops of Norwich. 

Outside the documents and books in the College Treasury 
my principal sources of information have been the Tithe and 
Enclosure Awards in the Parishes in which our property is 
situated. 



INTKODUCTION 



As explained by Dr Venn in his chapter on the College Records (Vol. ill, 
pp. 265-268) the materials for an account of the management of the estates 
of the College during the first 250 or 300 years of its existence are but scanty. 

We have the conveyances to the College and other evidences of title 
conveniently arranged in the Treasury and admirably summarised and 
catalogued in the Regiatrum Magnum. 

The Bursar* 8 Indentures (Venn, Vol. ill, p. 266) were drawn up half-yearly 
by the Master, as Bursar, and each gives the debts owed by and to the 
College on the day on which it was drawn up. They are thus the exact 
complement of the Bursar's Books, which give the sums actually paid by and 
to the College during each half-year. 

In the Bursar's Books, beginning with 1609, we have a list each half-year 
of the various estates of the College. At first they were arranged somewhat 
in the order in which they came into the possession of the College — a very 
interesting arrangement, — the later estates being added at the end. In the 
year 1697 they come in the alphabetical order of the tenants' names. This 
8}rstem, happily, was soon (1727) changed, and that at present in use was 
adopted, of giving the estates in the alphabetical order of the names of the 
places, in which they were situated. 

Benefactions. Certain estates given by particular benefactors (after the 
time of Dr Caius) were not thus entered, but had account books of their own, in 
which were set out the receipts from them and the expenditure on account of 
them. These Bene&ctions usually had conditions as to how the receipts were 
to be employed — generally in fixed payments. So that, when the annual 
receipts increased, the balances in these rolled up considerably and formed 
part of our present " Reserve Fund." 

In the Oesta (Venn, Vol. iii, p. 264), of which the clearly written copies 
begin at 1650, are found all orders of the College relating to the acquisition 
of the estates and to any alterations respecting them. 

Lease Books. We have copies of all leases of estates from 1579 onwards, 
and of several leases granted in previous years in the reigns of Henry VIII, 
Mary and Elizabeth. 
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11 COLLEGE ESTATES 

Various Survey Books give the particulars of the several estates at different 
times. Two systematic sets of surveys were compiled by Dr Brady, Master, 
and J. Smith, at first Bursar and afterwards Master. All other survejrs were 
made by professional surveyors at irregular intervals as occasion required. 

An inspection of the Bursar's Indentures shows that before the 
Mastership of Caius the College had no working cash balance at its com- 
mand. It generally happened that at the dates, on which these indentures 
were drawn up, several tenants still owed money, &c., to the College and, in 
consequence, the College was unable at the moment to discharge its own 
debts. The payments due to the Master and Fellows for their stipends and 
allowances, though small, were often two or three years in arrear, the money 
laid out by the Master on the repairs of buildings on the College estates 
could not be repaid to him, and the College had had to borrow irom '' bursa 
Magistri Albon " and " cista de Ayleward " (Venn, Vol. in, pp. 284 and 285). 
This is evidence of the deplorable state in which Caius says he found the 
College upon his election to the Mastership (Venn, Vol. ill, p. 42). 

Soon after Caius's accession to the Mastership all this was changed. As 
before, money might be owed to the College, but now it had sufficient funds 
to keep itself out of debt. 

Length of Leases, Originally colleges had the power of granting leases 
for any number of years, and we find our College granting leases for different 
terms up to 99 years. 

In 1571 an Act was passed restraining colleges from granting leases for 
longer terms than 21 years (or than three lives) ; but the next year they had 
leave to grant them for 40 years, if the property was situated in a town and 
did not contain more than 10 acres and the tenant undertook all repairs, thus 
allowing colleges to grant Building Leases. 

Also in 1572 an Act deprived colleges of the power to grant a lease in 
reversion, i,e, afler the expiration of an existing lease, should the latter have 
more than three years to run. 

These three Acts and that of 1567 relating to Com Rents (to be noticed 
presently) were the principal Acts governing the management of college 
estates up to the passing of the Universities and College Estates Act, 1858 
(see p. vii). 

By the 86th of Caius's statutes our College was prohibited from granting 
leases for longer terms than 20 years, and for this period our agricultural 
leases were usually granted after Caius's time. The custom was that, after a 
few years of a lease had expired, the tenant surrendered it and took out 
another for a further period of 20 years, and so on. At first the time at 
which the old lease was surrendered was very uncertain ; but by the end of 
the 17th century the custom was established of a new lease being granted 
when seven years of the old lease had expired, and after the end of the 17th 
century it is the exception to find a new lease granted at any other time. 



IKTRODUCnON iii 

To a person accustomed to the management of estates in the latter half of 
the 19th century the most surprising feature in the records of earlier times ia 
the constancy of the annual rents. 

These rents remained the same for very many years. Caius, as he says in 
his 89th statute, had raised some, and others were increased, later, in the 16th 
century, in accordance with this statute — which, by the way, prohibited the 
further increase of any rent which he had himself raised^ Except for these few 
increases, the rents of our estates remain the same for hundreds of years. Even 
when a portion is detached and let separately (as of Wilton Rectory in 1646 
and, notably, of Mortimer's Manor at Newnham, Cambridge, at many di£Perent 
times in the 19th century) the annual rent of the remainder is unaltered. 
Thorold Rogers, in his work on Prices, often refers to this constancy of rents 
and ascribes it to the absence of improvement in the practice of agriculture. 
Whatever the cause, our predecessors in the I7th and 18th centuries had 
become less accustomed to a change in the rent of an estate than we are to a 
change in the rate of interest on Consols. When the annual value of an 
estate varied, it was the fine on the renewal of the lease (as explained later) 
which varied and not the annual rent. 

It will be seen that both Caius and Perse direct their executors to 
purchase lands of definite yearly rentals, just as anyone now, wishing to found 
an annual school prize, might purchase Consols sufficient in amount to 
bring in the required income. 

This fixed rent of an estate, excluding the increase (if any) made in the 
second half of the 16th century, is called " thaccustomed rent '* in the Act of 
1571, to which we have referred, and "the olde rent" in the Com Act of 
1576. 

It must be remembered that the tenants, paying these small fixed rents, 
paid in addition for all repairs and also all rates and taxes and other out- 
goings: so that, when (1799-1801) the Ollege had redeemed the land 
taxes on most of its estates, the tenants paid them to the College, instead of 
to the Government, till their tenancies were rack-rented. 

Cam Rents. Rogers says that colleges began early, before the C!om Act 
of 1576, to take their rents partly in com ; but no trace of such a practice is 
found in the early leases of our College. The Bursar's Indentures, indeed, 
show that certain tenants owed com to the C!ollege ; but how this came about 
I have been unable to find out. These Indentures also show that the College 
owned com stored in its granaries on its estates. Thus in the Indenture 
dated 16 October, 1491, we have " Robertus Orwell de Aylysham, firmarius 
de Totyngton debet 6" (six score) et 12 combes brasii (brank)." Again, 
on 21 October, 1497, " Wilhelmus Leverton, firmarius de Totyngton debet 
pro anno Dom* 1496 pro 4 cumbes fiiimenti, pro 5" cumbes hordei et 
3" cumbes avenarum et pro 10 cumbes de brank solvendis secundum inten-

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tionem suae indenturae." Also, on 16 October, 1499, "dominus Hugo 
Randole cum suis sociis debet pro granis isto anno apud Matsale in horreatis 
15 libras." 

In 1576 was passed the "Com Act" promoted by Sir T. Smith ^ for the 
Maintenance of Colleges. By this it was enacted that, in all new leases 
granted by a college, ** one-third of the ' Old Rent ' shall be reserved in good 
wheat after 68. 8d the quarter or under and good malt after 5s, the quarter 
or under to be delivered yearly at the college on a certain day or, in de&ult, to 
pay in money after the rate as the best wheat and malt in the market of 
Cambridge shall be sold at the next market-day before the rent is due ; the 
wheat and malt, or money coming of the same, to be expended to the use of 
the relief of the commons and diet of the college." 

For example, at Caxton, upon the first renewal of the lease, the old rent 
of £10 was converted into a money rent of £6. 13«. 4d. and a com rent of 
5 qrs. of wheat and 6 q. 5 b. 1 p. of malt. 

Thus, however high the price of wheat and malt might be — whether 
in consequence of bad harvests, or of depreciation of the currency, or of 
increased demand for com on account of an increase in population or a 
change in its habits — the College would be sure of a supply of com or its 
value. 

Further, in 1575 the average prices of wheat and malt, as given by Rogers^ 
are 15«. lid. and 10«. lOd.; in 1576 they are 22«. 2d. and 14». 7d. a quarter. 
Also the average price of wheat had not been as low as 6^. 8d. since 1547 
(when it was 4«. lid.) and that of malt had not been as low as 58, since 1543 
(when it was 4«. 8d.). It would seem therefore that, besides securing to the 
College due provision for its members, however high prices might rule, the 
Legislature, by fixing such low values at which the change fix>m " money- 
rents " to " corn-rents " was to be calculated, showed its intention of bringing 
about an automatic rise in the annual rents. Certainly this increase in the 
annual rent would mean generally a diminution in the "fines" paid on 
renewals of leases — to these reference will be made later. 

For a few tenancies the rent was increased, as we have seen, when the 
opportunity occurred, in the second half of the 16th century. Thus Caius, in 
his 91st statute (Venn, ill, p. 383) says he has increased the rent of Rick- 
mansworth firom the Old Rent (£15. 7«. Od.) to £40. In such a case it is 
only the " old rent " of which the third had to be converted into com : the 
increase (£24. 138. Od.) was paid wholly in money. 

Again, in accordance with the first paragraph of the same statute, the rent 
of Runcton was increased in 1582 to £40 ; but no part of the increase was 
converted into a com rent. Also at Bamingham there was in 1579 an increase 
of £5, all of which was paid in money. 

1 MuUinger's The University of Cambridge, Vol. n, pp. 874, Ac. 
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The first lease affected by this Act was that of Qaye's land at Hinton 
granted in 1579. It is significant that in this year (Venn, ill, p. 69) the 
College decided to make its own bread and proceeded to construct an oven. 
It would seem therefore that at first the grain of the com rents was actually 
brought to the College ; and probably from the first it was appropriated by 
the Master and the 12 (Senior) Fellows (Venn, ill, p. 217). 

Judging fi'om the arrangements made in later years the Master and 
Seniors paid the Bursar the third part of the " old rent '* (see p. iii) to make 
up, with the money rent paid by the tenant, the full "old rent"; for this always 
appears in the Bursar's Accounts, where no hint is to be found of the receipt 
of the com. 

On a fiy-leaf of the earliest extant Bursar's Book — ^beginning with 1609 — we 
find a memorandum that 23 tenancies had then come under the Act, the 
tenants of which paid half-yearly 

£82. 158. 5d. in wheat, 
39 q. 4 b. p. in wheat, 
46 q. b. 2^ p. in malt, 

and that £107. Os. 6d. was carried into the Bursar's Book. 

Thus the Master and Seniors probably took the com and paid £24. 58. Id. 
into the Bursar s Book. 

The fact that the tenants' payments in money amounted to more than 
double the payments in money by the Master and Seniors is accounted for by 
the increase in some of the money rents as explained above. 

How long the com rents continued to be received in kind I do not know; 
but by the year 1717 {Ab8ence Book, Venn, iii, p. 266) the practice of receiving 
their money values, according to the alternative provided by the CJom Act, had 
been established. The Master took jth, and the remainder was divided equally 
amongst the Seniors in residence during the preceding half-year. 

With the year 1732 our earliest Com Book begins. In this book is given 
in different columns : 

(1) The amount of money-rent payable for each tenancy, (2) the 
amount of wheat, and (3) its value according to the price on the previous 
Cambridge market-day, (4) the amount of malt, and (5) its value, (6) the 
sum of (3) and (5), then (7) the third part of the " old rent " to be deducted 
fix)m (6) and handed over for the Bursar's Book, (8) the remainder to be 
divided between the Master and resident Seniors, (9) the sum of (1) and (7) 
to be entered in the Bursar's Book, and (10) the sum of (1) and (6) to be 
found by the tenant. 

The CJoUege originally calculated the com rents by the Common Bushel, 
" the capacity of which : to the Winchester Bushel :: 67 : 54." In 1826 the 
College adopted "the Imperial Bushel which : Winchester Bushel :: 1 : -969447," 
and the numbers of bushels of wheat and malt in the Rents were altered in 
accordance with the new arrangements. 
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At Lady Day, 1832, there were 28 tenancies for which com rents were 
payable. For these the half-yearly money rents amounted to £54. 9«. 6cl., 
and the values of 51 q. 5b. Op. of wheat and 58 q. 7b. 3 p. of malt to 
£172. 188, and £157. 68, respectively, and the total amount carried into the 
Bursar's Book was £73. lU. Sd., whilst £304. 1«. 2d. was divided amongst 
the Master and Seniors. 

In 1800 the College sold two of these tenancies (at Hockwold and 
Morden); but till 1832 it continued to allow the Master and Seniors the 
money for com, which they would have received fix^m the tenants had these 
sales not taken place. 

Early in the 19th century, for various periods, the receipt of com rents 
for a few estates was dropped; but the College always allowed to the Master and 
Seniors what would have been the value of the com rent above the third of 
the old rent, and the same practice was retained when the com rents were 
gradually and permanently given up. The last money for com actually paid 
by a tenant was in 1885 for the Foulden Rectory. After Lady Day, 1887, in 
accordance with the Statutes of 1860, the calculation of the half-yearly 
allowance based on the value of com was dropped and each Senior Fellow in 
residence, holding his Fellowship under the Statutes of 1860 or previous 
Statutes, has from that date received £50 a year in lieu thereof 

This series of Com Books, from 1732 to 1887, gives an unbroken record of 
the prices of wheat and malt in the Cambridge market every half-year for 
155 years. They also give the price of barley at Michaelmas for each of 
these years. 

Fine8. These were payments, other than annual rents, made to the 
College by their tenants. 

The occasions on which they were made were of four kinds. 

I. For copyholds of inheritance — in all the Manors owned by the Collie 
in the Elastem Counties. 

Whenever a new tenant of one of those copyholds required " admission," 
i.e. that his name should be entered on the rolls of the Manor Court as 
the owner of the copyhold, he paid a "fine," which in all our Manors 
was at first " arbitrary " (i.e. it was settled by the will of the Lords of 
the Manor), but was gradually required by the Courts of Law to be not more 
than two years' gross annual value. 

II. For renewal of agricultural leases under which the annual rent was 
less than the annual value — called beneficial leases. 

In the 16th century the annual value which a tenant was willing to pay 
for a farm was probably not much in excess of the " old rent," which he had to 
pay every year, so that the amount he would pay for an extension of his 20 
years' lease, of which some years had expired, was small. 

Rogers says (Vol. iv, p. 29) that in Mary's reign " the practice of taking 
fines on leases had certainly begun ; but the fines, originally a present, perhaps 
a mere handsel, to those who granted the lease hfitd not become large as yet." 
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In 1617 (Venn, Annals, p. 269) the (Senior) Fellows were able to speak of 
such fines as merely " the tenants' benevolences for their leases.'' 

In the 17th and still more in the 18th century the di£ference between the 
annual value and the annual rent, even when increased by the automatic 
action of the Com Act of 1576, became greater and greater — so that, as will 
be seen on reference to the accounts of any of the estates, the fines became 
larger and larger. 

It has been already mentioned that the practice was gradually established 
of renewing these leases every seven years. It might then be said that the 
tenant paid a half-yearly rent due at the end of each half-year and a septennial 
rent paid at the beginning of each seven years. 

III. For copyholds for lives, without right of renewal. 

This was the tenure upon which the lands were held in our two Manors 
in Dorset — Bincombe and Obome. The aimual rent of each tenancy 
was exceedingly small and, not being affected by the Com Act of 1676, 
remained so: the tenancy was held for "three lives." When one life had 
died out the tenant, or his heir, applied to have a new life admitted and of 
course for this he was willing to pay a fine. In fact such fines formed the 
real value of the Manor to the College. As will be seen in the accounts of 
Bincombe and Obome, the fines ceased when the College, in the first part of the 
19th century, bought up or ran out the interests of the tenants in their estates. 

IV. For renewals of building leases. 

By the Act of 1572 the College had power to grant them for 40 years 
but not for longer. When a few years of such a lease had expired, the 
tenant renewed his lease, and thus he obtained an annuity to commence at the 
end of his former 40 years — consisting of the annual value of the house, 
less the amount he had to pay for repairs and insurance and for the ground 
rent reserved to the College — this annuity to continue till the end of the 
new 40 years. For this annuity he would, of course, be willing to pay the 
present value, which was in feet the fine. 

Before the year 1799 very little of our land was held on building leases 
'—just that in Philip Lane, London, and one or two bits in the King's Parade, 
Cs^bridge, and a little in Norwich. 

Since 1799, as explained under the heads of Newnham and Mortimer's 
Manor, such tenancies have become numerous 

By the Act of 1858 the College obtained the further power of letting for 
99 years, but without the power of renewal ; and upon this tenure almost all 
the building leases granted since 1858 are held. 

Since 1880 the College has not taken fines for renewing the 40 years' 
building leases, and has substituted an increase of ground rent, the increase 
being the annuity for 40 years which is the equivalent of the fine. 

The payments under I and III were received by the Bursar and 
accounted for in the yearly or half-yearly accounts in the Bursar's Book. 
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Some of the money thus obtained was laid out from time to time, as 
opportunity oflFered, in buying new estates (e.g. Shelford), or in adding to 
our existing estates. The annual rents of the new purchases were carried into 
the Bursar's Book, and, when one was large enough, a small addition was 
made to the stipends (originally small) of the Master and Seniors — on the 
principle that the increase of the Master's stipend was double that of each 
Senior's. A similar addition was made after purchases of Stock in the 
Public Funds had begun to be made in 1766. 

No part of the receipts of the Bursar's Book was expended on the Master 
and Fellows except these fixed stipends and the payments for livery (Venn, 
III, p. 205, note) and commons. 

Here is a statement of the amounts paid to a Senior Fellow out of the 

Bursar's Book at Lady Day in a year between 1782 and 1786 (as given in 

two MSS. in the CJollege Library, viz. No. 61, p. 66 and No. 621, p. 252).

After the middle of the 18th century the receipts under the head of m, 
from Dorset, increased considerably, and their accumulation was used partly 
for the large repairs to the College buildings at the end of that century 
and partly in running out the old 20 years' leases as explained later, and 
in buying up the interests of the tenants for lives of the estates in Dorset. 
Also the Stocks of the Public Funds purchased by the Bursar's Book 
between 1766 and 1860 formed a large part of our present Reserve Fund; 
the remainder being the Stocks which had been bought from time to time 
with the accumulations in the Books of the various Benefactions, notably 
the Halman Book (see Mepal). 

The amounts under II and lY were recorded in the Gesta Book as they 
became payable. 
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The receipts from them up to 1857, except frt)m estates belonging to 
the diflFerent special Benefactions, were divided into 14 parts, of which two 
were paid to the Master and one to each Senior Fellow — probably by the 
Registrary. 

This practice seems to have been a direct violation of Caius's 95th statute, 
which says (Venn, VoL ill, p. 384) : " Fines autem coUegii esse volumus, non 
magistri et sociorum, praeterquam fines et amerciamenta maneriorum 
nostrorum de Roughton, Crokesley et Snellschall, quae custodi dedimus in 
augmentum salarii sui sub ea conditione, ut in coUegio resideat." 

It is this practice that is complained of by some of the Fellows in 1617 
(Venn, AnncUs, p. 267, No. 1). 

The theory which underlay this practice seems to have been as follows: — 
when a Benefactor desired to make a fixed annual payment to a Scholar 
or the Porter or for the Common Fire or for any other purpose within the 
College, the College undertook to make it for him, and received from him 
certain lands, of which the (fixed) annual rent was sufficient to enable them 
to make the pajrment every year, and any further proceeds, such as fines, 
which the Members of the College (the Master and Seniors in our case) 
could obtain from the lands, belonged to them personally for the time being 
{Annals, p. 270, No. 9). It was, no doubt, a theory which always had its 
opponents (MuUinger's Cambridge, Vol. ii, pp. 377, &c.). 

After the practice of renewing the 20 years' leases every 7th year had 
been established as the general rule, if in any particular case th^ lease was 
not renewed at the 7th year, the College advanced for division amongst the 
Master and (Senior) Fellows, out of the Bursar's Book, some sum in lieu of 
the fine, which the tenant should have paid, and the Book was recouped 
when the tenant did pay and did renew his lease, or else when, the lease 
having been run out, the tenancy was relet at a Rack Rent ; and the same 
thing happened at the 14th year. As soon as a lease had expired and the 
estate had been rack-rented and the Book had in consequence been recouped, 
some addition was made to the stipends of the Master and Seniors out of 
the rack rent at which the tenancy had been relet. Thus an increase of 
stipend was gradually substituted for the division of the fines by the 
Master and Seniors. In this way during the first half of the 19th century 
most of the 20 years' leases were run out. 

In 1791 the 20 years* lease of Wilton Rectory ran out, and the College 
let it on an increased annual rent. The additional rent above the old 
rent, which the tenant had to pay, was just the actuarial yearly equivalent 
of the "septennial rents," which would have been paid under the old 
system. 

Runcton (with Wiggenhall) was the first estate, for which the old 
beneficial 20 years' lease was given up and for which a rack rent based 
on the estimated annual value was substituted. This was in 1816. 
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In this year (October 30) the College passed the following order: — 
After a leasehold estate falb in, the increase of the stipend resulting from 
the new rent shall continue for three years from the expiration of the old lease 
to be paid to the Master and Fellows (or their heirs) who would have been 
entitled to the fine paid after the usual manner. 

In 1881 (May), from the increase in the rents, £200 a year had been 
added to the stipend of the Master and £100 to that of each Senior; and 
for this reason it is resolved in January 1834 that the advance (to the 
Master and Fellows) for the fine of Wilton Rectory be discontinued. 

The following list of all the renewals of the 20 years' leases after 1848 
will show how nearly by that time the old system had been discontinued. 

1851 Tuttington, fine £550 and an additional annual rent of £60. 

1854 Shelfoid Farm, fine £800. 
Teversham (Manor Farm), fine £570. 

1855 Shelfoid Mill, fine £808. 
Haddenham, fine £400. 
Norwich (Houses), fine £80. 

1858 Tuttington, no fine but additional rent. 
1861 Shelford Farm, no fine but additional rent. 

Thus the last beneficial agricultural lease ran out in 1881. 

In 1857 {Oesta, December 15) it was resolved that the practice of dividing 
fines (from II and IV) be discontinued and that the stipend of a Senior Fellow 
be fixed at £300 a year. 

From this year, till their cessation in 1880, the fines fix)m IV were carried 
into the Bursar's Book. 

A general description of the system of managing College Estates before 
1868 will be found in The Universities and College Estates Acts, 1858 to 
1880, by C. S. Shadwell, D.C.K, Oxford, 1898. 
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AcLE (Norfolk). 

1441 Three roods of land — called " Gonvile half-acre " — " apud Ocle, alieta Acle, in 
Hundreida de fflegge " — were conveyed to the College by W. Tweight, together 
with the patronage of S. Michael's, Coslany, in Norwich. 

In the deeds it is always found as passing with the patronage of this living. 

In a conveyance of the property in 1395 the land is called " Qunnelde's half- 
acre"; and in that in 1441 as " Oonneley's." Blomefield says that in 1304 
W. Overdane presented to S. Michael's, Coslany, in right of " Gundelf 's half- 
acre.'' It appears therefore that the name, Gonville half-acre, was not derived 
from its connection with the College, but was a college corruption of its previous 
name. 

The annual rent at first was la. In 1731 the half-ye&r\y rent is stated to 
be 4(f. in money and 1 peck of malt. About 1.742 the annual rent was 
changed to 7«. 8d. (and the 2 pecks of malt) and in 1808 to 19«. 8c^. (and the 
2 pecks). After 1831 the malt was dropped and the money rent set at ^L 

The rents were paid at very irregular intervals; thus, in 1622, for 19^ 
years ; in 1751, at Lady Day, for nine years, and, at Michaelmas, for one year ; 
in 1828 for 1 1 years. 

We have two leases — one in 1568 and one in 1626 — from the Master and 
Fellows. 

In later times the management of this estate seems to have been unique. 

At one time it is said {Reg. Mcig.) to be held on a lease for 20 years from 
1656 ; at another time, for 20 years from 1751. I cannot find, in the Geata^ 
any trace of these leases having been sealed ; nor of any fines having been set 
for them or at any other times. 

Nor is there any order for either of the two changes in the annual rent 
mentioned above. 

The Registrum Magnum says of the lease from Michaelmas, 1751, that it was 
" from the Bursar." 

It would seem therefore that the management was entirely in the hands of 
the Bursar, without reference to the Master and Fellows. 
1861 This year the property was sold — and for this there was a College order — to 
H. N. Burroughes for £Z\. 10«. Od 

AsHDON (Essex). Advowson of the Rectory. 

1708 The Patronage was bought of T. Baker, the then Rector, for £925 paid by 
the executors of Stephen Cambom (Venn, i, p. 395 and iii, p. 281), as 
approved by the Master in Chancery. 

1801 The land tax (£28. 12«.) was purchased for £953. 6«. Sd Consols. The 
money for this, as well as for the land taxes on other College livings, was 
found by the Wortley Benefaction, which therefore received the land taxes 
paid by the various Rectors in subsequent years. 

1845 The apportionment of the Tithe Rent Charge is £910. 16«. Od 

The glebe lands consist of 59a. 2r. 35 p., including the Rectory House and 
Grounds (Nos. 167, 231-7, 239-43 and 195 on the Tithe Map), also of the 
Old Vicarage House and Yard (No. 447), 1 r. 5p., and School House and Garden 
(Na 314), Ir. lOp. ; and School and Cottage, 2r. 15 p. 
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The Rector owns the Manor of Ashdon Rectory. The average of the fines 
for the seven years preceding 1888 was £6. 17«. Od, The Grovemors of Q.A.B. 
hold £317. ISs. 5c/., derived from enfranchisements in this Manor. For it is 
paid an annual Fee Farm Rent to Mr R Reeves. 

1009 This advowson was exchanged for that of the Vicarage of Chatteris. 

Saltier 8 Lands. 

1701 N. Saltier, Rector of Ashdon, devised certain lands to the College in trust 
for the future Rectors of Ashdon (Venn, ii, p. 13; iii, p. 287). 

These lands are in two parcels ; one contains 39 a. 1 r. 38 p. with house and 
buildings, called Ryland's Farm (Nos. 667, 721-5, 733-8, 778 on the Tithe 
Map) ; the other lies between the Rectory House and the Church, and was 
left for the use of the Rectors, specially '* for the conveniency of a road leading 
through them to the Church and for collecting the tithes arising within the 
parish with greater ease and expedition.'' 

Chapman* 8 Land, 

1851 B. Chapman, Master of the College and Rector of Ashdon, devised two 
allotments, containing 6a. Or. 15 p., W. of the high road from Ashdon to 
Bartlow, to the Master and Fellows, in trust : 

(1) To repair the organ in Ashdon Church. 
^2) „ „ National School House in Ashdon. 

3) To place out with the residue poor children in the said National 
School 

The College may employ the Rector as their Agent 

The Ashdon Enclosure Award was settled in 1851 — not long before 
Dr Chapman's death. By it these two pieces were allotted to him in lieu 
of the lands, which he had previously owned in Bartlow. 

MitcheWs Farm and Woods, 

1750 The original part of this — 250 a. 2r. of Farm and 42 a. of Wood — was 
bought of Mrs M. King for Mr Wortley's Benefaction — price £4136. 10#. — 
and £74. 10«. 6(£. was spent on Manor Fines and Fees. 

It is in the parishes of Little Walden and Ashdon. The Messuage, with 
34 a. 1 r. of arable, and pasture, and 10 a. of woodland were copyhold of the 
Manor of Chipping Walden : the rest was freehold. 

1761 The College, with Mr Wortley's money, bought of Mrs M King, for £452, 
18 acres of woodland, all freehold, namely, Seven Ash Wood, Nunn's Wood 
and Nunn's Valley Wood. 

1700 The land tax was redeemed— £13. 8«. Od. in Walden for £491. 6«. M. 
Consols, £6. 8«. Od, in Ashdon for £234. 13«. id. Consols. 

1815 The rectorial tithes, commuted at £20, on the Walden portion (158 a. 
Or. 20 p.) were bought of Lord Braybrooke for £490. 16«. 2d and law 
expenses £30. 2«. Od, 

1833 Shortly before this the public road in front of the farmhouse was changed 
from one side to the other of the plot of ground on which the College built 
the cottages in 1871. 

1864 The copyhold portion was enfranchised for £371. 12«. 2(i, and a free rent 
of 14«. 8(2. was redeemed for £20. XOa, Sd 

1865 Mr Gibson was allowed to straighten a water-course and make it run at 
the bottom of Chapel Field. 

1868 Several bits of wood were stubbed up. 
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1869 There was an exchange with Mr Gibson costing £23 for expenses. The 
CoU^^e gave up:

AshwelFs was to E. of the Brook, beyond the Street Farm, about a mile 
S.W. of Mitchell's Farmhouse. After the exchange the College threw into one 
field Jenny's Garden (2 a. Ir. 20 p.), the two pieces acquired by exchange, 
Chapel Field and the remainder of Old Chapel Field, making in all 27 a. 1 r. 16 p. 

1871 Nunn's Grove was stubbed up and Cow Shadows planted instead. 

1872 The block of four cottages was built for £400. 
1801 Additional farm buildings were built for £120. 

1009 The piece of 14 acres acquired in 1869 was sold to Sir J. Mackay for £900. 

1010 The College is arranging to sell the remainder of the farm and the woods to 
Sir J. Mackay for £9825 together with the vaAue of the timber. 

The Street Farm. 

1863 The College bought, of P. Pegg and M. L. Pegg, 17 a. 3r. 17 p., partly 
copyhold of the Manor of Ashdon Hall, for £600, which had been received for 
lands taken by various Railway Companies, paying £50 for admission to the 
copyholds; 

1864 also, of John Miller and his brothers, 48a. 3r. 21 p., including house and 
farm buildings, partly copyhold of the same Manor, for £1750, which had 
been received partly from Railway Companies and partly for enfranchisements 
of copyholds in manors belonging to the College, paying also £25 for timber. 

1867 The farm buildings were burned down and the house was scorched and 
injured. 

1868 The buildings, except the barn, were rebuilt, on a smaller scale, at a cost of 
£279. 

1869 The copyhold portions of the farm were enfranchised for £281. 7«. 8^. 

1870 The bam was rebuUt for £105. 

Atherinoton (Devon). Boreat*8 Farm and Mill. 

1749 Bartholomew Wortley, Rector of Bratton Fleming and formerly Fellow of 
the College, died in May; and by will, dated April 30, 1742, left to the 
College all his money, bonds, mortgages, debts and securities to the amount 
of more than £7000, and also his estates in Fakenham, Elmham and Gateley 
in Norfolk, and his estates in High Bray and Bratton in Devon. 

The Accounts of the executors begin with the entry " May 1 2. Paid for flesh 
fory* Funeral Us" 

At his death, amongst his mortgages was one for £1 100 on the estate called 
Boreat's in Atherington, formerly owned by one T. Ley, then deceased. Ley 
had left Boreat's to £. Law and after her death to J. Law, whom he also 
appointed executrix and executor of his will. Before 1749 his widow, J. Ley, 
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had claimed dower out of this estate and had therefore exhibited a bill in 
Chancery. 
1750 To stay J. Ley's suit in Chancery an agreement was come to between her, E. 
and J. Law, and Mr Wortley's executors to allow her } of the net rent of Boreat 
until it was sold and ^ of the purchase money and her legal expenses. 

1752 Mr Wortley 's executors acquired for £ 1 06 a further mortgage on the estate for 
that amount: they also conveyed to the College the mortgages and other 
securities. 

The College purchased of J. Ley for J&200 her right to the ^ of the 
purchase money of the estate. 

After this the estate remained in the possession of the College. 

The acreage was said to be 172 a. : the rental was £68 for the farm and £7 
for the mill grounds. 

For the barton (or homestead) a chief rent of 10«. is paid to the Lord of 
the Manor of Umberleigh. 

1753 The sum of £Si. Sa. Qd. was paid from the Wortley Book for a License of 
Mortmain, which had been obtained (March 5, 1748) for the College to possess 
estates of £500 a year and had been previously charged for in the Barsar's Book. 

1756 The rent of the farm was reduced from £68 to £56. 

1758 J. Ley's law charges — £33. 16#. OcL — were paid. 

1766 Li a survey of the estate we find the following concise description of it. 

" The lands of this estate lie together and cover the top of a Hill which falls 
quick to the S. and W. They produce good wheat and clover ; but being cold 
are not favourable for barley. Oaks, of which there are many in Hedge and 
Coppice, thrive pretty well. The Moor is wet and coarse.** 

The mill is said to be an over-shot ona 

1790 The land tax (£7. Ss, 9d.) was redeemed. £544. 16«. l^d Consols were 
given for it and the land taxes on our property at High Bray and Bratton 
Fleming. 

1823 The mill is stated to have a single pair of stones. 

1830 The Tithe Map gives the acreage of the farm as 210a. Or. 26p. 

1845 It is stated that the grist mill has two pairs of stones driven with one wheel 
and that the cottage is a very poor one. 

1877 The mill and cottage had been dismantled for some years and the ground 
was included in the farm. 

Before the end of the 18th century the rent had risen to £78 ; early in the 
19th it was £115; in 1821 it was £150. In 1832 it was £110, at which it has 
remained, except between 1876 and 1884, when it was £120. Since 1902 
the College has paid the tithe. 

The apportionment of the tithe on Boreat*s Farm is £20. 12«. 2d. 

Barnby (Suffolk). 

1431-^ The Rectory, in the gift of the Priory of Buttele (Butley, Suffolk), was 
consolidated with the Vicarage of Mutford, the College and the Priory having 
alternate presentations. 

1454 An agreement was made between T. Attwood, then Master of the College 
(and Vicar of Mutford), and the Prior of Butley, whereby the Priory was to 
give to the College 3 roods of land in Barnby (the patronage land, i,e. land 
to which the patronage was appendant, not glebe), together ^vith their rights 
of presentation, in exchange for a room in College for the use of a * Canon * 
from Butley. 

No trace of this agreenient is found amongst the documents in the 
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Treasury and we should not have known of it had it not been the subject of 
the litigation in 1470 mentioned below. 

1465 We have in the Treasury (v, 13 a — d) a conveyance of the 3 roods and 
right of presentation from the Priory to the College. 

1470 Some account of a lawsuit between the College and the Priory will be 
found in an article by Mr W. W. Buckland in the Caicm for 1895 (v, p. 14). 

In this suit it was alleged that, whereas it was essential to the validity of 
the exchange of 1454 that both parties should enter personally, Attwood had 
not entered on the land when he died (in 1456, Venn, in, p. 16). 

1471 By this year the Priory had apparently acknowledged the right of the College 
to present. See Venn, VoL in, p. 315. 

From this time till 1583 the presentations to Mutford and Bamby are 
separate. 

1542 After the Priory had surrendered its estates to the Crown in 1538, the 
Crown revived the claim to present to Barnby alternately with the College, 
and litigation ensued, and this year the King did actually present (R. Brandon); 
but this presentation was never enrolled on the Patent Rolls, and subsequently 
the Crown appears to have been satisfied as to the right of the College to 
present. 

The rent of the 3 roods was lOd, I do not find that it was ever paid, except 
in 1628, when ISs, 4tcL was paid for 22 years. After 1681 it ceases to be 
entered in the Bursar's Book as due. 

1700 The land tax of £2, 6«. Od, payable by the Rector was bought by the 
College from the Government (see Mutford). 

Barningham (Suffolk). 

1478 Stephen Smith, cdias Tostoek, Rector of Blonorton, in Norfolk, gave his 
lands and tenements (in Bamingham) to the CoUega 
The annual rent was then £4. 

1538 The College bought of W. Buckenham (previously Master till 1536) two closes 
called Linton's Overyard and Netheryard. He had bought these closes 19 years 
before of J. Qriffin and G. Bokenham. Their acreage is set down in the 
valuation in 1776 as 3a» Ir. 26 p. R. Bauldry had previously disputed 
Buckenham's right to tbem and now released them to the College for 4 marks. 
An out-rent of Is. 4^d is payable to the Manor of Bardwell HalL 

1558 This is the date of the first extant lease of this estate. It is granted for 21 
years at a yearly rent of £5. 

1570 In the lease granted this year, for 20 years, the rent is £10. 

1500 This year the rent is set at £8. 6«. Sd. in money, together with 2^ quarters 
of wheat and 3qr8. 3 bush, of malt. 

There seems to have been great uncertainty as to the acreage of this estate. 
Dr Brady's survey put it at 92a. Ir. ; Mr Smith's (1754) at 67a. Ir. 20p. : 
Bradfield's (1776) 86a. Ir. 18p. 

Even after the Enclosure it was found difficult to arrive at the exact figures. 
Custance (1800) found the estate to contain Ola. 20 p. ; but was not certain 
abou t two or three pieces. Later ( 1 807 ) he made the total acreage 89 a. r. 30 p. 

In 1814 Day found that a piece (2a. 2r. Op.), which did not belong to us, 
had been entered in the survey of 1807 and that three small pieces, containing 
in all 2a. Or. 30p., had been omitted, thus finally settling the acreage 
at 88a. 3r. 22p. 
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1799 (May 10) The land tax {£2. 16«. Od) on the whole estate was redeemed 
for £102. 13«. 4<f. Consols. 

The enclosure of the parish took place this year. Three pieces, containing 
10a. Ir. 5 p., were allotted to the College. In exchange with J. Lock the 
College gave up a piece, 3r. 5 p., and took a piece of 3r. lip., and in exchange 
with H. Patteson the College gave up four pieces, containing 2 a. 1 r. 2p^ and 
took five pieces, containing 2 a. 1 r. 32p. The total costs of the enclosure were 
£1092. 12«. Od, of which the College paid £24. 

1808 (Jan^ 13) The tenant was allowed to break up 23 acres, for which the rent 
was increased by £5. 15«. 

** Pro 23 acris hodie aratis ... £5. I5s. Od." 
was the constant entry amongst the rents in the Bursar's Book for many 
subsequent years. 

1817 The College bought, of G. Walton, Hole's Acre (Oa. 3r. 38 p.), for £50 and 
legal expenses amounting to £7. 10«. Sd. For this the tenant subsequently 
paid £2. 2«. Od. a year. 

1819 The College bought of J. Walton two pieces. Upper Long Hedges 
(2a. 2r. 20p.) and Long Hedges (4a. Or. 30p.) for £305; the expenses of 
the purchase were £14. 17«. lOc^. 

The tenant paid a rent of £12. 11«. Od, for these two pieces — being about 
4^0 ^^ the money laid out In the three years to Mich", 1822 — 24, the 
College accepted 37o (£9. 8«. Sd.) instead of the 47o- 

The following are some of the fines paid for the renewal of the 20 years* 
lease:

After this the lease was not renewed, and £180 were paid in 1835 and £150 
in 1842 from the Bursar's Book for division amongst the Master and Senior 
Fellows in lieu of fines. 

1847 The farm was let on a lease for 12 years for £134 a year and the old com 
rent The tenant was allowed to break up 14a. 3r. 29p., "provided he keep 
the buildings in repair." 

1850 The College bought of Margaret, widow of J. Thruston, Roselands, 
8a. Ir. 35 p., for £400, received from various Railway Companies for 
lands taken by them. The bargain had been struck in J. T.'s lifetime. 
The land was let with our farm for £17. Ss, M, 

1859 By the lease granted this year the whole estate was let for £166. 10^ Od, 
the old com rents being given up, the addition in consequence to the money 
rent being the average of the com rents for the preceding 12 years. 

1871 A survey of the estate was made when the acreage was returned at 
104a. 3r. 32 p., and the Tithe Rent Charge Apportionment at £35. is. Od, 

1872 The College exchanged 27 a. 3r. Ip. (including the purchase of 1850) for 
29a. 2r. 12 p. previously belonging to Mr C. Fison. 

1897 In exchange with Mr A. J. Fison the College gave up one acre and took 
Ir. 36 p. with a stable thereon, but paid £70. 10*. Od. for equality of exchange. 

1903 The rent was £80, out of which the College paid the tithe. 
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Barrington (CambsX Rent Charge. 

1560 T. Wendy, M.D., devised by will to the College— after the death of his wife, 
who died in 1570— his Rectory of Haslingfield, on condition that the College 
should let it in fee farm, together with the patronage of the Church, to his 
heir-at-law for ever, reserving £10 a year out of it for a Fellowship (Venn, in, 
p. 217). 

1600 No annuity having been paid and the arrears amounting to £380, the 
College came to an agreement with the heirat-law, whereby he made bis lands 
at Barrington chargeable with 20 marks a year (£13. 6«. 8<£.), the Rectory of 
Haslingfield being discharged of the rent charge of £10 (Venn, Annals, pp. 217- 

BASSINGBOURNE (Cambs). Land and Two Cottages. 

1626 Martin Perse (executor of Dr S. Perse) conveyed 77 acres, estimated at the 
annual value of £21. 2«. Od, to the Perse Feolfees, to make up — with the 
estates bought for the purpose in Prating and adjoining parishes — the annual 
rental of £250, as required by Dr Perse's wilL 

It is interesting to note that, when this property was conveyed to M. Perse 
in the previous year, one of those who joined in the conveyance was Sir Oliver 
CromwelL The land had belonged to W. Linne (or Lynne), who left it to 
his widow Elizabeth (nee Steward), afterwards married to Robert Cromwell, 
Esq. Robert was the brother of Sir Oliver Cromwell. Robert and Elizabeth 
were the parents of Oliver Cromwell, the Protector (see Mark Noble's Memoirs 
of the House o/Cromtoell, 1787, pp. 82-90). 

1627 The College bought, of Martin Perse, a tenement with an orchard of half 
an acre and 26 acres 4 feet, for £180. Of this sum £100 was the gift of 
Dr Hervey, Master of Trinity Hall, 1555-84, for founding a Scholarship. 
Therefore it was agreed that, out of the rent, the sum of £4. lOs, Od, was to 
be paid annually to Dr Hervey's Scholar (Venn, iii, p. 231). 

The two properties were let as one to the same tenant ; but the rent was 
carried partly to the General College Account and partly to the Perse Account. 

The rent of the College portion was always taken at £10 : that of the 
Perse portion was frequently changed. 

At first (1626) the rent of the latter was £21. 2s. Od. a year : in 1686 it was 
£14. Os. 6d. The Icwt time it appears in the Perse Book — at Lady Day, 1734 
— the half-year's rent to that date was £8. 6«. Sd. 

After the amalgamation mentioned below the rent for the half-year to 
Michaelmas, 1734, is entered in the Bursar's Book at £12. lOs. Od. 

The annual rent was shortly after raised to £27, and at this it remained till 
the enclosure of the parish. 

1720 Mr lightwine. President of the College, died and left his estate at West 
Dereham, of the annual value of £50, to the same uses to which Dr Brady had 
before given his estate at Denver. 

1733 It was thought much more convenient that the land applied to the purposes 
of Mr lightwine's will should be adjacent to those left by Dr Brady, being both 
for the same purposes and under the same management (that of the Master 
directly). 

Accordingly the lands at Denver left by Mr White in 1728 and those bought 
of Wilkinson in 1729 were applied to the purpose of Mr Lightwine's Trust and 

0iv2 2 
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were afterwards caUed Mr Ligh twine's lands; and, in their stead, the lands at 
West Dereham ^ere taken for th^ general purposes of the College. The College 
then exchanged the West Dereham lands for the 77 acres at Bassingbonme, 
held since 1626 for the Perse Trust (valued at £333. 6«. 8d, the rent being 
£16. 13«. 4d), and £739. 16«. lO^d paid in cash by the Perse Managers 
to the College. 

Thus all the lands at Denver then owned by the College were concentrated 
into the management of the Master, and all those at Bassingboume into the 
management of the Bursar for the General College Account. 

No part of the rents of the Bassingboume lands was at any time reckoned 
in com and no fine was ever paid for a lease. 

The lands were tithe free. 

1801 The land tax, £4. 6«. Od, was redeemed for £157. 13«. id Consols. 

At this time the estate consisted of half an acre of land, containing a house, 
garden and orchard, and 69 strips lying in the three open common fields, 
containing altogether about 99^ acres, but each acre contained only about 
3 roods. 

** The strips in the common fields lay not only much dispersed, bat a con- 
siderable distance from the town, a great part not less than three miles, and 
that in the poorest part of the parish, and very little nearer than two miles." 

1804 At the enclosure of the parish, in lieu of their lands in the common fields 
and two common rights for cows, the College had allotted to them seven 
allotments, containing about 56^ acres, lying immediately behind the house and 
garden. 

The College paid £129. 6«. 6d. for the expenses of the enclosure and subse- 
quently, in two years, £128. la. Od. for fencing. 

After that the farm was let for £75, and in 1866 for £100. In 1906 the 
rent was £58. 

Beachampton (Bucks). Advowson of the Rectory. 

1818 This was bought — for the Wortley Benefaction — of the Rev. W. J. Palmer, 
free of land tax, for £2400. 

1838 An agreement was made between the Rector and the Landowners of the 
parish to put the Tithe Apportionment at £354, of which £9 were on the 
Glebe. 

1839 An exchange was agreed on between the Rector and J. Walker, by 
which the former gave up various pieces of Glebe lying away from the 

i Parsonage House, amounting to 4a. Or. 27 p., and took two strips, one on 
each side of the Parsonage Garden, amounting to 2 a. 3r. Ip. 

1904 The Glebe consisted of 23a. 1 r. lOp., let for £44, and 4a. 2 r. lip. occupied 
by the Rector. 

BiNcoBfBE (Dorset). 

1570 The College bought, of Clement Syseley, 

The Manor of Binoombe for £309

and the Rectory ( Advowson) of Bincombe for 20 

Total £589 ; 

all in reversion after the death of Lady Margaret Allington, who died in 1592.

1667 The ''extended " rent of Bincombe was estimated at £311. 16«. Sd. 
The annual rent paid to the College was £15. 19«. 3^d, 

1683 One of the tenancies, called Nossiter's, was held by a widow named Ashe, 
and was bought up by the College for £200, which had been just before paid 
to the College as the fine for the first lease of the demesne lands of the 
Manor of Carles in Wilton— (College Library, MS 621, p. 245). While it was 
let as an annual tenancy Nossiter's brought to the Bursar's Book the annual 
rent of £22. 

In 1691 it was let out again to the two sons of the widow Ashe for their 
two lives on a fine of £170, paid in five different instalments varying from £80 
to £5. 10«., as shown by the extraordinary receipts in the Bursar's Book for 
the years following 1 690. 

From the time when the College acquired the parish till the year 1825 little 
or no change seems to have been made in the " estates," or *^ livings," into which 
the parish was divided, or in the conditions on which they were hired from the 
Collegei 

The tenants held originally by copy of the Rolls of the Manor Court — for 
three lives, with widowhood. 

In 1753 the College substituted the practice of granting leases under the 
seal, but still for three, lives. The College at first intended to grant the 
leases for terms of year$, but was advised that the tenancies would become 
chattels only, instead of freeholds (and thus would not have given a vote for a 
Member of Parliament). 

For each estate a nominal fixed rent of a few shillings (or pence) was paid ; 
and upon the death of the tenant one or two of his best beasts or goods 
accrued, as a heriot, to the landlord. When a new life was introduced a new 
copy, or lease, was granted and a varying fine was paid. 

Thus the estate, let in 1762 to G. Pashen for three lives— with fine of £200 
—is let in 1797 to W. Pashen for three lives, with fine £42. 

An " estate " consisted of 

(1) one or more tenements, with garden and outbuildings ; 

(2) a few enclosed meadows and arable fields ; 

(3) a large number of strips in the common meadow and common (arable) 

fields ; 

^ It will be remembered that this had recently been replenished by the liberality and pmdent 
management of Dr Oains (Introduction, p. ii, and Venn, iii, p. 42). 

2—2 
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(4) a right to run a certain number of sheep and horses over the Down, 

which lay all along the hill to the north of the village, and over the 
fallow fields; 

(5) a right to run a certain number of cows on the ** Cow Pasture. ** 

In the survey of 1752 there is a note that **the arable land is almost 
altogether manured by the sheep, which is the chief benefit the tenants receive 
from them. They are maintained by the Down and fallow fields." 

Sometimes an estate was simply a cottage and thus consisted of (1) only. 

1794 The extended rent of the College land and the Glebe was estimated at 

£453. 98, 6d, the actual annual rent paid to the College being £15. 12«. 8<^. 

The following is an account of all the '* estates " and the Glebe in this year:

Clapcott's two estates contained seven enclosed meadows of 10^ acres, one 
enclosed arable field of 3 acres, 24 strips of the common (i.«. unenclosed) 
meadow and 131 strips of the common arable fields. They had been united in 
the same person for many years and occupied together, so that the lands 
belonging to each could not then be ascertained. They were however held by 
two separate leases. In them J. Clapcott is described as of Winterboum, 
Whitechurch, in Dorset, Gentleman. He probably sublet our estates. 

1796 The estate in hand in 1794 was let on a lease for three lives to Robert 
Cooper. He was a victualler living at Ridgeway, in the parish of Upwey. 
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The two larger estates thus let to R. Ckx>per and his three cottage estates 
probably formed the nucleus of the West Farm ; just as the old-standing double 
tenancy of J. Clapcott was probably the nucleus of the East Farm, which was 
formed in 1826, when, as shown below, the concentration of the land into the 
hands of a few tenants was more fully carried out 

1823 A piece of land and cottages were bought of T. Hawkins for £30. Probably 
it was a small encroachment on the waste of the Manor. 

About the year 1825 the arrangement and conditions of the tenancies was 
completely reorganized. 

1824 An Act was passed to enclose the whole parish. 

1826 The College bought up the interests of ten of the tenants. For most 
they paid in cash, apparently, £10,357. Ss, lid But two tenants pre- 
ferred annuities. W. and J. Pearce had an annuity of £40, which came to an 
end in 1837. T. Fooks and his wife had an annuity of £30 and retained their 
old dwelling for their lives : they had both died by Lady Day, 1842. Two 
tenants, S. Baker and G. Pashen, ran their leases out: they terminated 
respectively in 1845 and 1862. 

For the purpose of facilitating the enclosure, the parties interested in it, 
namely, the College, the Parson, S. Baker and G. Pashen, brought under the 
Award several of their old enclosures, in addition to the Downs and Cow 
Pd8ture and the open fields and meadows. 

The Commissioners put up the fences between the new allotments. For 
the purpose of paying for this work and for all the other expenses of the 
enclosure they set Mide two allotments, namely, 36 a. 2r. 19 p. and 46 a. Ir. 26p. 
which they sold to the College for £2,759. 

By the Award, dated April, 1828, the other allotments were as follows : 
»To the Parish Surveyor, for stone and gravel, two allotments containing 
2a. 2r.; 

For supplying fuel to the poor, 21a, ; 

To the College, as Lords of the Manor, for their interest in the soil of the 
common and waste lands, 27 a. 3r. 14p. ; 

To the Rector, for Glebe, five enclosures, containing 28a. Ir. 21p. ; 
' To the College, for its interests in the commons and common fields, 
purchased of the ten tenants, and for the old enclosures, belonging to the 
College, brought under the Award, 12 allotments containing in all 640a. 1 r. 22 p. 
and four old enclosures containing 7a. 1 r. 3 2 p.; 

To S. Baker, with reversion to the College at the end of his lease, one 
allotment containing 35 a. 3 r. Op., and five old enclosures containing 5a. 3 r. 31 p. ; 

To G. Pashen, with reversion to the College, three old enclosures containing 
42a. 3r. 7p: 

The College let their lands, other than Baker's and Pashen's, as follows : 
To W. Kead, East Farm, 344a. Or. 3p., Kent £318 after 1st two years. 
„ J. Galpin, West Farm, 458a. 3r. 19 p., „ £422 „ „ „ 

„ J. Roper, Lime KUns and 4 acres, „ £21. 

The College in several subsequent years bought up various cottages, or the 
leases remaining on them. 

1820 There was a purchase of cottages for £70. 

1832 Cooper's cottage was bought for £120, and Thome's for £15. lbs, Od. 

1838 For Tithe Commutation, see Advowson. 

1845 Baker's lease fell in, the tenancy was added to the East Farm at a rent of 
£66 a year. 

For £1770 the College sold to the Wilts., Somerset and Weymouth Railway 
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Company 11a. 2r. 3p., tdthe and land tax free, and the use ci 5a. Or. 4p. 
up to the opening of the line and for five years afterwards, and the ri^t of 
tunnelling under la. 3r. 

1861 Two cottages were built on the West Farm for £254. 2s. Od. 

1862 Pashen's lease fell in ; the tenancy was let to the son of the late tenant at a 
rent of £40 a year. 

1865 There was a fire at Ridgeway. After it the site was let on a building lease 
to G. and S. Groves. 

1870 A site for a School-house and £100 were given by the College : the convey- 
ance was sealed on March 19, 1872. 

1873 Two cottages were built for about £250. 

1878 The house and buildings of the East Farm were burnt down. The house 
was rebuilt on the hill to the south for £1843. 17«. 3d, 

1903 Extensive alterations were carried out at the Royal Oak Inn at a cost of 
£445. 

In recent years the agricultural rents have been set as follows; £1007 in 
1875 ; £571 in 1895 ; £646 in 1905 ; the College always paying the tithe. 

1906 For £536 the College bought, from A. Drake, Hill House and garden, with 
an allotment adjoining and containing 2 acres, copyhold of the Manor of 
Wyke Regis and ElwelL This property is in the parish of Upwey. 

1908 The property bought in 1906 was enfranchised for £39. Is. M. 

BiNCOMBE AND BROADWAY (Dorset). Advowsons of the Rectories, 

1570 For the purchase of the reversion of the Advowson of the Rectory of 
Bincombe for £20, see under Bincombe. 

1692 The Advowson of the Rectory of Broadway was bought from T. Dassell for 
£200, obtained as follows :

1738 The Rectories of Bincombe and Broadway were consolidated. 

1752 In the Survey of Bincombe it is stated that the Parson received a 
composition of £55. lbs. Od. for Great and Little Tithes. 

The Glebe of Bincombe consisted of : 3a. of enclosure ; la. 3 r. of meadow ; 
14a. Ir. of arable; a house, garden and orchard containing one acre; also 
a right of keeping six cows in the Cow Pasture, and one horse and as many 
sheep as each of the tenants of the seven larger '* Livings." 

1799 For £524. 6s. Sd. Consols the College acquired the land taxes, amounting to 
£15. lis. 7d.y payable out of the two Rectories. 

1826 By the Bincombe Enclosure Award five pieces were assigned to the Rector, 
containing 28a. Ir. 21 p., in addition to the Churchyard (Ir. 14 p.) and the 
barn, yar5, and close, previously belonging to the Rector (la. Or. 15 p.). 
The Broadway Glebe amounted to 18 a. 3 r. 3 p. 
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1839 The apportionment of the Tithe Rent Charge of Binoombe was fixed at 
JS186, of which X6 was on the Glebe ; that for Broadway at X292. 15«. Od,, of 
which £2, ba, Od. was on the Glebe. 

1846 and 1853 The Railway Co. (now G.W.R.) took 3r. 24 p. of Broadway Glebe 
and paid £72, which the College took, and, in consequence, reduced the 
land tax on the Rectory by £2, 58. QiL, that being the interest of X72 
at the then price of Consols. The land tax thus became £13. 9^. Id. 

1901 £b of the land taxes payable out of the Rectories was redeemed for £165, 
thus leaving £S. ds. Id. payable annually. 

About the same time £6. 14«. Od. of the Broadway Tithe Apportionment 
was redeemed for £167. 10«. Od. From the investment of this sum the Rector 
derives an income (through Q.A.B.) of £5. Oe. M. 



Blofield (Norfolk). Adwmson of the Rectory. 

1736 This was bought of T. Heath for £805. bs. Od., and 10 guineas were paid to 
our agent for his trouble in the matter. 

Mr Cambom's executors paid £429 of the purchase money. They obtained 
£359 of this contribution by the sale of their estate at Lawshall to Dr Perse's 
Benefaction. 

1753 The terrier shows that the Glebe lay in 40 different parcels, containing in all 
52a. l^r. 

1805 The enclosure of the parish took place. The charge to the Rector for his 
share of the expenses connected with it was £8. 12«. Od. 

The effect of this enclosure is shown by the following schedule of the Glebe 
extracted from the latest terrier :

The terrier further states that the tithes of the parish, except the tithe 
(10«. Apportionment) on la. Or. 33 p. payable to the Rector of Strumpshaw, 
belong to the Rector, as also the tithe of 2 a. in the parish of Strumpshaw. 

There are also two moduses of Sa. and 3«. 6d. respectively, payable to the 
Rector for two marshes in Wickhampton. 

The apportionment of the tithe payable to the Rector is £972. 15«. 6f/., and 
6«. is now paid for the two moduses from Wickhampton and 16«. is paid as a 
modus in lieu of the tithe on the two acres in Strumpshaw. 
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Braxton Fleming (Devon). Advawaan of the Rectory, 

1667 Mr Gascoigne Canbam (Rector of Arlington) gave the Advowaon to the 
College. 

1749 ^Ir B. Wortley (Rector) left for the Rector the interest of XI 00, to be paid 
by the College ; and also bis farniture, plate and books. 

1781 At the death of Mr Bringloe (Rector), it having been found that little or 
none of this fumitare was in being, the College ordered that £10 a year be 
allowed out of Mr Wortley's Fund— to commence from Mr Bringloe's death — 
for the then and all future Rectors. 

1799 The land tax on the Rectory and Glebe (£26. 10«. Od.) was bought for 
£883. 138. id. Consols. 

1837 The tithe was commuted at £435. 

1840 The accounts of Mr Wortley's Benefaction show that £209. 13«. M, was 
spent on books for the Rectory House, and, in the following year, £70 on plate. 

1841 At the enclosure, 40 acres of Bratton Down were allotted to the Glebe, 
which after that contained 257 a. 3r. 18 p. — of which 28 acres were wood — 
and a good homestead. 

1890 In the eight previous years several small parcels of land were sold off; and 
the Glebe then consisted of 243 acres, of which 20 acres were wood, and all but 
the wood and two or three acres near the house were let in two farms, Uie 
smaller one containing 45 acres, having a small homestead lately provided. 

About £20 a year was the result of investments of the money paid for the 
various sales of land. 

The gross rent of the two farms was £300. 

1909 There have been repeated sales of small building plots lately. 

Kippiscombe. 

1749 The estate — called Kippiscombe or Northlands — was devised to the College 
by Mr B. Wortley. 

It was estimated to contain 80 acres of arable and pasture on the S.E. side 
of the road to Lynton. It carried the right of keeping 100 sheep, six horses 
and six bullocks on Bratton Downs (to the N.W. of the Lynton Road). 

When it first came to the College there was a lease on it — dated Nov. 7, 
1712 — ^for two lives, at a rent of £2 and a capon. 

This lease was run out in accordance with a direction in a codicil to 
Mr Wortley's will. 

1772 The estate was let on a new lease for 14 years at a rent of £30. 

1799 A land tax of £2, together with those on Boreat (Atherington) and 
Fullover (Bray), was redeemed for £544. 16«. l^d. Consols — being £36. 13«. 4<i. 
for every £1 of land tax. 

1813 The rent was changed this year to £52. lOa. and in 1821 to £50. 

1832 The enclosed land was divided up by hedges at a cost to the College of £65. 

1839 The enclosure of the town took place, and the College received two allotments, 
9 a. 2 r. 2 p. and 50 a. 3 r. 4 p., on the N.W. side of the Lynton Road^ and paid 
£94. 10& 2d. and a further £26 for fencing and draining. 

1844 The Tithe Apportionment was fixed at £6, at a cost to the College of 
£5. 5^. id. 

1845 The old enclosures were found to contain 85 a. 3 r. 36 p. 

1846 The rent was reset at £60. 

1863 The stream was straightened between our land and Mr Bassett's. 
1909 The present rent is £62. 
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Bray, or High Bray (Devon). Fullaford, or FuUover. 

1749 This farm — called Fullaford, or FuUover — was devised to the College by 
Mr B. Wortley (Rector of Bratton), along with Kippiscombe, in Bratton. 
He had given £1095 for the two in 1719. 

Fullaford then — as now — consisted almost entirely of grass land. It was 
estimated to contain 93 a. 2 r. 20 p. ; and to it belonged a sheep-walk for 
160 sheep on Fullover Down, with a right of turbary and of taking stone from 
the quarries for the repair of fences on the farm : it also carried the right of 
feeding 70 sheep on the Down called Showlesbury Castla 

The rent was then X39. It was raised in 1800 to £45 ; in 1813 to <£87, 
and dropped in 1823 to X80. 

1799 A land tax of £5. Sa. 6d,, together with those on Boreat (Atherington) and 
ELippiscombe (Bratton), was redeemed for X544. 16«. l^d. Consols. 

1837 The tithe was commuted for £13. 10& Qd. 

1845 The acreage of the enclosed land was put at 125 a. 3 r. 20 p. 
This year it was let to a new tenant for £117. 

1846 The College made an addition to the house and built a shed at a cost 
altogether of £411. 3^. lOdL, and the tenant paid £15 additional rent. 

1850 Fullover Down was enclosed. The College received two allotments, 
35a. 1 r. 20 p. and 24a. 2r. Op., and paid for its share of the expenses 
£376. 6& 8d These allotments were, soon after, drained at a cost of £90. 

1853 In consequence of these improvements the rent was raised, the total rent 
being £150; but in 1862 it was reduced to £142; in 1895 it was £157. 

1870 Showlesbury Castle Down was enclosed. The College received an allotment 
of 25a. Or. 24 p., and paid £128. 4«. dcL as its share of the expenses; and in 
consequence £8 was added to the rent. 

1879 A chief rent of 68. a year, payable to the Lord of the Manor of EUgh Bray, 
was redeemed by the payment of £6 to Sir T. D. Acland. 

1890 A cottage was built at a cost of £174. Is, bcL 

1895 A water-wheel was put up at a cost of £85. 

Broadway (see Bincombe and Broadway). 

BuRNHAM (Norfolk). The Manor of Bumham Thorpe, or Wyndhama. 

1557 Dr Caius gave this to the Collega 

It included ordinary copyholds, and the " Scite of the Manor (y* place where 
y*' bame stood),'' containing 1^ acres, and also various lands lying in a field 
called the Fold Course, containing in all 100 acres, subject to a sheep-walk 
over them. 

The Manor had been bought by Dr Caius of Philip and Mary, and before 
the dissolution had been enjoyed by the Abbey of Wymondham. 

When the Manor was sold to Caius there was a lease on it, granted by the 
Abbey in 1539 for 80 years, held by Sir R. Southwell, who made it over to 
Sir C. Comwallis. Our lands were so mixed up with those of Sir C. C. that on 
the expiration of the lease in 1619 a great suit in Chancery arose. The result 
was a decree in Chancery in 1620 setting out to the College the " scite '' of the 
Manor and 100 acres, with their abuttals and bounds. One part (called 
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Wyndhams) of the 100 acres was really meant to contain 50 acres, bat was so 
abuttaled and bounded in the decree as to contain 100 acres of strict measure. 
Mr Soame, the occupier of the neighbouring land, commenced an action 
against Mr Pedder, the tenant of the College, when he began to plough 
beyond the 50 acres; though, while the ground had been fed only, neither 
did much regard his exact bounds. In this suit Mr Pedder was cast in 1655. 
Under the 80 years' lease the rent had been £6, It seems to have been 
paid most irregularly. Thus, by one entry in the Bursar's Book, we find as 
many as 1 1 years' rent being |)aid at one time. 

1619 The 101 j^ acres were let on a 20 years' lease for £S wholly in money — at 
which sum it remained till 1866. 

In thus letting the land wholly for a money rent the College seems to have 
disregarded the Corn Act of 1576. One would have expected that X2, one- 
third of the ''old rent," would have been converted into a wheat and malt 
rent May it not have been that, as no part of the land was then under the 
plough, the Com Act was not considered to apply f 

I have not been able to find out the amounts of the free and quit rents pay- 
able in the Manor, when it first passed to the College ; but in 1751 they are 
stated tobeX2. 7«. 7^cL 

1795 The average value of the field lands was estimated at 7«. 6d an acre, being 
reduced by la, Qd. an acre on account of the right of sheep-walk over theuL 

The 20 years* lease used to be renewed before 1768 at very irregular 
intervals. 

In 1675, when 9 years were expired, the fine was

The lease was renewed for the last time in 1846, when, seven years being 
expired, the fine was J&260. 

1853 The sum of X260 was paid from the Bursar's Book for division amongst the 
Master and 12 (Senior Fellows) in lieu of a fine. 

1866 The lands were relet at a rack rent of £101. 10«. 

1876 There was an exchange with the trustees of H. Blyth, and the College gave 
up all their lands except Wyndhams, amounting to 50 a. 3 r. 1 p., and took 
three pieces abutting on Wyndhams and containing 51 a. 2 r. Thus the land 
now belonging to the College forms a single compact piece of 101 j^ acres. 

The rent was £92 in 1885 ; £60 in 1895 ; £55 in 1905 ; the CoUege paying 
tithe in 1895 and 1905. 

The apportionment in lieu of tithe on our land is £13. 12«. ^d. payable to 
the Vicar and £13. 12«. 6d. to Christ's College. 

The 16 Quarters of Barley. 

1572 Nicolas Mynne conveyed to the College 16 quarters of barley a year, pay- 
able out of the tithes of the Rectory of Burnham Overy, called the Manor of 
Lathes. In consideration for so doing he received from the College, *' sine fine 
ut vocanty** a lease for 21 years of our Manor of Burnham Wyndhams at an 
annual rent of £8. He was also to wage law with Sir R. Southwell and make 
null the lease of the Manor granted to him in 30th Hen. VIII. 
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1656 The 16 quarters had been rented of the College for many years at £S a year. 
The owner of the Rectory now pretended that it was only a rent charge of £8. 
Upon this a suit arose between the College and him, and the 16 quarters were 
decreed to the College. 

They were then let to the tithe owner on a 20 years' lease at a rent of £S 
a year. The rent of £S was always carried into the Com Book, and thus was 
divided amongst the Master and twelve Fellows. 

The lease was renewed, at first at very irregular periods, and afterwards, 
generally, every seven years. Like most other renewal fines they were divided 
amongst the Master and twelve Fellows. 

The following are some of the fines paid for renewals of the lease :

After this year there were no more renewals. 

In 1814, when there was no renewal, the sum of £45. 7«. M, was advanced 
by the Bursar's Book for division amongst the Master and twelve Fellows 
in lieu of the fine. 

Similarly in 1821 £47. Ss. Qd. was advanced; in 1834 £48, and in 1841 
£43. 

Out of the fine of £160 paid in 1827 the sum of £129 was taken to recoup 
the Bursar's Book for the sulvances in 1814 and 1821. 

After 1847, when the last lease ran out, the tithe owner had to pay annually 
to the College the exact value of the 16 quarters. 

At first this was paid to the Bursar's Book, from which only the £8 was 
paid to the Com Book until it was considered — I suppose— that the Bursar's 
Book had been reimbursed for the sums advanced by it in lieu of the fines in 
1834 and 1841. 

From 1856 the full annual value was carried direct into the Corn Book until 
the Book was given up in 1883. 



Cambridge. Barnwell Estate. 

In early times this estate consisted of five pieces of arable in the Barnwell 
fields and formed part of the demesne lands of the Manor of Mortimer's in 
Newnham (q.v.). One piece, of 8 acres, lay in the North Field on the K 
side of the New River ; one piece, of 10 acres, lay in the Middle Field, and 
three pieces, containing, respectively, 9, 14 and 7 acres, were in Brad- 
more j^eld. They were always let under one lease with all the other demesne 
lands. The acreage here given was by estimation only and probably exceeded 
the actual contents. Thus, the 14 acres was thought by one surveyor to 
contain only 10 acres. 

1801 The land tax on them and the rest of the demesne lands was redeemed. 

1807-11 At the Barnwell Enclosure the College received, in lieu of these five 
pieces, the two following allotments : 
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(a) In Middle Field, 13 a. 1 r. 27 p. This consisted, roughly, of the land 
now bounded by Gonville Place, Hills, S. Paul's and Greeham Roads, with two 
plots beyond these limits, namely, 

(a) the plot between the S. end of Queen Anne's Terrace and the 
Gresham Road, and extending along this road to the wall of the 
University Cricket Ground, and 

(b) the plot between 8. Paul's Walk and S. Paul's Road, extending 
along this latter road from the Hills Road to Gresham Road, but not 
(see 1862) extending quite up to where Cambridge Place is now situated. 

(P) In Bradmore Field, 1 1 a. 1 r. 30 p. This is the property to the N. of the 
Mill Road (of which part was sold in 1907 to the County Council for a school). 

The share of the expenses of the enclosure, paid by the College, was 
£147. Ss. 2d. 

1809 The College bought 36 a. 1 r. Op. for £3459 (and auction duty £60) from 
Lord Gwydir and the other successors in title of the late T. Panton, then 
recently deceased. Part of the purchase money was the sum paid by Downing 
College for our rights over Pembroke Leys {see p. 20). 

The purchase consisted of Lots 3-9 and 14 at a sale by auction on 
November 9 and following days under the provisions of the Act for the 
enclosure of Barnwell, the Award for which was then proceeding. 

The sale was recognized by the Award : so that the 36 a. 1 r. p. appear in it 
as the (y) 3rd (18a. 1 r. 26 p.), (8) 4th (7 a. r. 29 p.), and (c) 5th (10a. 2 r. 25 p.) 
allotments to Caius College. They are therein said to lie in Middle Field 
and to have been purchased by the College from the estate of the late 
T. Panton. 

These 3rd and 4th allotments together, Lots 3-9, extended from the 
Mill Road, with a frontage along it not quite (see 1865) so far E. as at present, 
up to the present Gresham Road and round the end of the present Cambridge 
Place (which occupies part of Lot 2) and on the other side of it, along both sides 
of the present Glisson Road to the Hills Road and then for some distance along 
the present Lyndewode Road on both sides of it, but not (see 1841) up to the 
present Tenison Road. 

The 5th allotment. Lot 14, was the rectangular piece through which the 
S. Barnabas Road was afterwards carried. 

The two manorial allotments continued to be let under the same lease with 
the Newnham Mill as part of the Manor till 1826, when they were let, separately, 
to the tenant of the Manor for one year at the rent of £60. 

The three purchased allotments were let for the rent of £125 on a lease for 
eight years, f^om Michaelmas, 1811. 

1827 The College began letting plots in this estate on building leases. The plots 
were taken up slowly, just on the frontage to Gonville Place and Hills Road, 
as far as the present S. Paul's Road — the last plot being taken up in the year 
1869. It must be remembered that, until the year 1858, the College had no 
power to grant a lease for a longer period than 40 years. Such a lease would 
be renewed every 14 years. At first the renewals were for fines and later for 
an increase of the rent. 

1852 Part of the 3rd and 4th allotments was let to Fenner for a cricket ground 
(now part of the University Cricket Ground). He had occupied it for some 
years previously as a subtenant. 

The remainder, together with the 5th allotment, continued to be let, partly 
for gardens, but mostly as a farm, up till 1873, after which they were gradually 
taken and built over, beginning with bits adjoining the Mill Road. 

At different times the College has bought vaiious bits adjoining the large 
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blook bought at the auction in November, 1809, all of which were lots, or parts 
of lots, then sold. 

The following are particulars of these various purchases : 

1841. (0 Part of Lot 13. An acre and halt of Mr Humfrey, for £350. 
This plot connects the two blocks bought in 1809, and across it Tenison Road 
was carried in 1889. But for it we could not have connected Lyndewode 
and S. Barnabas Roads. 

1862. (17) N.W. strip of Lot 2. Three roods, of W. E. Lilley and 
H. Gotobed, for £350, with £21. lbs, 6d, for expenses. This plot lies between 
Cambridge Place and the £. side of the land (6) allotted to us in 1810. 

The money for this was part of the price paid for land taken by the Watford 
and Rickmansworth Railway Company. 

1865. (6) Lot 10 and about half of Lot 11. An orchard, containing three 
acres, for £3136. Ss. Od., with £97. lU. Sd, for expenses. 

This land extended along Mill Road and lay to the E. of the third allotment 
of 1810 — between it and Covent Garden (the other half of Lot 11). 

The three following bits were parts of Lot 2 and were situated in Cambridge 
Place. 

1876. (i) Seven cottages across the end, bought of R. Sayle, for £400. 

1878. (k) Two cottages on the N. side, of W. H. Jarrold, for £150. 

1882. (X) The Bell and Crown Public-house on the N. side (next the seven 
cottages bought in 1876), of Messrs Phillips, for £260. 

1 889. (ft) Part of Lot 1 2 and a bit of Lot 11. A plot of ground in (the then) 
Caius Street and Covent Garden, with Burchardt House, in Caius Street and 
a cottage behind, in Covent Garden, of G. Clark, for £500. The greater part 
of this money was the price paid by the Improvement Commissioners for land 
taken for Tenison Road across the l^a. bought in 1841. 

The land taxes on portions of these purchases had not been redeemed, con- 
sequently the following redemptions have been carried out : 

1868, of £1. 5«. id. for £35. Us. Id. 

1871, of 128. ^d. for £17. 6«. 6rf. 

1896, of 4^. \0d. on Burchardt House, <&c., for £8. \U, \(^. 

1877 Up to this year the plots let on building leases were all abutting on the 
existing public roads. Now the College began to develop the interior of the 
estate and for this purpose to construct roads through it. These were after- 
wards handed over to the public. By the year 1893 £8300 had been spent on 
them. 

The gross rental of the estate, not taking in the large portions sold in 1894, 
1896 and 1907, is now (1910) about £3330. 

At various times the College has parted with portions of this estate, as 
follows : 

1839. [a] The site for S. Paul's Church^frontage to Hills Road 90 feet and 
depth 120 feet— price £350. 

1849. [fi\ The site for S. Paul's Parsonage House — one-third of an acre — 
price £175. 

1862. [y] The site, 392 square yards, beyond S. Paul's Parsonage House, 
appropriated to the Ely Almshouse Trust. Upon this were built the Alms- 
houses in 1865 for £505. \2s. ld.y i.e. the College took the site (98 square 
yards) of the old houses in Trinity Lane, and built the new houses and handed 
them over to the Trust. 

1867. [81 A quarter of an acre was given as the site for S. Barnabas Church. 

1872. €] An encroachment by the tenant of Mr J. Eaden, in Covent 
Garden, was sold to Mr Eaden for £32. 5«. Od. 

1876. [{] The site for S. Barnabas School — \ acre— was sold for £80, but 
the College subscribed £50 to the building fund. 
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1888. [17] The site in HiUs Road for the Perae (Boys') School— was sold 
for £4500. 

1889. [ff] Tenison Road was carried across our land and the Improvement 
Commissioners paid us X488. Ss. Od. 

1891. [ij One-third of an acre was given as the site for S. Barnabas's 
Vicarage House. 

This year there was a rectification of the boundaries, with Jesus College, 
near the junctions of Lyndewode Road with Tenison Road and with a road 
(Tenison Avenue) made to lead out of Lyndewode Road to the property of 
Jesus College, which paid £62 for equality of exchange. 

1894. [X] The triangular piece of land (now a public garden) at the junction 
of Tenison and Lyndewode Roads was dedicated to the Public and £473 was 
charged to the Corporation ; but was allowed back to the Corporation as a 
consideration for taking over the Olisson, L3mdewode and S. Barnabas Roads. 

[fi] Fenner's Ground, with a portion of a garden adjoining, was sold to 
the University Cricket and Athletic Clubs for £13,500. 

1895. [fi] A further piece of land (2^ acres) was sold to the same Club for 
£4000. 

1898. [k] a site at the E. end of 8. Barnabas Church was given for the 
Parish Institute. 

1904. [o] A piece of land next the Parsonage House of S. Barnabas Parish 
was sold for £420, as a garden for the Parsonage House. 

1907. [p] A plot of ground, 4 a. Or. 12 p., to the N. of Collier Road was 
sold to the Cambs. County Council for £4078 as the site for a school. 

Upon 28 pieces of this estate there are tithes (of S. Rhadegund) payable to 
Jesus College, of which the Apportionments amount to £5. 2s, 6d, : their total 
area is 16a. Or. 4p. 

S. Thomas's (or Pembroke) Leys — anciently called Swine's Croft — the present 
site of Downing College {see Vol. 11 of Willis and Clark's History), 

In these Leys our College originally owned 9 acres. They formed part 
of the Manor of Mortimer's, and up to 1806 were let to our tenant with the 
other demesne lands. 

1801 An Act for enclosing the Leys was passed. 

1803 The Enclosure Award allotted to us 7 a. 2 r. 36 p., extending along Lensfield 
Road from Tennis Court Road to the waste grounds next S. Andrew's Street 

1804 The College paid £137. 1«. ^d, as our share of the expenses connected with 
the enclosure. 

1807 Our allotment was sold to Downing College for £618. 8«. Ifrf. + £62. 10«. 9rf. 

Scroops Bouse and Terrace, 

The greater part of the site of these houses — called Gravel Pit Close — was 
part of the demesne lands of the Manor of Mortimer's, with which it was 
originally let. It was always estimated to contain 4 acres: the more 
accurate measurefnent was 4 a. 2 r. 29 p., as shown on the map accompanying 
the Enclosure Award of Pembroke Leys. 

1804 The College paid £37. is. 2d. as the Commissioners' Rate for enclosing 
Gravel Pit Close, and £99. lis, 2d, for extinguishing the rights of common 
over it. 

1808 The tenant of Mortimer's surrendered this Close to the College, and on two 
small portions a house, <bc., and a cottage, <kc., were built 
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1809 A lease, to terminate at Michaelmas, 1848, was granted for the first of these 
portions. The annual rent was lOa. for the first 1 1 years and £5. 5«. afterwards. 

1810 The College bought of Mr P. Musgrave, for £240, a slip of land at the E. 
end of the Close (expenses, £S, da. 6d.) ; aiid granted a lease, to terminate at 
Michaelmas, 1848, of the portion on which the cottage had been built, together 
with the purchased slip, at a rent of £10 ; also a lease of the remainder of the 
Close, at a nominal rent, to terminate at Michaelmas, 1819. 

1820 The College bought of the Rev. T. Musgrave, for 30 guineas, a piece of land, 
18 feet long, adjoining the land purchased in 1810. 

These two purchases made up, together, one rood, lying between the Gravel 
Pit Close and the present Trumpington Street. 

After this, XI a year was paid for the long leaseholds together, and XI 5 for 
the annual tenancy of the remainder of the Close together with the 18 feet 
purchased this year. 

1837 The two building leases were bought for an annuity of X85 for the next 12 
years. 

The house (Qonville Cottage), with its gardens, <&c., was let at a rack rent. 
It was situated at the S. end of the Close. The remainder of the frontage to 
Trumpington Street, to a depth of 180 feet, was reserved for houses. 

The remainder, at the back (3 acres), was let on a building lease for 40 
years — several times since renewed — and on this Scroope House was erected. 

1839 The front land was let on building leases for 40 years and the first seven 
houses of Scroope Terrace were erected. 

1864 Gonville Cottage was pulled down and the materials sold. 

The last five houses of Scroope Terrace were built by the College at a total 
cost of X8704. Ids, 9cf., provided as follows :

Pease Hill. 

1534 This property, together with a portion of that at Uaddenham (q.v.\ was 
bought of W. Bnckenham for X300, part of the gift of Dr Baily. 
The rent was always X2. Ss, a year. 

The following are some of the fines for renewals of the 21 years' lease of the 
property :

A rent charge of 3«. a year was payable to Jesus College out of this 
property. 

1762 Mr J. Smith surveyed it and describes it as having a frontage of 12 feet 
to the Pease Market on the east, a depth of 41^ yards from £• to W. and a 
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width of 46 feet at the back. Along the greater part of the W. end it abutted 
on the " Eagle and Child." 

There were then on it a tenement in front and two cottages in the yards at 
the back. 

1803 The whole property was sold to — . Brown for £347. 11 & 6d, inTested in 
£512. 15«. Od. Consols. 

King's Parade. 

1626 Dr Gostlin (Master of the College) devised to the College "a house or 
houses, called the ' Rose and Crown.* " He had bought it in 1622 for £280. 
For a note on the penny payable annually out of this property to Corpus 
College, see p. 82 of Dr Venn's Vol. iii. 

At first the Bursar appears to have collected the rents from the various 
occupants of the different houses on the property, and entered in his Book each 
half-year the somewhat varying amount of the rents which he had obtained. 

In March, 16|^, we have in the Gesta orders to arrest one of the tenants 
and to seize the goods of another *' for rent behind." 

From Lady Day of this year it was let on a lease for 20 years to Alderman 
Blackley at a rent of £18 ; and at this figure it remained till 1839. 

In 1690 the property was let on a lease for 20 years; and in 1693 it was 
relet on a 40 years' lease, the tenant undertaking to spend £100 on it within 
the next two years. 

In 1707, when the lease for 40 years was renewed, no fine was taken, "only 
Registers Fees.'* 

The fines at subsequent renewals were as follows :

The money spent by the tenant in 1693-5 was probably applied to altera- 
tions in the house on the N. side — as the house on the S. side was replaced by 
two a century later. Possibly the alterations may have amounted to re- 
building the present chemist's shop — as the College, in 1707, by taking no fine 
for renewal, showed that the tenant was thought not to have recouped himself 
for his outlay, and even in 1721 the fine was only £5. 

1762 In Smith's Survey the property is described as a tenement, with the 
appurtenances, the side against Trumpington Street being 15 yards and 
the depth 20 yards — ** called formerly the *Rose and Crown* now the 
'Six Bells.*** It is said to abut south (partly) and east on the '* Eagle and 
Child,** which thus separated it from our property on Pease Hill. 

The lease of 1775 describes the property as ** a messuage or tenement called 
the Mitre, in High Street; also another tenement, fronting the same street, 
with the stables and houses thereto belonging; likewise several (four) 
tenements Ijring behind.** 

In 1804 the description of the property is the same as in 1775. 

In 1824 a suri-ey of the property says that it consists of three houses neact 
the street and three at the back, and puts the gross annual value of the whole 
at £193. 

In 1 829 the College grants a license of alienation, in which leave is given to 
split the tenancy into two and the houses on one (eWdently the southern) 
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portion are spoken of as having been recently rebuiUy and two cottages are said 
to lie at the back of the other (the northern) portion. Evidently the two 
houses on the southern portion had been rebuilt between 1804 and 1824. 

At the split the rent for the northern poi-tion is put at £6, that of the 
southern portion at £12. 

In 1839 the old lease was surrendered and the northern portion was relet 
on a 14 years' lease for £46 a year, and the southern for £72. 

Tn 1853 the rents of the two poi-tions were £80 and £115. 

In 1890 the rents were £100 for the house on the northern side and £125 
for the southern portion. 
1893 The southern portion was conveyed to Trinity College, with the ''Blue Boar'' 
property in Trinity Street, in the exchange noted below. 

Trinity Street — opposite the College. 

In 1893 our College had an exchange of property with Trinity College, by 
which we acquired one house, with a shop, and two dwelling-houses in Trinity 
Street to the south of S. Michael's Churchyard, of which the annual rented 
was £282. 10/r. The land taxes on them amounted to £6. la, lOcL 
There is also an approach to this property from S. Mary's Court 
The total area is 5776 sq. ft, and the frontage to Trinity Street 72 feet 
In the exchange we gave up to Trinity College the " Blue Boar," in Trinity 
Street, a house and part of our laboratory in Gifford Place, two houses in 
King's Parade and £1500. 

1909 The College bought of Messrs Carter Jonas and Sons, for £1500, a building 
behind No. 3 Trinity Street, intending to use it for a lecture-room. 

1910 The land tax on the property acquired in 1893 was redeemed for £182. 15«. 

Rose Crescent 

1887 The College bought Nos. 7 and 8 Trinity Street and Nos. 14-23 Rose 
Crescent from W. Clayden for the sum of £17,100, and £257 for expenses. 
These houses lay on the N. and E. of the Churchyard of S. Michael's, between 
it and the Rose Crescent. 

The houses were turned into chambers for students at a cost of £5722 and 
formed " S. Michael's Court" 

The Court was rebuilt in 1901 and 1902 for £19,523. 

1905 The College bought a house on the north side (No. 3) of the Rose Crescent 
from A. C. Newman for the sum of £1225, and £37 for expenses. 

Trinity Street and Clifford Place. 

1864 The Coll^;e bought this property of Dr Whewell, the Master of Trioity 
College, for £3200. 

It consisted of the following three freeholds : 

The " Blue Boar" Inn and premises, annual rent . £115, 
Two tenements (being the portions of a tall red- 
brick house), annual rent £20, 

Two other tenements, annual rent £16; 

and a house held on a lease for 40 years from 1841 of the Vicar of Effingham 
and let at the annual rent of £110, raised in 1878 to £150. Of course the 
latter passed from the College in 1881. The sum paid for the freehold portion 
was £2367. The legal expenses of the purchase were £51. 6«. Id,, of which 
the Salisbury and Yeovil Railway Company paid £41. 6«. Id. for reinvestment 
of money paid for land taken at Obome. 
1869-70 Stables and a coach-house for the use of the Fellows were built on 
a portion of the '' Blue Boar" premises, next Gifford Place, at a cost of £315. 

oiv2 3 
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1871 The billiard-room of the '< Blue Boar " was tamed into a laboratory at a cost 
of £260. 

1878 The stables, <&c, were converted into a lecture-room at a cost of £280. 

Considerable alterations and additions to the laboratory accommodation have 
subsequently been made from time to tima 

1893 The conditions of the exchange with Trinity College of part of this property, 
&c., for houses in Trinity Street, opposite the College, have been already 
explained (p. 23). 

1909 The remainder of this property was sold to Trinity College for £4000. 

Mill Lane. 

1896 For £2150 the College bought, of the trustees under the will of C. M. 
Bidwell, a dwelling-house, with yards and stables, abutting on Mill Lane, with 
an access from Granta Place. 

The rent was £105. The land tax on the ground was £2. 9«. 6cL 

FairclougKa Holt (Coe Fen). 

1692 The executors of Mr S. Fairclough (Venn, Vol. i, p. 379, and VoL in, 
p. 235), in accordance with his will, renewed the lease of this holt for 40 
years from the Corporation of Cambridge at the rent of £4 and assigned it to 
the Coll^^ 

The holt lay a little above the King's Mill, between the river and Coe Fen. 

The College sublet it for 39 years, with a covenant that every 14 years the 
College would renew the lease from the Corporation and its own lease to the 
subtenant, he finding the money for whatever reasonable fine the Corporation 
might require for the renewal 

In 1754 Smith's Survey describes the property as consisting of 

(1) A tenement, with garden of ^ acre, abutting W. on river, K on Coe 
Fen in part and passage to Coe Fen in part, and N. on continuation of street 
from Little S. Mary's Church to river, and S. on Coe Fen in part and on (2) 
in part 

(2) A meadow of two acres, abutting W. on river and E. on Coe Fen. 

In 1770 the fine for renewal paid to the Corporation was £21 ; in 1784 
£26. 5«. 

At the first the rent paid to the College was £7 ; but in 1784 it was raised 
to £10. 

In 1790 the College sold its interest in the property to the subtenant for 
£80, with which the College bought £100 Consols, which wero held up to 
1806 ; but after that date they do not appear in our accounts. 

The accounts for this Benefaction were evidently kept in a separate book, 
which I have been unable to find. 

Netvnham (Manor of Mortimer's). 

1498 Lady Anne Scroop (Venn, iii, p. 215) devised this Manor to the Coll^^ 

(In some of our documents and books we find the medieval Latin equivalent, 
de Mortuomari, for Mortimer's. The propriety of this equivalent is discussed 
on p. 506 of Vol i of the 8vo. edition of Blomefield's Norfolk.) 

Lady Anne Drury gave £40 " for the procuring of it in mortmain." 
The license for tlus was obtained from the King. 

1501-2 The Mayor, Bailiffs and Burgesses of Cambridge gave their license to the 
trustees of Lady A. Scroop to assign the Manor to the College. The 
demesne of the Manor is therein said to consist of: 

The Newnham Mill, with one close adjoining ; one close, called Newnham 
Close ; and 99 acres in the town and fields of Cambridge. 
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The whole property is said to be held of the Corporation *' in burgage." All 
rents, <fee., and other things arising to the Corporation are reserved (Cooper's 
Annals, Vol i, p. 257). 

1506-7 A composition was made between the Corporation and College respecting 
this Manor, said to be held of the Corporation as of their highgable, providing 
for the payment of 18«. a year to the Corporation and for the conditions under 
which the mill might be run, as explained by Dr Venn (Vol. iii, p. 23). 

The ISs, is still paid : it was said in the indenture to oe a " highgable rent" 
It was, probably, one of the " Hagabul ** payments with which the greater part 
of the houses in Cambridge were charged in 1278, as stated in the information 
supplied to the King's Commissioners in that year (Cooper's Annals, VoL I, 
p. 60. See also pp. 18, n. 4, and 227). 

Highgable was a municipal house tax. Maitland, in his Toumship and 
Borcmgh, calls it "Hawgafol." 

1507 The College leased the Manor to the Corporation for 99 years at the rent of 
20 marks (£13. 6«. %<L). 

1515 The accounts of the treasurers of the town show that the mill and lands 
were relet for £18 a year. 

1545 A report to the King (Venn, Vol. iii, p. 339) gives the rent of Newnham as 
£15. 8«. Od. The difference between this sum and the rent of the demesne 
lands would be made up by the quit rents, which then therefore amounted to 
£2. \s. id 

1605 The lease to the Corporation being about to expire (1606) the Corporation 
obtained letters from the King commanding the College to renew it ; but, on 
the College addressing His Majesty, the mandate was withdrawn and they had 
liberty to grant a lease to whom they pleased (Cooper^s AnncUs, Vol. iii, p. 19). 

The new lease was granted to W. Paget for the use of Dr Legge (then 
Master of the College) for 20 years, from Michaelmas, 1605 — one year before 
the old lease expired. 

In consequence of the Act of 1571 (p. ii) the College could not give a lease 
for longer than 21 years. 

In accordance with the Com Act of 1576 the annual rent was set at 
£8. 17 s, Sd, in money, with 6 qrs. 6 bush, of wheat and 8 qrs. 7 bush, of malt. 
At these figures it remained till 1858. 

1606 Upon the expiration of the old lease it was found that some of the rights 
and possessions of the College were confused with those of the Corporation and 
were thus lost to the College (AnncUs, Venns edition, p. 212). The then 
Fellows were anxious that this should be recorded in the AnruUs, that their 
successors might understand how it happened that the rights of the College 
had been curtailed. 

1607 Dr Legge died and left to the College his interest in this lease. It was 
vested in feoffees for the College, viz. Perse, Drisborough and Batchcroft 

At or before this time the whole property had been sublet in four different 
holdings : 

(1) The mill and adjoining grass close, let for £48 a year 

(after Mids', 1618, at £44). 

(2) Butchers* Closes for 8 

^3) Part of the arable for 17 

(4) Remainder of arable for 17 

Total £90 

Apparently the custom was for the Bursar to collect half-yearly (quarterly 
from the Miller) the rents due to the feoffees, and, after deducting the "old rent" 
for the Bursar's Book and the com money for the Master and (12) Fellows, to

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carry the ** overplus'' up to the Treasury, as shown by the book called "Status 
Collegii" in which are recorded the various withdrawals from and additions to 
the hoard in the Treasury. 

In some memoranda at the end of the Bursar's Book are given the prices of 
wheat and malt used each half-year in calculating the com rents between 1616 
and 1619. 

Thus, at Michaelmas, 1617, the 3 qrs. 3 bush, of wheat, at 5«. 7cL a bushel, came 
to £6. 15^., and the 4 qrs. 3 bush. 2 pecks of malt, at 2#. id a bushel, came to 
£4. 28, lOdl— total, £10. I7s. lOd., of which, after deducting £2. 4«. ed. for 
the Bursar's Book, £8. 13^. M, was handed over for division amongst the 
Master and Q2) Fellows for "their commons and diett" 

By Michaelmas, 1619, there had been thus brought up to the Treasury the 
sum of £646. lOs. 5d as Legge's Gift. 

The lease held by the feoffees had still six years to run, but a new lease was 
then granted to a man named Woolfe, the feoffees apparently surrendering 
their lease and £140 being brought up and added to Legge's Gift — which thus 
amounted to £786. 10«. 5^. From it was taken the £660 required in 1618 and 
1619 to pay for the building then erected next Trinity Street, to the north of 
the Gate of Humility, and hence called Legge's Building. It is for this reason 
that the letters T. L. (for Thomas Legge) have been carved over the entrance to 
the present staircase P. 

The £140 mentioned above as compensation for the surrender of the lease 
was no doubt taken out of the " fine " paid by Woolfe for the lease granted to 
him. The remainder of the fine would be divided between the Master and 
(12) Fellows. 

The grant of the lease in 1605 for the use of one who was then Master of 
the College excites surprise. No doubt the College was anxious to obtain a 
tenant at once, for fear it should be further pressed by the King or Corpora- 
tion, and at the same time to have the property retained in friendly hands — 
but, as the money obtained from Legge's bequest of his interest in the lease is 
always spoken of as his absolute gift and the building was called after him, we 
must conclude that he paid to the Master and Fellows the usual ''fine" for his 
lease, as any other lessee would have dona 

1667 The following is a summary of the acreage of these lands, as given in the 
terrier :

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In a folio MS in the College Library (No. 733, p. 50) we have a statement 
of the actual annual value of this estate in or a little before 1682. It was then 
sublet in five different tenancies and brought in a total rent of £105. 18«. Od. 
to the beneficial leaseholder. 

1751 A careful survey of the whole Manor was made by J. Smith, Bursar. The 
schedule of lands agrees with that of 1667. He gives a list of the quit rents 
due to the CoUega They were as follows :

It is also stated that five other quit rents were payable, amounting to 
15«. ^d, : they were however no longer received. It may have been the loss 
of them of which the Fellows complained in the AnnaU for 1606. 

We saw that in 1 545 the quit rents amounted to £2. \s, id. One of the 
quit rents (1«.) was said to have been for a house in Preacher's Street, opposite 
to the Convent of Preachers, now Emmanuel College. 

In addition to the above there was also another quit rent of lOd, paid by 
Peterhouse, for seven selions of land at Hinton, in the Cambridge Field : this 
was redeemed by Peterhouse in 1871 for £1. 6«. ScL 

The whole of the demesne being let on a lease for 20 years, the following 
are some of the fines paid for its renewal :

1799 From this year onwards portions of the lands originally let with " the Scite 
of the Manor and the Mills " were gradually withdrawn from the successive 
leases of the mills, <&c, and built upon, the rent of the mills, &c, remaining at 
the same figure till 1858. 

At first Butchers' Piece was the only land excepted from the lease, and on 
this occasion the tenant paid a fine of £240. 

Butchers' Piece, one of the closes abutting on (the present) Queens' Road, 
containing about one acre, was let to Mr Wilkins (probably the father of the 
Fellow, Venn, Vol. li, p. 130). Upon it he had built his house (now Newnham 
Cottage). The lease was for 40 years and the rent was at first 10«. 

[As this was our earliest building lease it will be of interest to trace the way 
in which it was dealt with by the College, as an illustration of the methods 
pursued in similar cases. It will be remembered that it was not till 1858 that 
the College obtained power to grant building leases for periods longer than 40 
years. 

Soon after the lease was first granted the rent was raised to 18«. in 
consequence of the imposition of the land tax. 
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1813 Upon the renewal of the lease the tenant paid a fine of £125, which was 
divided amongst the Master and (12^ Fellows, and, as it was found that the 
tenant had built beyond his leaseholo, the boundaries were refized and the new 
lease was made to include the whole of the land on which the buildings stood 
and the new rent was set at £'2, 

1827 The fine was £150. 

1841 The fine was again £150 and the rent was set at £5. 

1855 Fine £90 ; new rent £10. 

After 1857 fines for renewals of leases were not given to the Master and 
(12) Fellows for division, but were entered in the Bursar's Book. 

1869 Fine £1 40 ; rent £10. 

After 1879 the College ceased to accept fines for renewals of leases, but 
increased the reserved rents. 

1883 The rent was set at £24. ISs. Od 

1907 At this renewal it was £64. d«. Od] 

1801 The land tax on the whole Manor was redeemed for £828. 9«. bd Consols. 

1804-5 The enclosure of S. Qiles's parish took place. 

The College paid £84. 15«. towards the expenses of it; and received the 
three following allotments: 

(1) 12a. 2r. lip., abutting R on Butchers' Closes and N. on (the present) 
West Road. 

(2) 7 a. 3 r. 9 p., abutting N. on the S. Neots Road. 

(3) 2 r. 32 p., exchanged under the Award with Corpus Christi College for 
3r. lying next to, and afterwards thrown into, the Newnham Closea {See 
Wortley Purchase, p. 29.) 

The map attached to the Award shows that Butchers' Closes made up the 
pieces abutting on the present Queens' Road and extending from the present 
Sidgwick Avenue to West Road. 

1806 It was arranged that only the "Scite of the Manor," the mill and 3 acres of 
meadow adjoining and the allotment on the S. Neots Road should be let for 20 
years, and that the tenant should give up the remainder in 1819, when the 
lease of 1799 would have run out. 

The new lease was made out accordingly and the tenant paid a fine of £170 
only, the Bursar's Book paying £120 to the Master and (12) Fellows in lieu of 
the remainder of the fine, which would have been paid by the tenant, if the 
whole had been relet for 20 years. 

1809 The leaseholder, having assigned his interest in Gravel Pit Close to one 
Brown, and having surrendered his lease, had a fresh lease granted to him for 
20 years as from Michaelmas, 1806, the terms being exactly the same as in the 
lease surrendered, except that the Q ravel Pit Close was not included. 

The College at the same time agreed to give Brown or his nominees leases of 
the different parts of Gravel Pit Close {see Scroope House and Terrace). 

1811 The efiect of the Enclosure Award, as regards the portions in the BamweU 
Fields, has been already explained (p. 18). 

1813 Upon the renewal of the lease the tenant paid a fine of £270, and the 
Bursar's Book £396, for division between the Master and (12) Fellows. 
The lease was for 20 years, but only the mill and the 3 acres of meadow were 
to be held for the whole period; it being agreed that all the other lands 
should be given up in 1820, except the allotment on the S. Neots Road, 
which was to be held till 1826. 
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1820 Upon renewal the tenant paid the fine of £280, and the Bursar's Book £233, 
for division. Only the mill and the 3 a. were to be held for 20 years ; the three 
allotments, viz., the 7 a. 3 r. 9 p. on the S. Neots Road, the 13 a. 1 r. 27 p. in 
Middle Field, and the 11 a. 1 r. 30 p. in the Bradmore Field in Barnwell were 
to be given up in 1826. 

This left the pieces next the present Queens' and West Roads to let 
separately. They have since been gradually let on building leases, except 
the pieces nearest to the mill, viz., la. Or. 17p. in S. Giles's parish and 2r. 23 p. 
in S. Mary the Less, which now form the Fellows' Garden. 

1827 The new lease related to the mill and 3 acres only. The tenant paid a fine 
of £360, and nothing was paid by the Bursar's Book, for division. 

The allotment on the S. Neots Road was then let separately, and now (since 
1903) forms the second cricket field. 

The way in which the Bamtodl portion was subsequently dealt with has 
been already explained (pp. 18-20). 

1838 The fine for renewal was £480. 

1854 The mill was burnt down and rebuilt in the following year. 

1858 When the old beneficial lease at last ran out, the mill and the 3 acres of 
meadow were relet at a rack rent of £220. 

1893 The Corporation paid £420 and took 8144 sq. yds. and 127f sq. yds. to form 
part of Sidgwick Avenue, giving up to the College 57f sq. yds., which till then 
formed part of the footpath called Pightle Walk, the remainder being absorbed 
into Sidgwick Avenua 

1901 For £300 Selwyn College Public Hostel bought 1160 sq. yds. lying next the 
College and abutting on Grange Road. 

In Maitland's Township and Borough will be found many references to this 
Manor, especially at pp. 179 and 180, §g 104-6. 

WorUey Purchase in Trinity Street^ Netunham, and Orantchester. 

1782 With £1700 belonging to the Wortley Benefaction the College bought of 
T. Lombe the reversion (after the death of C. Finch) of 

(1) Certain tenements at the S.K comer of the College; 
and of several closes, namely, 

i2) Slegg's Closes of 6 acres in Grantchester {q,v,) ; 
3} A close of Lammas land, estimated as containing 1^ acres, extending 
from the E. side of the Newnham Way to our Mill Piece; 

(4) Newnham Closes, estimated at 10 acres, on the W. side of Newnham 
Way — opposite to (3). 

In the same year, with a further sum of £100 belonging to the Wortley 
Benefaction, the College bought of J. Simpson his reversionary interest in 

(5^ a house holden by lease of Trinity Hall for 40 years from 1783. 

(1) and (5) formed the block of buildings pulled down in 1868, when the 
present staircases, N, O and P, were built on the site. 

The fact of the site having been bought with Wortley money is com- 
memorated by the statue of Wortley at the W. end of this building and by 
the letters B. W. (for Bartholomew Wortley) carved over the entrance to the 
staircase N. 

1789 A plan drawn this year shows that (4) consisted of four closes, containing in 
all 8 a. 2 r. It will be remembered that in 1805 the 2 r. 32 p., obtained from 
Corpus College under the Enclosure Award of S. Giles's parish, were added to 
these closes. (See p. 28.) 

In this year the row of elms by the W. side of the pathway through these 
closes was planted. 
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1791 For £20. 4«. Qd, the College redeemed the annnal payment of lis. to the 
Crown for these lands — probably (4). 

1797 This year, for a fine of £22. 10«. Od.y Trinity Hall renewed the lease of (5) to 
our College ; and in 1800 the freehold was bought for £200 under the Act for 
the redemption of land taxes, for which purpose Trinity Hall used the purchase 
money. 

1799 The land taxes, amounting to £15. 10«. 6dl, on these houses and on the 
Newnham lands were redeemed for £569. 5«. Od, Consols. 

1802 The NewDham Closes were exonerated from tithe at a cost of £105. 16«. 2€2. 

1872 The College took part of the closes for a cricket ground ; and subsequently, 
for the same purpose, took all the remaining parts lying to the west of the 
pathway through them. 

1899 Clare College, desiring to develop their land beyond the N.W. comer of our 
Cricket Ground, purchased from our College, for £200^ a strip of land con- 
taining 660 square yards and lying along the greater part of the N. side of 
our ground, and covenanted to make a road along the N. side within 10 years 
— we undertaking, as soon as the road was made, to fence it on our side. 

1909 The road not having been made and Clare College having sold tht^ir land 
to Newnham College, the latter College agreed to make the road within the 
next 10 years or to reconvey the strip to our College. 

Capel (Suffolk). 

1354 For the consideration of £200 Sir John Fitzralph conveyed the Advowson 
of three-parts of the Church of Capel, near Braham (IBarham), in Suffolk, 
to John Tyrington, Master of the College, and Walter Elveden, one of the 
Fellows — evidently feoffees for the College. 

Thence there were conveyances to other feoffees at very short intervals — 
sometimes in successive years, and in one year there were two conveyances ; 
till at length in 1468 and again in 1472 the last feoffees conveyed to the Collie. 
At first, in 1354, it seems to have been thought that Sir J. Fitzralph was 
possessed of and conveyed to the feoffees the whole of the patronage, but it 
was always the three-parts which subsequently each successive set of feofifees 
conveyed to the next set. 

1479 Sir K. Chamberlaine, having married Elizabeth, the sole heir of Sir J. 
Fitzralph, claimed the right of presentation, and the Bishop accepted and 
instituted his nominee. The Master of the College commenced an action but 
was non-suited. 

After this time the College, at different vacancies, tried to get their nominee 
instituted — notably in 1503, 1623 and 1631 ; but on his arrival on the spot he 
found the nominee of the successor of Sir R. Chamberlaine already instituted, 
and was told by the Bishop " Ecclesia est plena." 

There is no record of any presentation having been made by the College 
since that in 1631. 

Causton or Cawston (Norfolk). 

1493 Lady Elizabeth Clere gave (amongst many other things, Yenn, VoL iii) 
£40 to buy farms at Causton. 

1540 These were sold and the purchase money was applied to buy certain lands 
in Newnham and certain lands in Cowling (p. 35) and Oartling, called 
Bansteds {see Annals, Yenn, p. 11). 

It does not appear where these " lands in Newnham " were situated and what 
was afterwards done with them. 
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Caxton (Cambs). 

Dr Cains left directions in his will to purchase lands to the annual value of 
£10, that those of his foundation should be free from the charge of firing, and 
that the Porter should have £2, 13«. id, a year. 

1574 His executors accordingly bought for £240 all the lands and tenements 
called Swannesley Manor, in Caxton, late part of the possessions of the 
Monastery of S. Neots, then of the yearly value of £10 and a brawn or 
13«. id in lieu thereof. In the deed conveying the property to the College it 
is stated to consist of '*two messuages, seven tofts, one dovecote, two gardens, 
two orchards, 160 acres of land, 30 acres of meadow, 300 acres of pasture, 10 
acres of wood, 160 acres of furze and heath, and common of pasture for 24 oxen, 
one bull, 10 cows, 400 sheep and 40 pigs with their young with their 
appurtenances.'' 

It will be noticed that the above acreage is much greater than that of the 
^rm as given at subsequent surveys, e,g. in 1762. Possibly the above is the 
acreage of the whole Manor, whereas it was only the demesne lands which the 
College actually acquired 

1632 The College bought of K Levett, for £3, one acre, in the middle of our lands, 
which they let for 3«. id. with the farm. 

1762 A survey of the estate was made by Mr J. Smith, President 

The acreage was put at 172 a. 2r. One part of this was a pasture called 
Broad Close, near the Church, put down as 7 acres, but thought by Mr Smith 
to contain more. In it was formerly a messuage — at the S.W. angle — 
mentioned in Dr Legge's Survey in 1579. The remainder consisted of 
several pieces larger in size and therefore less numerous than the usual 
components of farms at that time; but from the description they must 
have lain widely apart and at some distance from the village. 

In a close of arable land, called Swannesley Hill, containing 80 acres or 
more, at the S.E. comer, there stood then a brick bam, the only building on 
the estate. Near this bam, in Dove House Close, stood at one time the 
messuage which Dr Legge, in his Survey^ calls a new building. 

The arable land was then valued at 6«. an acre, and the pasture at 12#. 

The tenant kept a flock of 400 sheep. 

1777 The acreage was put at 163 a. 1 r. 3 p., the annual value at £49. 5«., and the 
annual value of the sheep-walk at £5. 

1801 The land tax of £6. 19«. Od, was redeemed for £254. IQs. Sd. Consols. 

1803 For £107. 19«. 2dL the College bought, of J. Godfrey, half an acre, containing 
house, bam and pightle, in the village, and let it to the tenant of the Manor 
for £4. is, 

1805 The Manor is said to consist of : 

a. r. p. 

A bam, and dove house and close adjoining (the 

site of the Manor) 3 

A close (apparently the piece near the Church 
and called Broad Close) 8 

Lands lying in the common fields, viz. : 

In Swannesley, or Wood, Field 110 2 

In Mill Field 30 

In Stow Field 21 2 

There was also a sheep-walk for 152 sheep — i.e, 14 sheep for every 20 acres of 
common field land, or 1 12 sheep, and 40 sheep in addition for the Manor. 
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It will be noticed that statements of area given at different times (1574, 
1762, 1777, 1805) vary considerably. This is partly due to the fact that the 
acreage of fields was formerly settled by *' estimation " and not by measure- 
ment, and that surveyors often reckoned only three roods to the acre. (See 
p. 34.) 

1824 The CoUege bought for £94. 5«. Sd, a house, yard, garden and close 
containing 2 r. 10 p., let for £10 a year. 

This property was not added to the farm. 

The Begistrum MtMgnwn speaks of 3 acres of pasture as having been bought 
at this time and added to Broad Close; but I cannot find any other trace 
of such an addition. 

About £140 was spent this year in building a "cottage" on the ^rm. 

' 1827 Some planting (of trees) was effected at an expense of £20. 

1830 At the enclosure all the land in the parish was carefidly measured and a 
considerable area was allotted to the tithe owners in lieu of tithe, thus 
rendering all the parish tithe-free. 

The Award states that the exact measurements of the pieces retained by the 
College were as follows:

The College gave up a strip of land containing 3r. 10 p. (probably that 
purchased in 1803) and received the following allotments:

3rd On the Green 122 

4th 1 33 

The 4th was bounded on the N. by the brook, but on all other sides by 
Broad Close, to which it was added, together with the 3rd allotment, which 
lay just to the W. of Broad Close. 

The old enclosures, Nos. 1-4, with the 1st and 2nd allotments, formed one 
continuous area and, with Broad Close, formed the farm. 

The College contributed £145 towards the expenses of the enclosure ; and 

1835 there is a record of £243. 2$. Od. being paid for fencing, draining and planting 

woods on the farm. 
1861 The bam was blown down and rebuilt at a cost of £145. 7$. Od, 

1877 The College bought, for £2, of the Old North Road Turnpike Trustees, 
6 poles of land, part of the site of the toll-gate house and garden. 

1899 All the farm, except Broad Close, (150 a. 3 r. 11 p.) was sold to the nominee 
of Mrs Hooley (the wife of the well-known financier) for £2500. 

When the farm came into our possession in 1574 the annual rent was £10 and 
a boar. In 1576 the Com Act was passed, and accordingly at the first subse- 
quent reletting the £10 was changed to £6. 13«. M. in money together with 
5 quarters of wheat and 6 q. 5 b. 1 p. of malt or their value in money, and 
it is in this shape that the rent appears in our earliest records, except that £2 
had to be paid in default of the boar, and, in 1632, 3«. id, was added to the rent 
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for the acre bought that year, and, in 1803, £4. 4«. Od. for the tenement then 
added to the holding. 

As usual the farm was let on a 20 years' lease, which was renewed — with 
fair regukrity-every seven years. 

The earlier fines for renewal are generally about £25 ; but after 1760 they 
increased. In 1798 the fine was £53. 

The lease granted in this latter year was run out, and in 1807 and 1812 the 
sums of £60 and £113 were paid from the Bursar's Book to the Master and (12 
Senior) Fellows in lieu of the fines which they would have received had the 
lease been renewed in 1805 and 1812. 

In 1818 the farm was let to a new tenant for nine years at an annual rent 
of £70 for the first three years, and £80 for the next three years and £90 for 
the last three years. By Lady Day, 1823, the tenant had not paid 
more than £48 in all : so that we are not surprised to fiud an order in March 
of this year empowering the Master and Residents to relet the farm. However 
the then tenant was kept on and paid £30 in 1824, £50 in 1826 and £50 
in 1827. 

From 1818 till 1826 there was paid from the Bursar's Book to the Com 
Book — for division between the Master and 12 Seniors — whatever in each year 
would have been the value of the old corn rent above £3. 6«. ScL, as well as 
the £2 for the boar. 

In 1826 the farm was let on a lease for 20 years to a new tenant, and it was 
agreed that he should pay the old annual rent of £6. 13«. id, with the com 
rent and boar or their value, and that in each of the first three years he should 
pay an additional rent of £115. This last condition is unique, so far as I know. 
It is possible that it was actually a fine paid for the lease in three annual 
instalments. They were duly received and entered amongst the rents in the 
Bursar's Book. 

After the enclosure an additional rent was paid by the tenant 

The lease was not renewed, but in 1834 the sum of £150 was advanced from 
the Bursar's Book in lieu of the fine for its renewal. 

In 1844 a new lease is granted for 16 years for the old annual com rents 
together with £26. 13«. id, in the first year and £74 in each of the last 15 
years. 

In 1861 a lease was granted for 8 years at the money rent of £110 without 
any com rent 

In 1875 the rent was £150; in 1885, £81 ; in 1895, £46 ; in 1898, £70. 

In 1900 the rent of Broad Close, the portion retained after the sale in the 
preceding year, was settled at £20. 

Chatteris (Cambs). Advowson of the Vicarage. 

1909 This was obtained, in exchange for the advowson of Ashdon, from the 
Rev. C. H. Brocklebank. 

The glebe, including the site of the Vicarage House and buildings, contains 
279 a. 2 r. 20 p. 

The Vicar receives the interest on £576 Leicester Corporation stock, 
bought, in 1902, for £576, the proceeds of the sale of 56 a. 2 r. 35 p. of 
glebe. 

He also receives in lieu of tithes a com rent created under the Enclosure 
Award in 1819, which is the value of 3117*693 bushels of wheat The price 
per bushel is the average price of wheat at Wisbech Market for the preceding 
7 years as fixed from time to time by Quarter Sessions. The average was 
last fixed, in 1896, at 3«. i^d. 
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Chesterton (Cambs). 

1503 W. Batesford devised by will his lands in Chesterton to our College (if we 
refused, to Clare) for the maintenance of a priest (to sing for him) in Chesterton, 
giving him nine marks a year. 

These lauds were by force detained by one £. Batesford, a kinsman of W. B., 
and do not appear to have ever passed to the College. 

1507 William Sigo (Venn, in, p. 225) ga\e his house at Castle End, in 
Cambridge (called the " Maid's Head **), and his lands in the fields of Cambridge, 
Chesterton, Histon, Qirton and Coton {i.e, in the open fields between these five 
places) — late John Rawlins' — "to the maintenance of 20«. a year for a Bible 
clerke." 

He also gave £21. I3s. icL, the proceeds of the sale of his lands at Ik worth, 
(? Ickworth) in Suffolk. 

The house and 5 a. 1 r. of the land was at one time let for 16«. Ad, a year ; but 
the house is said to have been alienated by John Skippe (Master) in 1540. 

Of some of his property W. Sigo appears at the time of his gift to have been 
only the equitable owner. For we have immediately afterwaids a conveyance 
to the College by Margaret Rawlins (widow) of a tenement at Castle End and 
7^ acres and ^ rood of land in Cambridge and Chesterton. 

1541 The whole, or part, of Sigo's lands was copyhold of the Manor of Chesterton. 
With the Lord of this Manor the College agreed in 1541 to pay a quit rent of 
5«. a year, and, in lieu of fines, 13«. id. upon the election of a Master. 

Sigo's and the Ely Almshouse lands in Chesterton, from 1671, were always 
let to the same tenant under one lease. 

The ** old rent " of Sigo's land was 25«. a year. 

1604 The "old rent" was converted, in accordance with the Com Act of 1576, into 
16«. 8(i. in money and a corn rent of 1 quarter of wheat and 4 bush, of malt. 

The tenant had also to bring a couple of capons at Christmas or Ss, id,, 
and a wether at Easter or 6«. Sd, 

1754 The whole of the land at Chesterton was valued at 7«. an acre and was said 
to be not more than 3 rood land, i,e, land reputed to measure an acre actually 
measured only 3 roods. 

1833 The acreage and valuation of all our lands in Chesterton was as follows :

1840 The Enclosure Award allotted 34 a. 1 r. 22 p. (all freehold) in one allotment 
to Caius College, of whicb |^th has ever since been regarded as belonging to the 
Ely Trust. 

The following are some of the fines paid for the renewal of the 20 years' 
lease:

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In 1813 and 1820 the lease was not renewed, and the Bursar's Book advanced 
£54 and £56 for division amongst the Master and (Senior) Fellows. 

1825 This year the fine was £250. 

After this the lease was not renewed for a fine, and in 1832, and again in 
1839, £50 was advanced for division. 
In 1832 the College allowed £100 towards the roof of the bam. 

1845 The whole of our land in Chesterton, i.e. the allotment of 1840, was let at a 
rack rent of £46 a year. In 1885 it was £55 ; in 1895, £42. lOs. Od^ College 
paying tithe. 

The Apportionment of the tithe rent charge on the whole allotment is 
£8. 16«. Zd. 

Boat House. 

1878 The Boat Club bought the site for £450. It had a frontage of 122 feet to 
the river on the south and adjoins the Ferry Path on the east. 

1903 The Club bought for £75 an additional triangular piece, containing 17 square 
yards, on the east of the site. It was conveyed at once to the College. 

1905 The original site was conveyed to the College by the trustees, who had up 
till then held it for the Club {see Venn, Vol. iii, pp. 307 and 308). 

Chilton (Durham). 

1669 Bp. Cosin (of Durham) gave us £28 a year out of his lands at Chilton 
(Venn, in, p. 232). 

He also gave to Peterhouse £58 a year issuing out of the same lands, so 
Peterhouse now collects our annuity for us. 

Cowling (Suffolk). Manor of Bansteds, Jkc. 

It is not clear how we came by this Manor. Caius in the AnncUs (p. 30) says 
it was bought with part of the money obtained from the sale of the land at 
Causton. 
1505 He also says {Annals^ Venn's edition, p. 22), that the Manor was acquired 
from W. Gale of Eye in Suffolk for £96 previously given us by him. It was 
of the annual value of £4. 10«. Od. [Gale also gave to the CoUege his lands in 
Hinxton, of the annual value of £4.J 

1640 T. Atkyn, Vicar of Mutford, and Margary Hore, of the same place, each gave 
£48, with which were bought certain possessions in Cowling and Cartling, of 
the annual value of £4. [T. Atkyn gave us also Payne's Close, in Worlingham.l 
But John Skippe, Master, was compelled by E. North (afterwards Lord 
North and Baron Cartling) to seU to him these estates, with our lands at Hinxton, 
for £300, with which was bought (1540) the Manor of Aynells, in Westoning, 
of the annual value of £14. 

Rent Charge. 

1712 A rent charge of £40, issuing out of the Manor of Caldebecks in Cowling, 
was bought for £860 — Francis Dickyns contributing £400, to enjoy the rent 
charge for his life ; the College contributing £460, to have the reversion. 

1748 F. Dickyns died and the rent charge fell to the College. 

1800 The land tax of £5. 10«. Od. was redeemed for £201. 13«. id. Consols. 

1889 As in the original deed, securing the rent charge, the lands subject thereto 
were described by the occupation of the then tenants, the exact delimitation 
of the lands.had become practically impossible ; and the owner, wishing to deal 
with them, at his own cost and with the consent of the College, executed a 
new deed charging certain definite lands with the rent charge. 
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Denver (Norfolk). Dr Brady's and Mr Lightmne's Bene/acUons. 

1700 Dr Brady (Master) by wiU, dated Aug. 25, 1694, devised to the Coll^;e (a 
collection of books, valued at £300, and) his estate, 186 acres, at Denver, leased 
for £130 a year. 

Out of this, annuities, amounting to £50, were to be paid and £500 to be 
raised to buy two Rectories, whereof Denver was to be one, if possible. After 
these payments had been made, the produce of the estate was to be divided 
into 10 "portions,'' of which the Master was to receive two, the President and 
the Frankland Fellows one each, and the College chest one. 

1718 Before this year Mr lightwine, the executor, had laid out £324 in building 
the house. 

1721 The '* portions " were first paid. Each was £6. 

1723 The annuity of £40 to Mrs Fuller, which had to be paid out of the estate, 
came to an end and the value of each portion rose to £10. 

1728 N. White, Rector of Denver (see under Advaweon), devised by will, proved 
Sept. 14, 1728, an estate, containing 58 a. 2 r. and having many oaks and ashes 
growing on it, of the annual value of £40, the College to pay £800 in legacies 
within six months of his death. 

1729 The College bought 4 acres of meadow land for £100 from R Wilkinson and 
Mary, his wife, of the annual value of £4. It lay to the south of part of 
Mr White's land. 

Mr Lightwine (President) devised to the College by will, dated Dec. 19, 1723, 
his estate at W. Dereham, of the annual value of £50, to be applied to the 
same uses as Dr Brady's Benefaction. 

1732 In consequence each portion was raised to £14. 

1733 The College exchanged with the Benefaction the land, left by Bir White and 
that purchased of Wilkinson, for Mr Ligh twine's at W. Dereham ; but reserved 
to itself all the timber arising from the estate left by Mr White (see under 
Bassingbourne). [From the receipts in subsequent years, as noted below, from 
sales of timber, it would appear that the timber formed a considerable part of 
the value of an estate at Denver.] Thus Mr White's and Wilkinson's lands came 
to be called Mr Lightwine's land, and all the land then owned at Denver was 
kept for the same uses and under the same management (viz. the Master's and 
not the Bursar's). 

Before the exchange the Denver rent for the Brady Benefaction had been 
£130, and that of W. Dereham £50: after the exchange the Denver rent 
became £160. 

After tithes, taxes and repairs had been allowed for, there remained each 
year not quite enough to pay the £140 for the 10 portions, and the balance 
in the hands of the Master, which had been recruited (1739 and 1749) by the 
sale of timber for about £125, was gradually drawn upon, and 

1756 the College lent, without interest, £300 to the Benefaction, which then pur- 
chased, for £500, Old South Sea Annuities amounting to £556. 11«. 6c^., and 
thus increased its income by about £ 1 9. Sir James Burrough was then Master. 

1763 At his death he devised to the College an estate at Wilton for the use of 
this Benefaction. This estate was let for £28. 10«. Od. a year, out of which 
the College aUowed tithes, taxes and repairs. 

1766 There was a sale of 78 oaks for £278, and the Benefaction bought £100 
Old South Sea Annuities for £89. 5«. Od. 
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1767 Again an equal quantity of Annuities was bought for £86. 17«. 6<2. 

1771 Again an equal quantity of Annuities was bought for £85. 2«. Od. 

1778 It was agreed to repay to the College the loan of £300, lent in 1756, by 
handing over to the Ck>llege Sir J. Burrough's estate at Wilton and the clear 
produce of it from 1764 to Michaelmas 1776, the date to which the rent had 
then been paid. 

1780 Seventy-three oaks were sold for £320; a bam was built for £280; the rent 
was reset at £180, and £200 Reduced Bank Annuities were bought for £118. 

1785-99 £800 Reduced Bank Annuities were bought at prices varying from £68 
to £97 per cent. 

1701 The value of each ''portion'' was raised to £17. 

1709 £614. 3«. id. Reduced Bank Annuities were expended on the redemption of 
the land tax amounting, in Denver parish, to £16. Ss. Od.j and, in Fordham, to 
7«. a year. This left £385. 16«. 8d Reduced Bank Annuities, as well as 
£866. lU, 6d. Old S. S. Annuities. 

We sold 2 a. 3r. 10 p. in Fordham and 1 r. 26 p. in Denver to E. R. Pratt 
for £150 and £15 interest, as the payment was not made till 1801, when 
£214. 3«. id. Reduced Bank Annuities were bought for £143. 

The rent was set at £240. 

1800 The value of each of the 10 portions was raised to £24. 

1802 The £866. lU, 6d O. S. S. Annuities were sold for £586, and £900 Reduced 
3 per cents, were bought for £624. 

Thus the amount of Stock then belonging to the Bene^tion was £1500 
Reduced 3 per cents. 

1819 The estate was divided into two holdings. 

1827 The rents, which had fluctuated in several previous years, were settled at 
£327. 10«. and £45. 

Timber was sold for £108. 

1834-5 There was a sale of 62 oaks for £260, of which £172 was spent on 
claying the land. 

1840 The sum of £16. 1 Is. 6e£ was paid as the College share of the expenses of the 
commutation of the tithe. 

1841-2 £600 was spent on the buildings: and a bill for repairing the pew at 
Church for £1. lU. Ad. was paid. 

1843 There was a sale of 83 loads of stone, which produced £9. 

1846 The Ely and Lynn Railway Company, crossing Old Dikes, took 1 a. 1 r. 16 p. 
and paid into the Court of Chancery £226, which was invested in £255. 1«. bd. 
Consols. 

The interest on this investment (£3. 14«. '6d.) was received for the half-year 
to July, 1847. I cannot find that the Benefaction received any subsequent 
dividend. 

1860 The estate was merged in the general College property. The rents were then 
£327 and £45. The Benefaction had rolled up £5600 Reduced 3 per cents, 
and a cash balance of £350, and had been paying since 1817 £40 a year on 
each of the 10 equal portions. 

Comparing the map, of which a copy is annexed, with the careful surveys 
made by Mr John Smith, Bursar, of lightwine's (White's and Wilkinson's) 
lands in 1752 and of Brady's in 1754, we can mi^e out whence each piece 
was obtained by the College.) 
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Brady's lands (marked with a B on the map) consisted of : 

(1) All the land S.W. of the Church, containing the house and homestead, 
to which two common rights are attached ; 

(2) Two pieces W. of the Church — down Dunster Lane: the further of 
these is now laid to one of Lightwine's lands ; 

(3) Old Dikes, containing 46 acres (estimated at 40 in 1754) before the 
la. 1 r. 16 p. were taken for the railway, and stretching from Sluice Common 
to Middle Drove ; 

(4) South Fen, above Denver Sluice, containing 47 acres (estimated at 43 
in 1754) and stretching from the Old Bedford River (" 10-mile Bank") to the 
New Bedford River ('* 100 foot^). It is shewn in the in-set on the map. It 
lies nearly a mile above the Sluice. 

lightwine's lands (marked with an L on the map) — partly left by White 
and partly bought from Wilkinson — consisted of : 

(1) Nightingale's, a close of 5 or 6 acres, N.E. of the Church ; 

(2) Six pieces, containing 53^ acres (estimated at 56 in 1752) lying in pairs 
and approached by the three lanes called Pokam, Dunster and Crow HalL 

The 4 acres bought from Wilkinson lie in the S.E. comer of the piece at the 
end of Crow Hall Lana 



Advowson of the Rectory, 

1705 Mr lightwine — Dr Brady's executor — bought, for himself, the two medieties 
of the Rectoiy of Denver for £521. 10«. Od, of which Mr Jenny, the then 
Rector, contributed £150 on the understanding that his Curate, Mr Nicholas 
White, should succeed to the Rectory, which he did in 1715, Mr Jenny dying 
April 10. 

1716 Mr Jenny, by will dated 7 March, 1714, devised to the College, in trust for 
the Rector, four closes, adjoining the house, containing 15 a. 1 r. 17 p. 

1716 Mr Lightwine sold the Advowson to Dr Brady's Benefaction, of which he 
still had the management, for £500. 

This sum he gave to the College to be laid out in repairing and adorning the 
Chapel. 

1763 There was an exchange of 3 roods 9 perches of Glebe, formerly Jenny's, for 
2 a. r. 34 p. of Mr Thuriow Stafford's lands. 

1791 There was another exchange of 4 a. 3 r. 28 p. of Glebe for 5 a. 1 r. 28 p. of 
John Thuriow Dering's land. 

1799 The land tax on the Rectory was bought by the Wortley Trust for 
£520. 13«. 4cd, Consols. 

1900 The Glebe contains 94 acres, and the tithe rent charge is apportioned at 
£911. 

The Rector also owns two common rights, of which one was let in 1900 
for 30«. 

Smith's Lands and New Purchases in Middle Drove. 

1862 S. Coleby Smith, Rector of Denver, by will dated June 23, 1851, devised to the 
College two farms, containing together 141 a. 2 r. 18 p., one between the Middle 
Drove and S. John's Eau, and the other (called Tallymore) between S. John's 
Eau and the River Ouse, below the Sluica These are marked by X on the map. 
Mr Smith in his lifetime had cut off 2 acres of the most northerly of his 
grounds in Tallymore, leaving its acreage as 13 a. 2r. 10 p. instead of 
15 a. 2 r. 10 p., and had added them to the Glebe to the S. of this ground. 
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This was to compensate for a dimination by 2 acres which the Glebe had 
suffered in his time. 

1868 The College bought, for £100, of O. Blower, 2 acres between Middle Drove 

and S. John's Eau. This piece is farther from the Middle Drove homestead 

than any of Mr Smith's grounds, except the one with which it is now united — 

the ditdi between them having been filled in. This is marked by Y on the map. 

For this a free rent of Is. is paid to the Manor of West Hall. 

1872 The College bought, of — Beton, 14 acres for £840, part of the money paid 
by the Dereham and Wells Railway Company for land taken at Elmham and 
Fakenham. This piece is the first — counting from the homestead — of the 
grounds which extend in one piece {Le, without a cross ditch) from the Middle 
Drove to S. John's Eau. This is marked by Z on the map. 

1898 Mr Coleby Smith also devised to the College the reversion, after the death of 
his nephew (F. Smith), which took place in 1898, of his farm (late Hutson's), con- 
taining about 36 acres and extenc&ng from the Middle Drove, nearly opposite 
to our last piece, across the railway up to the west side of the only piece of 
Lightwine's land which lies to the west of Pokam's Lana This farm is 
marked by TJ on the map. 

1900 The College bought, for X580, of S. H. Smith, 11 a. 3 r. 18 p., with 2 cottages 
thereon, between Sluice Common and Middle Drove. The expenses of the 
purchase were £27. 16«. Od 

The part of this land which was copyhold of the Manor of West Hall was 
enfranchised at a total cost of £29. 6«. Sd, This land is marked by Y on the map. 

The apportionment of tithe rent charge on the whole of our estate in this 
parish is £78. ISs. 6d. 

So much of our lands as lie west of the Ely-Lynn raUway, including South 
Fen, is subject to drainage taxes. They lie some in one and some in another, 
and some in more than one, of four drainage districts which overlap each other. 
In three of these districts the taxes vary considerably from year to year. 

The total taxes average £78. 7^. Sd, a year on the 254*398 a., of which 
46*592 acres are in South Fen. 

The College has always paid part, and in some years all, of the Drainage Taxes ; 
and in later years the tithe. 

In 1875 the whole rental of our agricultural property in the parish was 
£645 ; in 1885 (part being unlet) £193, College paying tithe; in 1895, £289 ; 
in 1905 (after additions to the property), £420. 

Schoolhouse, 

1903 The executors of Sir Geo. Gabriel Stokes, Bart, conveyed to the College the 
site of the Schoolhouse, in accordance with arrangements made by Sir George 
in his lifetime. He was the brother of W. H. Stokes, a former Rector. 

1907 Mrs K de V. Beechey conveyed to the College a strip of land adjoining the 
site of the Schoolhouse. She was the widow of St. V. Beechey, a former Rector. 

Dereham or East Dereham (Norfolk). 

1703 A rent charge of £32 a year — free of all taxes — issuing out of a messuage, 
called **The I^ge'' of East Dereham Park, and 234 acres, was bought with 
£800 belonging to the College, from H. Webster. 

1802 The rent charge was sold for £800, invested in £1406. 11«. Ud. of 3 per 
cent. Consols to help to form a fund, with which to redeem the land taxes on 
various properties belonging to the College {see also Hogkwold and Mobden). 

oiy2 4 
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DiLHAM AND HONINO (NoBFOLK). 

1634 Mr Matthew Stokys, Fellow, died and bequeathed to the College, by will 
dated July 20, 1631, the lease from the Bishop of Ely of the two Rectories of 
Dilham and Honing. 

The annual rent paid to the Bishop was always (for 232 years) £13. 6s. Sd., 
and the lease was for 21 years: in 1661, when the lease was wholly run 
out, the College had to pay a fine of £500 for a renewal of the lease. 

In 1799 the land tax, £9. ISs, lOd., was purchased for £355. 7«. 2fd 
Consols. 

The lease was renewed from time to time, generally every seven years, until 
in 1866 the last lease was run out. 

In 1868 the Ecclesiastical Commissioners purchased the land tax for £325 
Consols — expense to the College £1. Is, Od. 

The financial results of this Bene^tion are interesting. 

The fine paid to the Bishop every seven years for the renewal of the lease was 
at first (1641) £90, in 1669, £80. After that it sank till, in 1701, it was only 
£35. From that year it rose again till, in 1774, it reached £100, and there it 
remained till, in 1802, it was put at £200 ; in 1810 (8 years expired) at £500; 
in 1817 and at all following renewals, until the last in 1845, it was about 
either £1000 or £900. 

In the earlier times, as the fines indicate (being then 1^ years' value after 
the rent to his Lordship had been paid), the annual values did not vary 
much. 

In 1776 the receipts were £105 as against £70, at which they had stood for 
many years. From this date the surplus rolled up till, in 1781, the CoU^e 
was able to buy £400 Consols (3 per cent.) for £224. lOs. Od, 

By 1791 the amount of Consols owned by the Benefaction was £1000, and 
the College, instead of letting the tithes to an intermediary, as heretofore, 
began to receive direct from the occupiers a composition of £114. 2s. QcL for 
Dilham and £93. 9^. Sd, for Honing. 

1799 The Benefaction contributed £250 '* towards the £6000 and upwards lately 
expended in new College buildings and very expensive repairs " and " contribu- 
tions for internal defence.'' Gesta, Oct. 30. 

The compositions with the occupiers of land in the two parishes gradually 
rose, and finally, in 1814, were set at £297. Us. Od. and £229. 11«. Od. 
respectively. 

After the passing of the Tithe Commutation Act the apportionments of 
tithe rent charges were set at £315. 9s. 3d. for Dilham in 1842, and 
£283. 4«. 6d for Honing in 1845. 

Though the payments to the Fellow and Scholars provided for in Mr Stokys's 
will were considerably increased, the Bene^tion still continued to buy Stock, 
and in 1861, when, under the new Statutes, this account began to be merged 
with the Bursar's College Account, the amount of Stock held was £7550 
Consols and £500 Reduced Annuities, and the cash balance was £2047. 

The account was kept open till 1868, when the lease had run out and the 
land tax had been purchased by the Commissioners. 

By that time £4910 Consols and the £500 Reduced had been taken to form 
part of the new Reserve Fund, and £5086 Consols and £1780 cash had been 
taken to find the money for pait of the cost of building the last five hous^ in 
Scroope Terrace and for the purchase of a leasehold in Trinity Street from 
Dr Whewell ; also £800 had been taken (1854) to help to defray the cost of 
Hall, Kitchen, Library and Combination-room {Oesta, Nov. 1, 1854). 



Ditton Hall and River 
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DiTTON OR Fen Ditton (Cambs). 

For Poplar Hall Farm, see Horninqsea. 

1904 For JB4800 the College bought, from the devisees of J. W. Prior, Ditton Hall 
with 71a. 2r. 23 p. 

Part of this estate is the pasture extending up the whole length of the 
Long Reach from the Paddock, belonging to Ditton Rectory, to the Ditch 
immediately below the railway. The whole is freehold. 

1905 A portion of this meadow, next the river, was fenced off to form an enclosure 
at the Boat Races. 

The OoUege spent £450 in 1906, £234 in 1907 and £110 in 1908 on the 
house and buildings. 

DuxFORD (Cambs). 

1586 Mrs Joyce Frankland left (besides the Philip Lane propei*ty in London, which 
see) £1540 to buy lands of the yearly value of £70. 10«. Od. 
She was a bene^tress of Brasenose College also. 

1599 With the money was bought the reversion, after the death of Jane Middlemas, 
of the Manor of Dabemoons, in Duxf ord ; 

1606 and also — of R. Dunne — a tenement and 32 acres, copyhold of the Manor 
of Dabemoons. 

1611 The above were conveyed to the College by the trustees under Mrs 
Frankland's wilL 

The annual income of the estate was then :

Customary and free rents of Manor 11 15 

1648 The College bought, for £160, of Sir T. Symonds, two tenements, one croft 
and one acre of meadow. 

The tenements (caUed Trope's and Malkin's) were turned into the ^rmhouse 
(in the village). Gesta, 1832, Feb. 25. 

1677 May 18. The granary and dovecote were burned, owing to a fire in the 
Vicarage house sid joining, through no negligence or carelessness of the 
occupying tenant. Therefore the College in the next year paid £141. 15^. 7d, 
for the repairs, besides giving 120 oaks felled at Croxley (in Rickmansworth), 
for which the lessee paid the carriaga 

1757 The farm consisted of 466 a. 2r. 20 p., lying in 135 parcels, and common 
rights on upland commons and half-year lands for 300 sheep and great cattle. 

1783 The College paid the beneficial leaseholder £40. 98. Od., being a quarter of 
his expenses in a (successful) lawsuit about our right to a sheep-walk. 

1799 The College redeemed the land tax for the whole (of the then) estate, 
amounting to £17. 18«. 0(^., by the transfer of £576. 3«. Od, of 3 per cent. 
Consols. 

1812 The extent of the farm was estimated at 457 a. 3 r. 32 p. and sheep-walk for 
12 score sheep and common rights; but this acreage was thought to be 
incorrect and too small 

1823 The College bought two cottages and land (one acre) abutting on the farm — 
called Hatch's, or Hitch's — for £216. 2«. 6c/., copyhold of the Manor of 
Temple. 

At the enclosure an allotment of 348 a. 3 r. 1 p. was made to the College, on 
19 a. 1 r. 25 p. of which plantations were made. 

4—2 
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1826 The acreage of the whole &urm was 419 a. 2 r. 9 p. 

1827 The College paid the beneficial leaseholder £140 for his interest in the huid 
taken for plantations. 

1823-32 The College spent between £1600 and £1600 for new buildings, pUnta- 
tions and other expenses connected with the enclosure. Oeetaf 1832, Feb. 25. 

1843 On the commutation of the tithe the share of the expense paid by the 
College was £25. I2s. 2d. (the beneficial leaseholder paying also £16. 11«. 6(L). 

1845 The Eastern Counties Railway Company paid at the rate of £100 an acre 
for the 2 a. 1 r. 13 p. taken by them. Of the proceeds our tenant received £90 
and the remainder was invested in £152. 15«. lOd Consols. 

1867 The beneficial lease was run out and the iarm was divided into two, viz. : 
West Farm (The Allotment) 348 a. 3r. 1 p. Tithe, £109. 10«. 6fl?. Rent, 

£394 ; 

East Farm (in and around the village) 68 a. 1 r. 4 p. Tithe, £25. 9«. Sd. 
Rent, £116. 

1868 A block of three cottages was built on the West Farm for £242. Us. M. 

1880 The College sold, to T. Holliday, for £6, 12 perches, formerly copyhold of 
the Manor and containing Rust's tenement. 

1883 New buildings were erected on the West Farm at a cost of £305. 

FrarMand Book. Up to the year 1832 the receipts and expenditure on 
account of Mrs Frankland's Benefaction had been entered as pcurt of the College 
Accounts in the Bursar^s Book; but in this year it was decided that a separate 
account of them should be kept It was, however, found that, in consequenoe 
of the purchases of land, &o., subsequent to the original benefaction, and the 
improvements, which had been made with monies belonging to the College, 
one-seventh (in value) of the Farm belonged to the College. 

Thus the then income of the new Book was made up of six-sevenths of the 
proceeds of the farm and all the proceeds of the rest of the Manor and of the 
London property. 

By the year 1860, when the consolidation of the College Accounts took place, 
the Book had accumulated £1550 in €k>vemment securities, in addition to 
£150 Consols taken in 1854 to help to pay for the new hall, kitchens, <fec. 

The farm used to be let at a fixed annual rent of £62 on a lease for 20 years, 
which was renewed, generally, every seven years, for a fine. 

This property presents a remarkable instance of the fixity of rents which 
formerly previuled. t^rom the time it came into the hands of the College until 
the year 1867 the rent of the &rm remained at £62, notwithstanding the 
additions made to it at different times and the improvements effected at the 
expense of the College. The return for these would be the increase in the fine 
that would be paid every seven years for the renewal of the lease. 

Thus an addition or an improvement to the farm was made at the expense 
of the Corporate Funds and the increased consideration paid every seventh 
year would, if the new Frankland Account and Book had not been started, 
have been considered to have been wholly the private property of the then 
Master and 12 Seniors.

After this the beneficial lease was not renewed. 

According to the arrangement made in 1832 six-sevenths of the last three 
. fines were entered in the new Account Book of the Frankland Benefaction ; 
the remaining seventh being divided amongst the Master and (Senior) 
Fellows. 

Peterafidd Purchase. 

1891 The College bought of the executors of J. Oslar the farmhouse in the High 
Street, with buildings and homestead (2 a. 3 r. 3 p.), copyhold of the Manor of 
Temple, together with 212 a. 2r. 22 p. of arable land (partly copyhold), with 
frontages to the Ickleton and Duxford Grange Roads, for £3600, of which 
£3500 were the proceeds of the sale of land at Foulden to Lord Amherst. 

a. r. p. 

Of the 212 a. 2 r. 22 p., 10 2 20 were freehold, 

130 3 10 copyhold of the Manor of Dabemoons, 

42 2 16 „ „ „ Temple, 

28 2 16 „ „ „ Lace/s. 

The copyholds of the Manor of Temple were enfranchised at a total cost of 
£440. 7s. Sd.; the copyholds of Lacey's at £196. 15^. 2d. The money for 
these enfranchisements was provided from funds held by the Board of 
Agriculture on account of sales, Ac., of other College lands. 

A portion of what was copyhold of the Manor of Dabemoons is subject to 
the charge of distributing herrings to the poor of Duxford annually, now com- 
muted for an annual payment of 15 shillings. 

The apportionment of the tithe on our whole property in this parish is 
£210. 12«. M. 

The total rental in 1875 was £524 ; in 1885, £435 ; in 1895 (after the 
above addition), £470, Coll^^ paying tithe; in 1905, £511. 

Elmuam or North Elmham (Norfolk). 

1749 Bartholomew Wortley devised this amongst other estates {see Atheriho- 
tok) to the College. (He appears to have given £762 for the freehold portion.) 
10 a. 2 r. are copyhold of the Manor of Nowers, the quit-rent being lis. 2d, 

1799 The land tax (£6. 4«.) was redeemed for £227. 69. Sd. Consols. 

Before the enclosure (1830) the estate consisted of 93 a. 1 r. p. and common- 
rights for an unstinted number of cows. After the enclosure it contained 
107a. 2r. Op., lying in two separate parcels. 

1838 The tithe apportionment is £14. 9s. Od. 

1847 The Norfolk Railway Company took 3 a. 1 r. 3 p. and paid £550. 

1848 The same Company took 1 a. 3 r. 25 p. and paid at the rate of £100 an acre. 
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1882 The G.KR. Company took ia. 2t. 12 p. and paid £900, invoBted in 
£825. 13«. 3d, Consols. 

The rent in 1875 was £150; in 1885, £90; in 1895 (College paying tithe), 
£72; in 1905, £50. 

Fakenham (Norfolk). 

1740 Bartholomew Wortley devised this amongst other estates (see Athrrino- 
ton) to the College. It was all copyhold, the acreage and quit rents being as 
follows : 

Manor of Fakenham Lancaster, 47 a. 3 r. 20 p., quit rent 9«. 6<f. 
„ • „ Rectory, 2r. Op., „ „ Sd. 

The fine in both Manors is 4«. an acre. 

He had inherited 20 a. 1 r. 30 p. in the first-named Manor from his father, 
John Wortley. 

He also left £1 a year to the poor of Fakenham to be paid by the College 
so long as the Churchwardens should keep in repair his father's tomb in the 
Churchyard — on the S. side of the Church — {Caian for 1905, Vol. xiv, p. 99). 

1799 The land tax (£5. 198.) was redeemed for £218. 3^. M. Consols. 

1800 The Wortley Fund redeemed, for £48, from the proprietor of K Barham 
Foldcourse his right of shackage over these lands (called the " half-year lands "). 

1807 The acreage was estimated at 50 a. 2 r. 30 p. 

1856 The Wells and Fakenham Railway Company took 2 r. 19 p. and paid £150. 

1861 The same Company sold to the Wortley Fund 1 r. 29 p. for £18. 0& Od, 
paying also £1. 78, 2d, expenses. 

1867 At the enclosure the College received an allotment of 1 acre, which was let 
for £1 annual rent 

The fields lie very scattered about the town. 

The tithe apportionment upon the whole of the property is £23. 4«. Od, 

1908 The College enfranchised the whole of its copyhold land in the Manor of 
Fakenham Lancaster for £75. 2«. 2d. and £37. 7«. Bd expenses. 

The College also sold, for £420, 1} a. of Na 133 on the Ordnance Map to 
the Norfolk County Council as the site for a school. 

1010 For £123. 15^. we redeemed the tithe, apportioned at £4. 19«., on the 
9 a. 3r. 32 p. out of No. 133 retained after the sale in 1908. 

Foulden (Norfolk). 
Advowson, Rectory a/nd Vicarage. 

1354 The College bought the advowsons of Foulden and Wilton from the Priory 
of Lewes, with the licenses of Lords Arundel and de Poynings, of whom 
**in capite tenebantur." 

The Priory had been in receipt of pensions of £5 and £2. 10«. a year from 
the Churches of Foulden and Wilton respectively. The right to these was 
conveyed to the College upon the mediety of the Church of Walpoole being 
appropriated to the Priory, as compensation, by the Chapter of Norwich. 

The Bishop (Bateman), with the consent of the Chapter, of Norwich, gave his 
license for the College to appropriate, after the next vacancy, the Church (Le, the 
Rectory) of Foulden to the College, reserving for the Vicar £10 a year* and a 
suitable dwelling-house (^'competens habitatio") and for the Bishop and his 

1 This, I suppose, meant that, besides the house to be provided, there should be reserved 
Vicarial glebe and tithe so much oat of the glebes and tithes as would bring in an inoome of £10 a 
year. 
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suooefisora £1 a year in lien of firstfroitB, and ordaining that at a vacancy 
the College were to present two persons, of whom the Bishop was to choose one 
and institute him as Yicar, and that the College might let the tithes and glebes, 
but not for a period longer than five years. 

We have no direct statement as to the acreage of the glebe lands. But a 
survey by Dr Brady, made in 1661, puts the extent of all the land then owned 
by the College at 112 a. 2r. Deducting from this 25 a. 2 r., the amount of 
the various lands acquired between 1354 and 1661, as stated below, we get 
87 a. as the Rectorial glebe. 

Part of it was a 3-acre piece, in which stood the Rectory House (called also 
the Impropriation House) and the large bam. 

The fixed rent of the glebe and tithes was £11. 13$, id,, the tenant paying 
all out-rents, such as the £1 to the Bishop and the £1, 6«. ScL to Castle Acre 
Priory mentioned below. 

1362 The last Rector died and the College presented to the Vicarage, so that from 
this date it enjoyed the Rectorial tithes and glebe. It then became necessary 
to provide the suitable house required by Bishop Bateman. 

1365 It was for this purpose that the College acquired (probably by purchase) from 
W. Scheffol, at this time, an acre of pasture, with a teuement. It was conveyed 
into the names of four feoffees, of whom one, R. Pulham, was a member, and 
afterwards Master, of the College. We do not know that the other three were 
members of the College, but the names of two appear as the transferees, about 
this period, of other properties which afterwards passed into the possession of 
the Collega 

In this year also the College agreed to pay a pension of £1. 6«. Sd. a year to 
the Monastery of Castle Acre for two parts of the tithes due to the Monastery 
out of the demesne lands, about 300 acres, of Robert Freville, of Foulden. 
This pension was afterwards (at the dissolution of the Monasteries, I suppose) 
paid to the Crown, and on Sept. 18, 1673, was granted out from the Crown, 
and in 1753 belonged to T. Pyle, of whom it was then bought by the College 
for £37. 

1386 Two feoffees of the Vicarage House released it to the <lther two, Wm. Pysale 
and H. Thomson. 

1391 In November an Act (15 Rich. II, cap. 5) required that, for all lands held 
for the use of religious or spiritual bodies or for fraternities or guilds, the 
King's license in mortmain should be obtained before Michaelmas, 1392, or 
else the lands were to be alienated to other persons. See also Mattishall for 
a similar series of licenses and transfers. 

1392 (July) The King gave his license to the College to hold the Vicarage House 
in mortmain and to H. Thomston and W. Preesehale to convey the same to 
the Collega (September) H. Thomson and W. Piecehale conveyed it to 
John de Wilton and T. de Bodeney. 

1393 (May) Wilton and Bodeney conveyed it (back) to Thomson and Pysale. 
(June 26) The King again gave his license to the College to hold the house 

in mortmain and to Piecehale and Tomston to convey it to the College. It is 
stated that this second royal license was granted because the first was not 
used at the proper time (and not, as stated in Registrum Magnum^ because the 
house was found to be in alieno foedo), 

(September) Thomson and Pysale gave the property to the College. 

1411 Abp. Arundel confirmed the CoUege in the possession of the Rectory of 
Foulden (as well as those of Mutfoi^ Wilton and Matsall). 

1412 The Priory of Speney (or Spinney), near Soham (Cambs), released to the 
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College the 6 marks which it annually paid to the Priory for the above four 
rectories. 

1479 Richard Powle, Vicar, devised by will to his successors his messuage, which he 
had bought of N. Blak, in lieu of the old Vicarage House, " in recompense of 
dilapidating and ruinating the said o]d Vicarage." 

From this time the old Vicarage is let by the College with their Rectorial 
glebe and other property in the parish ^ 

1651 When the Registrum Mctgnum was written it is stated that the Vicar enjoyed 
the house and an income of about JB40 a year. 

1653 The lease of the Rectory was renewed to Lady M. Button for 21 years, from 
Michaelmas, 1652, for a fine of £140. 

1663 (July) The College agreed to accept surrender of the lease granted in 1653 
and grant a new lease (without a fine) for 2 1 years to feoffees for the benefit 
of the Vicars, and upon its expiration to grant leases for five years each, with- 
out fines, to successive Vicars, should they in each case remain Vicar so long. 

1670 Mr Roberts, Vicar, gave notice to the College that the sub-tenant of 
their Impropriation at Foulden had let the houses of that Impropriation run 
into decay and that the bam was down (it was blown down in 1662) and the 
outhouses, and that the dwelling-house was ready to fall, and desired them to 
give leave that he might take down the house upon condition he repaired and 
built the Vicarage House as they should direct. The Master and Fellows 
then agreed not to take any advantage of that clause and covenant in the lease 
which obligeth the tenant to keep the houses in repair and also to build them 
up in case they fall, and this was agreed upon the account that they had 
formerly obliged themselves to give all their Impropriations to the Vicar pro 
tempore without any fine, he only paying the old rent due to the College. 
Geeta^ Dec. 7. 

1761 The livings of Foulden and Oxburgh were consolidated. 

1838 The Rectorial tithe was commuted for £268 and the Vicarial for 
£178. 3». 6d. 

1886 The Vicarial glebe is stated by the terrier to consist of the *'scite" of the 
Vicarage House and 2 a. 3 r. 9 p., namely, Nos. 215, 216, 217, 303, 305 on the 
Tithe Map. 

Nob. 215-17 surround the Vicarage House: Nos. 303 and 305 are near 
the river; they amount to "scarcely an acre," and were let (in 1900) for £1 
a year. 

Powle* 8 Lands. 

1479 R. Powle, Vicar, devised to the College 12 acres of arable land, namely : 

(1) 3 acres, enclosed, in Payne's Croft. 

(2) 6 acres, in one piece, in South Crofts. 

(3) 3 acres, in pieces, in the town and fields of Foulden. 

I have alreiady mentioned his (nominal) bequest of the site of the old 
Vicarage. 

We have a lease granted in 1496 by the College to J. Helver and J. 
Whitepajme, husbandmen, for five years ("except J. H. departeth this world") 
of the Rectorial glebes and tithes, Powle's Land, Drayton's House and the old 
Vicarage House, for the yearly rent of £12. 13«. 4c?., namely, £4. 3«. Ad, at the 
Purification, £4. 3«. 4rf. at Pentecost and £4. 6». 8(i at the feast of S. Peter. 

^ He also devised to the College *' the old Vicarage House'* ; but this, I take it, was ultra vires, 
as the legal estate had been in the College since 1393. At any rate it expressed his opinion that 
that house would be no longer required for the use of the Vicars. 
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I suspect that the whole of the above property soon came to be considered 
as Rectorial glebe and was let in later years as '* the Rectory " — at the yearly 
rent of £11. ISs, 4d. — at any rate all except Pa3me's Close. 

The tenants paid, in addition, £1 for the pension payable to the Bishop of 
Norwich (p. 44), and the £1. 6«. Sd. originaUy payable to the monastery of 
Castle Acre. 

1599 The rent of the Rectory (including the part of Powle's called Burnt Lane 
Close) was changed from £11. 13«. 4d to £7. 15«. 6ei?., with 6 qrs. of wheat 
and 7 qrs. 5 bush, of malt. 

In the terrier of 1661 there is an attempt, by notes in the margin, to 
indicate which were Powle's lands. These notes were added whilst T. Roberts 
was Vicar (1662-78). They succeed in pointing out four pieces, containing only 
6 a. 2 r., as Powle's lands. Amongst them is the tenement with the *' hempland ^ " 
of one rood, called Drayton's, apparently the cottage (rebuilt 1870) marked 
345 in the present Tithe Map. 

Payne's Close lay K of Powle's new Vicarage House. It is uncertain 
whether Powle bought it (1475) and left it as his own to the College or 
whether it was bought with College money and transferred into the names of 
Powle and two others. In 1502 it was transferred to three persons, all 
Fellows. The Regiatrum Magnum says <'it was bought for £40 from the 
Prioress of Thetford (Nunnery of S. George) and was vested in the Vicar {\2<L 
a year being paid to the Prioress) but that, by the carelessness of R. Leader 
(Vicar 1519-40), the Prioress entered on it again and that it subsequently 
was redeemed and returned to the College by L. Afapted," whose brother 
Gregory was Vicar 1540-66. 

Its annual rent was 6«. %d. after it had been recovered for the College: 
this was changed, in 1610, to 6«. 8^^. toith 3 bush, of wheat and 1 bush. 1 peck 
of malt, and in 1626 to 4^. ^d, toith 1} bush, of wheat and 2 bush, of malt 

1609 J. Nunn released all his interest in it to the College, reserving the annual 
rent of 12^<L to his Manor of Foulden. 

Mapted*8 Lands, indvding Nunne's Bam. 

1557 L. Mapted, sometime Fellow of the College and afterwards Master of 
Corpus, devised by will to our College: 

(1) His house in Foulden, called Shyllyngs, with a "hempland*.** 

(2) His lease of the ground containing Nunne's Barn, adjoining unto the 
said housa 



i3) Nine acres of enclosed fen-land. 



[4) Two acres of arable lying severally in the fields of Foulden. 

Nunne's Bam, standing in 3 roods, was leased in 1522, with 6 acres, by the 
Prioress of Thetford to R. Hewar for 99 years. In 1546 Hewar leased it for 
12^. a year for the remainder of the term to J. ACapted. After L. Mapted's 
death the lease was enjoyed by the College. 

In 1663, to replace the Rectorial bam, blown down in 1662, the College 
bought, of R. CalUbut, for £60, Nunne's Bam, with a yard and 3 roods of land — 
called also a barn and hempland. It was conveyed to J. Gostlin and others. 

In 1705, T. Gk>stlin, as executor of J. Gostlin, conveyed it to the College. 
It lay to the W. of the (Powle's) Vicarage House and S. of the street. 

Shortly before 1843 the bam was pulled down. 

All the other three parcels of these lands had been bought — according to a 
note in the Registrum Magnum — with College money by L. ACapted. They 

^ A small piece of land set apart for growing flax for family ase. — English DiaUet Dictionary, 
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had been oonveyed, apparently for oonvenience, to him or Q. or J. Mapted. 
After the death of L. M. they were all conveyed to the College by G. or J. M. 
or both. 

(1) Shyllings consisted of a messuage and 2 acres of hempland: to it 
belonged a right of commonage; it lay next Nunne's Bam, to the east. 

(3) The nine acres were called at first Burr Croft, afterwards Norton 
Croft. 

(4) The two acres consisted of two strips of ^ rood each in Towgate Field, 
one of 3 roods, and one of 2 roods in Burrough Field. 

There was a free rent of Is, lOdL due to the Manor of Foulden on some 
portion of these lands. 

At first all '* Mapted's Lands " were let (to £. Mapted) under the name of 
ShyUings, at the rent of 30f., changed in 1588 to 20«. with 1 qr. of wheat and 
6 bush, of malt. 

After the expiration of the 99 years' lease of Nunne's Bam at Michaelmas, 
1621, the remaining three parcels (1), (3) and (4) were let for lis. Sd. with 
6 bush, of wheat and 4 bush, of malt 

1664 After Nunne's Bam came again into the possession of the College it was let 
to the Vicar for £3. 10«. a year. 

He also had a lease of Shyllings for 10 years, if he so long continued Vicar. 
For it he used to pay a fine of £10 or £1 1 : once (1733) the fine was as much 
as 14 guineas. 

No fine was paid for a new lease of lands bought after 1663, as they were 
supposed to be let at their full annual valna 

1694 L<}ng*8 Land, This (7^ a. pasture) was bought of C. Long for £110. 
Ives says it adjoined Nunne's Bam. 

1695 Hayeses tenemenla and 6 acres. These were bought for £50 of F. and 
R. Hayes. The Oeata Book calls the property a messuage and Jive acres. 

Ives says it adjoined Long's land. Part of it (3 acres) was copyhold of the 
Manor of Foulden, the quit rent being 6^d. On another part a quit rent of 
2«. 2d. a year was payable to the Manor of Foulden; and on a third part 
one of la. 2d. to the Manor of Didlington. 

The College let Long's and Hayes's lands to the Vicar for £10 a year. 

1709 The Ttoo Roods. For £8 the College acquired from W. Barber his interest 
in 2 roods of pasture held on a lease of 999 years from 1674, and let them 
to the Vicar for lOa. a year. 

1734 Hwrea^B Land. The College bought, for £17, of E. Horrex 1 acre in 
Burrough Field, and let it to the Vicar for lis. a year. 

1754 The whole property owned by the College was found to consist of 79 difierent 
pieces, containing in all 118 a. 2 r. 

1781 At the enclosure the Commissioners allotted to the College : 

37 a. 2 r. 17 p. in Burrough Field, and 

18 a. r. 14 p. in Holme Field, of which 1 rood was copyhold of the Manor 
of Foulden Latimer and paid a quit rent of ^. a year. 

The College also had the right of turning five head of cattle on three 
commons containing, in all, 306 a. 3 r. 29 p., paying therefor not more 
than lOtf. 

The property thus acquired was let to the Vicar for £5 a year. 
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The College also, under the Enclosure Award, had an exchange with Tjssen's 
devisees, taking in

The arrangements for the Enclosure Act and of the subsequent enclosure 
seem to have given some little trouble. The College paid Mr J. White, the 
Vicar, £7. 28, 9c£., in 1781, for his expenses in appearing before a Committee 
of the House of Commons, and £7. lU. 4c?., in 1783, for the preparation of 
plans, (fee., and £100, in 1785, for his trouble in the matter. 

1801 By the transfer to the (Government of £630. ISa. id. Consols the College re- 
deemed a land tax of £S, I9s, Od. on the Rectorial glebe and tithes, and land 
taxes amounting to £5. ds, OcL on its other lands, and purchased a tax of 
£3. 6«. Od. payable out of the Vicarial glebe and tithes. 

1839 The College gave 1 rood of land— part of No. 218 on the Tithe Map—for the 
site of a schoolroom. The conveyance was executed in 1871. 

1884 The lands belonging to the College were let directly to the occupying tenants; 
and the Coll^;e collected its own tithes directly, instead of letting them to the 
Vicar. 
The total rack rents of the lands then amounted to £151. 

1891 The College sold 101 a. 1 r. 37 p. to J. Mitford for £3500, retaining only the 
following pieces, all pasture, lying next the Vicarage House :

Grantchester (Cambs). Slegg'a Closes. 

1782 For the purchase of these, with other property, see Newnham (p. 29). 

They were Lammas lands. The actual acreage was 3a. Or. 27 p. and 
3 a. 1 r. 23 p. At the Grantchester enclosure 3r. 10 p. were taken from the 
latter and added to the former, and the remainder of the latter was assigned 
to King's College, by which our portion was freed from tithes and sheep-walk. 
Also two pieces of land in Barton, containing 3 r. 38 p. and 1 r. 25 p., were 
allotted to the College, for which see Ely Trust. 

1799 The land tax of 16«. was redeemed for £16. 8^. 6^. money. 

1872 The 3 a. 3 r. 37 p. was let for digging brick earth. 

1899 The whole (then said to measure 3 a. 2 r. 38 p.) was sold to E. Bolton for 
£800. 
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Haddenhah (Cambs). 

The property of the College in this parish previously belonged to the brothers 
W. and N. Buckenham, of whom W. B. was the Master of the Coll^;e. 

N. R devised his lands to the College; but W. B. claimed them jure 
cognationis, and made good his claim ^ 

1534 The College bought, for £200, of W. Bnckenham (then Master), all his lands 
and houses in Haddenham and one of his three houses in Pease Market Hill, 
in Cambridge. They also paid him a further sum of £100 for securing this 
purchase in mortmain. 

The £300 was (part of) the gift of Dr J. Baily for the foundation of the 
ninth fellowship. 

The whole property then brought in £9. 12f. a year. 

The Haddenham portion consisted of two tenancies. 

(1) Madingley's, containing 157a. 3r., namely, 46a. Ir. Op. whole year 
lands and Ilia. 2 r. common field lands, of which 35 a. 3 r. were fen-land 
(20 a. 3 r. being in Grunty Fen^, 7 a. 1 r. in Wentworth Fields and 3 roods in 
Sutton Fields, and having a fold course for 300 sheep. With it was let a marsh 
in Erith, called Mytfitter's, containing 2 roods. The rents were set at first at £8 
and is. : these were afterwards (1603) altered, in accordance with the Com 
Act of 1576, to £5. 9s, icL, with 4qr8. of wheat, 5qrs. 5 bush, of malt and 
4 wethers; and to 2s. 8d, with 1 bush, of wheat and 1 bush, of malt Various 
out-rents for this farm amounted to Ss. id. 

(2) Patrick's, consisting of a house and 54 acres, with Stevens', 25| acres, 
for which a free rent of 2s. lid was paid to the Manor of Oreyes. These 
farms lay in 99 different parcels and included 3 a. 2 r. 13 p. in Grunty Fen. 
The rents at first were set at £4 and £1. Ss. Od. : these, in 1598 and 1617, 
were changed to £2. I3s. 4d, with 2 qrs. of wheat and 2 qrs. 5^ bush, of malt; 
and to I5s. 4d, with 2 qrs. of wheat and 6 bush, of malt ; also 4 capons. 

1654 With the consent of the College the tenants of the farms exchanged 7 a. of 
Madingley's for 9 a. of Patrick's. 

1657 In lieu of their right of commonage on Ewell Fen the College received from 
the Earl of Suffolk 2 acres in that fen, Which were added to Madingley's. 

1800 The fen-land is said to be daily improving from the last Drainage Act (passed 
within the preceding five years). 

1843 Haddenham Enclosure Act was passed. Copies of portions of the map of 
this estate are annexed to show the minuteness of the subdivision into slips 
which prevailed before the Enclosure. The original, dated 1827, gives the 
highland parts, without the fen-land, consisting of 283 pieces and containing a 
total of 171 a. Or. 14 p. The second copy gives a smaller portion than the 
first, but on an enlarged scale to show more distinctly the area of each slip 
and the names of the ac^oining owners. 

The College share of the expenses of this enclosure was £84. 4^. Od 

After it our acreage was as follows :

Subsequently it was found that some land that should have come to the 
College under the Enclosure Award had been aUotted to Lord Hardwicke. 
For ^is his Lordship paid compensation to the College. The actual unount 
I have not been able to find.

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The land tax on Madingley's and Ewell Fen together was £5. Ss, Od. 

For three centuries these farms were let on leases for 20 years, which were 
renewed at intervals of, generally, seven years. The fines in the 17th and 18th 
centuries varied from £21 to £50 for Madingley's and from £12 to £35 for the 
other tenancies.

In 1854, when the lease ran out, the farm was relet at a rack rent of £228. 

In 1814, as the tenant did not take up a new lease, the Bursar's Book 
advanced £305. 5^., in lieu of the fine, for division amongst the Master and 
Fellows; and again, in 1821, £334. 

In 1828, of i^e £1600 paid as a fine by the tenant on taking up his new 
lease, £885 was taken by the Bursar's Book as repayment for the advances in 
1814 and 1821, and the remainder was divided amongst the Master and 
Fellows. 

In 1841 and 1848 respectively £420 and £400 were paid by the Bursar's 
Book to the Registrary for division amongst the Master and 12 (Senior) 
Fellows in lieu of fines.

In 1857, when the last 20 years' lease ran out, the farm was relet at a rack 
rent of £110. 

In 1844 and again in 1851 the sum of £120 was paid out of the Bursar's 
Book for division amongst the Master and 12 Fellows in lieu of fines. 

1861 Grunty Fen was enclosed and 14a. Or. 9 p. were allotted to the College, of 
which 8 a. 2 r. 29 p. were added to Madingley's and 5 a. 1 r. 20 p. to Patrick's. 
The expense to the College was £108. 18«. 0^. The land ia close to Wilburton 
Railway Station. 

1866 The Railway Company took 1 a. 2 r. 9 p. and paid £108. ISa. 6d. 

1867 A plot of ground adjoining Wilburton Station, containing 3r. 2 p., was 
bought from the Railway Company for £53. 7«. M. and added to Madingley's. 

1872 The land in Ewell Fen was sold to R Camps for £150, which bought 
£161. IBs. lid. Consols. 

1892 The house was burned down and a new house was built at a cost of 
£528. 16«. 6d 

The apportionment of the tithe on the whole of our estate is £53. 2$. bd. 

In 1875 the rents amounted to £332; in 1885, £346; in 1895 (College 
paying tithe and Drainage Taxes), £100. 

Note. — In the Regiatrum Magnum it is said that the College at one time 
owned 240 acres in Wickham and sold them (apparently in or just before 
Dr Caius's time) to J. Gudderell for 190 marks. 
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Haglo and Pulton (Qloucestebshire). 

Sir R. Williflon, of Sugwas, in Herefordshire, formerly Fellow, devised by his 
will (proved 1575) to the College his castomary lands in the Manor of Haglo 
and Pulton, in the parish of Awre, in the Forest of Dean, for the founding 
of two Scholarships. 

He had during his lifetime leased these lands to various tenants for terms of 
1000 years from 1568 — the reserved rents amounting to J&7. la, M, 

But as, according to law, lands could not be passed to a Corporation by wiU, 
the widow, Anne, and John Skippe, the next heir, granted these lands to the 
College, the rents being enjoyed by the widow during her life. 

1596 The widow died on August 4. 

1859 These lands were sold to the Crown for £275, invested in £282. 15«. 6d 
Consols.

1705 Dr J. Qostlin {see also Shalfobd) late President of the College and nephew 
of Dr Gostlin, at one time Master, died on Feb. 1, 1705, and devised to the 
College this advowson. 

1723 Mr Morrant was presented to this living and to that of S. Clement, in 
Norwich (the advowson of which had been bought in 1705), and gave a bond 
that he would not resign one li\dng without resigning the other. It was then 
intended that these two livings should always thus be held by the same 
Incumbent — one in the city and one in the county. 

1787 The Rector (B. Edwards) exchanged 2 r. 1 p. of Glebe for three pieces, con- 
taining, in all, la. Or. 4 p., belonging to J. L. Joslin. This exchange 
rendered the estates of both parties much more compact. Before it they 
had been inconveniently intermingled. 

1860 Up to this year the presentation to the living had been in the gift of the 
Master. By the new Statutes, confirmed this year, the Master and Seniors 
had to present. 

The tithe apportionment is £855 : and the Glebe contains 58 a. 

Hinton or Cherry Hinton (Cambs). 

Willotve8*8 Qift. 

1503 Thomas Willowes, of Cambridge, glover, devised to the College the 
greater part of his lands in HintoD, Teversham (which see), Fulboum and 
Bitton (part of which had been purchased of the executors of Lady Anne 
Scroope) for the term of 99 years ; and, if the College got them mortmained 
within that space, then for ever ; otherwise to sell the lands and with the money 
to maintain his donation. 

The lands in Ditton and Fulboum went with those in Teversham, to make 
up " Willowe8*8 Farm " there. 

The lands in Hinton (called Gaye's lands) contained 48 a. 1 r. They con- 
sisted of a close of pasture, containing 1 acre, in which a house formerly stood, 
1^ roods of pasture in a close and 80 different stripm, lying dispersedly in the 
eight unenclosed fields of Hinton. 
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The lands were held on a 20 years' lease. 

The fine for a new lease when seven years had expired was about £S. lOs, 
(and when 20 years had expired £15) until 1796, when it was £33. 10«. 

For some of these lands an out-rent of £1. 78, was payable to the Manor of 
Netherhall. 

1579 The *<old rent" had been £2. In accordance with the Com Act of 1576 
this was changed into £1. 6«. ScL of money and 2 quarters of wheats to which 
was added 1 quarter of wheat in lieu of a boar formerly paid. 
This was the first com rent on any of our lands. 

1611 This com rent was changed to one of 2 quarters of wheat and 1 qr. 2 b. 3 p. 
of malt. 

1752 The estimate of the acreage was 45 a. 1 r. 20 p. and a right of common. 

Peters's Gift. 

1708 W. Peters, Rector of Weeting, devised to the College his estate at Hinton. 

It consisted of house, homestall, five closes and a large number of strips 
lying in the different fields. The acreage of the whole was 66 a. 3 r. A part 
of it was copyhold, for which a quit rent of 12«. was paid to the Manor of 
NetherhalL 

It was always supposed to be rack rented. 

At first the rent was £30. 

1708 The land tax on Peters's farm, £3. Ss. Od., was redeemed for £124. 13& 4d. 
Consols. 

The land tax on Gaye's (Willowes's) land was £1. 28. Od, It was redeemed 
with the land taxes on several of our other Cambs estates for one amount 
of Consols. The portion for Gaye's land would be £40. 6«. Sd, 

1810 By the Enclosure Award (signed Dec. 18) the lands belonging to the CoUege 
were completely changed for those of other owners; and the College thus 
obtained a very much more compact property. 

The hedges, trees and underwoods on the old enclosures given up by the 
College were paid for to the College and those taken by the College were paid 
for to the persons giving them up. 

The College received, in lieu of the whole of Willowes's land : 
One freehold allotment in Fendon Field, 

abutting on the Hills Boad 22a. 2r. 16 p. 

Besides the open field lands, the enclosures, originally part of Willowes's land 
and passed by the Award to other owners, are thus described : 

One-half part (containing 1 r. 8 p.) of an old enclosure, No. 7, called the 
Pightle, awarded to T. S. Headley ; 

An old enclosure, No. 36, called L Close (containing 1 a. r. 11 p.), awarded 
to J. Barrow ; 

Two parts of an old enclosure, called Bell Close, Nos. 150 and 152 (con- 
taining together 1 r. 33 p.), awarded to the Impropriators. 

Besides the open fi^d lands, the following enclosures, originally part of 
Peters's Farm, and at this time passed to other owners, are thus described in 
the Award :

The sum of XI 26 was paid from the Peters Book to C. G. Brand, but this 
apparently (Gesta, April 29, 1809) was for No. 113 only. What was paid and 
whence the money was obtained for the rest of the purchase I cannot find. 
Possibly part of the sums paid to the Enclosure Commissioners, &c., mentioned 
below, may have been for this purchase. 

The lands in the parish were freed from tithes.

1810 Gaye's (Willowes's farm) land was let for a fine for the last time, namely, 
£40. 5«. 6d 

In 1817 and 1824, when under the old system the lease would have been 
renewed, the Bursar's Book advanced what would have been the fines, viz. £40 
and £50, to the Master and Seniors, being recouped by the increase of rent, 
which was brought into it under the next lease, granted in 1830. 
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The rents of Petere's Farm about this time were as follows :

1827--8 New buildings were put up at a cost of £308. \0s. Od. 

1830 A lease of all our land, 76 a. 1 r. 12 p., in Hinton, was granted to M. R. 
Yentris for eight years at a rent of £112, of which the College assigned £80 
to the Peters Book and £32 to the Bursar's Book. 
No mention is made of the old com rents. 

1845 In the lease for 12 years, granted this year, the rent is set at £120 and, in 
addition, the old com rents are revived. Of the £120 the Peters Book 
received £93 and the Bursar's Book the remainder. 

1860 When the accounts of all the College estates were consolidated into the 
Bursar's Book, the Peters Book had rolled up £1250 Consols, besides £150 
Consols lent to the College in 1856 for the new hall. These amounts of Stock 
formed part of the Reserve Fund then established. 

1871 The old com rents were given up and the money rent set at £130. 

Up to this year Peterhouse had paid us lOd. annually for one of their fields 
in S^nton. This they now commuted for £1. 6«. Sd. Possibly this was a quit 
rent of the Manor of Mortimer's. 

1883 The College, for £1550, bought, of the executors of John Okes, 25 a. 2 r. 4 p., 
of which 20 a. 3 r. 4 p. are copyhold of the Manor of Netherhall (quit rent 
£1. 14«. Od.). The pipes of the Cambridge Waterworks Company, between 
the reservoir and the town, are laid beneath this land. 

The purchase money was provided partly by the sale of the following

The small remainder was obtained from money received for the sale of gravel 
and from enfranchisements of copyholds in Manors belonging to the College. 

1900 Of the land purchased of C. G. Brand at the enclosure, part, namely 
la. 2 r. 13 p., was copyhold and was enfranchised this year for £28. la, bd. 

1903 For £310 the College bought, of H. Willson and others, a spinney, called 
the lame-kiln Close, containing 5 a. 3 r. 24 p. with a cottage, at the comer 
between the roads to Fulbourn and Shelford, copyhold of the Manor of 
Hinton Rectory. It was enfranchised in 1904 for £24. 4«. 3d, and £17. ISs. 
for expenses. 

Also, for £2400, they bought, of G. and A. J. Keeble, 81a. 3r. 26 p. of 
freehold arable land, part of Uphall Farm {see 1906)« This land adjoins our 
D^Engaynes Farm at Teversham. 

In 1875 the total rental in Hinton was £130; in 1885, £189; in 1895, 
£120; in 1905, £240.

1811 The Coll^ie bought on behalf of the Wortlej Benefaction the advowson of 
this Rectory, for £2300, of the assignees of 8ir R. Kerrison and Son.

1905 Mrs M. G. May, the wife of a member of the Coll^;e and Rector, gave the 
advowson of the Rectory to the College. 

The glebe contains 109 acres and the tithe rent charge is apportioned 
at £137. 

Lavenham (Suffolk). 

1713 The advowson of the Rectory was bought for the College by Mr Cambom's 
executors (see Ashdon and Blofield) of Sir Symonds d'£we8, Bart., for 
£710. 15«. Orf. 

1799 A land tax of £48. 13«. 6d, payable out of the Rectory, was bought by the 
College for £1622. 10«. Od. Consols. 
The tithe apportionment is £894. The glebe land contains 144 acres. 

London. Charterhouse Square. 

1900 (May 4) The College bought, for £3900, of H. T. Tubbs, a piece of ground, 
with the building thereon — ^known as 40, Charterhouse Square — ^having a 
frontage of 22 ft 4 in. to the Square and extending from it to the Aldersgate 
Station of the Metropolitan Railway. 

The property formeriy belonged to this Railway Company, who sold it 
subject to their right to re-enter and re-pnrdiase it should it be required for 
the purposes of their railway within 21 years of the death of the last surviving 
grandchild of Queen Victoria who was alive on Aug. 4, 1880, and also subject 
to the condition that a narrow strip of it next the Aldersgate Street Station 
shall not be built on. 

The lines and works of the Railway Company are beneath part of the 
premises and the Company may enter on them for the purpose of repairing 
these works, but compensating the owners and tenants for damage. 

The College bought the property subject to a lease for 80 years from 
March 25, 1900, at an annual rent of £130. 

Philip Lane. 

1586 Mrs Joyce Frankland, widow (daughter of Robert and Johanna Trapps), 
devised to the College (besides the £1540 laid out on the Manor of Dabemoons 
in Duxford) her principal messuage and two tenements in Philip Lane, in the 
parish of Aldermanbury. 

She says, *'I value the 3 houses and will that they shall let after the rate of 
£33. 6«. 8^1 by year and not under," *' which rent I will not have abated, if so 
much may be made of the same, without any fine or income to be paid by any 
lessee or occupier of the sama" 

Until the Great Fire of London, the rent-roll of the estate, as shown by the 
Bursar's Book, remained as follows : £ $. d.

The confer is that between Philip Lane and Addle Street. 
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1669 After the Fire the ground whereon the houses lately stood was leased for 
40 years, the rent to Im £20. The tenant '' will within 5 years erect so many 
houses as he conveniently can, according to the Act for the rebuilding of the 
City" and enters into a bond of £1500 for the performance of the covenants 
of the lease. 

1754 At Mr J. Smith's survey the plot was found to measure about 43 yards on the 
west, along the Philip Lane front, 15 feet on the south, along Addle Street, 
and 38 feet on the north. The houses were 8 in number. The Brewers' Hall 
abuts on part of the east side. 

Until 1864 the land was always let for £20 a year on a 40 years' lease. 
The rent was paid with singtdar irregularity — sometimes as much as 7 years' 
rents being paid at once. The lease was renewed at the following dates for 
the fines mentioned below :

The fines were shared between the Master and Seniors. 

1864 A new lease for 25 years was granted to the sub-lessee, at a rent of £200, 
he to expend at least £500 in improving the premises. He did this, apparently, 
by rebuilding the comer house, which is now known as 22 Addle Street and 
No. 1 Philip Lane. 

1882 (December) At <<the Wood Street Fire," Nos. 5-7 Philip Lane were 
destroyed, Nos. 2-4 much injured. 

1883 The lease was surrendered and the property relet from June 24, as follows : 
No. 1 Philip Lane and 22 Addle Street for 20^ years, rent £110 for the 

first 6^ years and afterwards £200. 

Nos. 2-5 Philip Lane, for 6^ years at £110 and then for 53| years at 
£400. 

Nos. 6 and 7 Philip Lane, for 2 years at £30, the next 4 years at £60 and 
then for 53f years at £120. 

Nos. 2-5 were rebuilt as 3 houses, a restaurant in the middle and show- 
rooms for manufacturers' samples on each side. 

1895 The lease of No. 1 Philip Lane and 22 Addle St. was abandoned and the 
house was relet in three flats for rents amounting to £250, the College paying 
rates and doing repairs. This house has an entrance in Philip Lane and at 
the comer of Philip Lane and Addle Street, and is thus reckoned as being in 
both streets. 



Marshwood (Dorset). 

1900 The College bought, for £3300, of G. W. Dawes, two farms called Hackeridge 
and Batts containing together 190 a. 2 r. 5 p. 

The annual rent is £200, and the tithe apportionment £30. 14«. lOcL 

1904-5 The College spent about £200 on the repairs and improvements of the 
house and buildings.

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Mattishall OB Matsall (Norfolk^ Advowaan and Bectary^ 

It is uncertain who was the benefactor who gave us this advowgon — or 
whether it was bought by the College. Blomefield attributes the gift to Dame 
Pakenham. 

The Registrum Magnumy foUowing Caius's Annals and followed by the 
Commemoration Service, attributes it to Sir Ralph Heminghale, saying that 
he conveyed to the feoffees of the College both the (patronage) acre and che 
advowson. 

The foUowing is the course of events as shown by the documents. 

1363 W. de Morlee conveys to R. de Hemenhall, R. de Walkessare, R. de Eccles 
the advowson and one acre with a certain tenement thereto belonging. 

1370 (April 25) R. de Hemenhall and R. de Eccles convey the same to A. de 
Wykemer (Parson of Hockwold), W. de Aldeby, B. de Haddelie, H. de Tomston, 
W. de Herlyngg, S. de Hoghton, and R. de Pulham (afterwands Master). 

(May 13) An agreement is made between Sir R. Hemenhale and the 
CoUege. It recites that Sir R. H. had conveyed to A. de Wykemer, <Scc., the 
advowson and acre, in order that, when they had license from the King and all 
other feudal (Jbedi) lords for this purpose, they might convey the property to 
the CoU^^e. The College is to celebrate annually a mass for Dame Pakenham 
and her son, Sir T. Pakenham, and pray for the health of Sir R. Hemenhale 
and his wife, and after their deaths shall solemnize their exequies every year in 
their chapel or the parish church ; and, after that the Church of Mattishall 
shall be legally appropriated and acquired for their own use, the College shall 
provide three chaplains for this purpose. Sir R. Hemenhale also ordains that 
out of the proceeds of the Church of Mattishall the Master shall receive £1 a 
year and each of the Fellows (there were then three) IZs, Ad. 

1389 R. de Pulham releases to H. de Thomson and W. de Harlyngg all his rights 
in the above property. 

1390 (September) Andrew Dale (of Bathele), Rector, died. He had been 
Rector from 1358. 

Thomas, son and heir of W« Morlee, presented one J. Pelle, but Thomson 
and Harling presented W. Rokehawe, 

1391 who, in accordance with the order of the King's Courts, was instituted 
by the Bishop of Norwich. 

It should be noted that, at any rate from 1321, the Rectors had been ap- 
pointing Vicars. 

In November was passed the Act (see Foulden Vicarage House) requiring 
that, for all lands held for fraternities, dec., the licenses in mortmain of the 
King and all mesne lords should be obtained before Michaelmas, 1392, or else 
the lands were to be alienated. 

1392 (July) The King gives his license for the College to hold the advowson of 
Mattishall (and the Vicarage House at Foulden) in mortmain and to appropriate 
the Church at Mattishall. But this license could be used only after all mesne 
lords of the fee (if any) had had a sufficient time (6 months each, by 7 Ed. I^ 
Stat. 3) in which to assert any claims they might have. 

The Bishop of Ely claimed the Patronage (extensive possessions in 
Mattishall belonged to the See of Ely as late as the enclosure, in 1803). The 
College referred the case to Pope Boniface IX, 

1392-3 who (Jan. 19) addressed a Bull to the Bishop of Coventry and Lichfield, 
directing him to enquire into the rights of the Bishop of Ely and to see that an 
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adequate provision for the Vicars was being made out of the income of the 
Church. The Bull further gives leave for the College to take and retain 
possession of the parish Church and of all rights and appurtenances. 

1393 (June 26) The King again gives his license for the advowson of Mattishall 
(and Vicarage House of Foulden) to be conveyed to, and held in mortmain by, 
the College, paying to the King, in addition to the former £10, a further sum 
of 10 marks for confirmation of h\B/ormer license, as it had not been used at the 
proper time. The King further directed that the CoUege should give yearly a 
sufficient sum to the poor of the parish and sufficiently endow the Vicarage 
according to the order which would be made by the Diocesan (ue, in accord- 
ance with 15 Rich. II, c. 6, passed in 1391). 

(July 30) The Bishop of Ely gives his license to the College to hold the 
advowson and one acre in mortmain, they being held of the Bishop in chief ; 
the College paying yearly 1 lb. of frankincense at Fen Ditton, on tiie altar of 
the Bishop's chapel, as settled by the Bishop of Coventry and Lichfield. 

(Sept. 22) The Prior and Chapter of Ely consent to the above arrange- 
ment. 

(Oct. 6) The " littera executoria '' of the Bishop of Coventry and Lichfield 
states that on enquiry he finds that the Vicarage, from of old, had been 
sufficiently endowed. 

1393-4 The King — for 20«. — ogives his license for the one acre at Mattishall (and 
a messuage in Cambridge) to be conveyed to, and held in mortmain by, the 
College. 

1394 (May 1) Thomston and Herlyngg convey the advowson and acre to the 
College. 

1396 (April 29) Rokehawe resigns the Rectory. The College presents A. Symond 
to the Vicarage. 

(June 25) The Bishop of Norwich acknowledges to have received from the 
College 28 marks (£18. 13«. 4c?.) as firstfruits of the Church. 

Subsequently, it was arranged that the College should pay £1 a year to the 
Bishop of Norwich in lieu of firstfruits of the Church of Ma^^hall. I 
cannot find any deed settling this. It will be remembered that Bishop 
Bateman made a similar arrangement for Foulden, Mutford and Wilton 
when he appropriated the churches of those places to the Coll^;e. Probably 
the Bishop made it for Mattishall when, in accordance with the Royal license 
of 1393 and 15 Rich. II, c. 6, he made order for provision for the Vicar and 
the poor. These four payments are still made annually by the College to 
the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. 

1402 and 1407 The Pope's Nuncio in England gives his receipt for 20 marks as 
firstfruits of the Churches of Matsall and Wilton. 

1411 Thomas de Arundel, Archbishop of Canterbury, confirms the College in the 
possession of the Churches of Mattishall, Foulden, Mutford and Wilton. 

1412 The College redeemed the payment of 6 marks a year from Foulden, Wilton, 
Mattishall and Mutford to the ccmvent of Spinney, near Soham (Cambs). 

I cannot find when or why this payment was imposed. 

1622 Frederick, Lord of Pittinwenne, and his wife, surrendered to the College 
their right to the Parsonage, &c. 

The deed does not say if they received for this surrender any consideration; 
nor in what their right consisted. 

Henceforth the College has remained in undisturbed possession of the 
advowson and Rectory without further confirmation. 
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All the College property in the parish (except the advowson and the trees) 
used to be let on one lease generally for 20 years : the rent was originally £14. 
In 1608 this was changed to £10 with 6 qrs. of wheat and 8 qrs. of malt. 

In 1643 it began to be let to the Yicar, who undertook to pay all cat-rents, 
to keep the chancel and other buildings in repair and to bring sufficient pea- 
straw into the Church at Christmas and Easter and strew it according to custom. 
No fine was paid for a new lease, which was to continue for 10 years, provided 
the lessee continued Yicar, and to terminate if within the 10 years he ceased 
to be Vicaor. 

In 1820 the rent was reset at £230 and in 1832 at £200. 

1799 The land tax (£5) on the Rectory House, cottage, about 3 a. 2 r. of land 
and all the great tithes was acquired by transferring to the Government 
£183. 6«. Oc^. Consols, which had been bought with £110. 2«. 3(2. taken from 
the Wortley Book. 

1803 The enclosure of the parish took place. 

The College is stated to have owned before it : 



1) A messuage and bam. 



|2) A parcel of land, 3 roods 10 poles, 

[3) Another parcel, 2 a. 3 r. 9 p., 

(4) A cottage, 

together with (5) rights of commonage, i,e. of cutting necessary fuel on 
commons and waste lands and of pasturing on the same the cattle Uvant and 
oouchcmt on the premises (l)-(4). 

By the Enclosure Award an allotment on Badeley Moor, containing 
2 a. Ir. 25 p., was assigned to the College in lieu of (5). 

No. (1) was the old Rectory House (and is now divided into two tenements). 
No. (2) probably represents the one acre which is always referred to in the 
old conveyances and licenses, the possession of which seems to have been a 
necessary condition for the right of patronage, and was thus not part of the 
glebe. 

The enclosure cost the College £1. 9«. \0d, 

1838 The Tithe Award states the College property as follows : 

a. r. p. 

1) Allotment on Badeley Moor 2 1 25 arable 

|2) Bam and pasture 2 3 10 

3) House and yard 3 18 

;4) Cottage and garden 17 38 

Of these (3) apparently consists of (1) and (2) of 1803 ; (4) is called Bashes 
in the old leases and is generally referred as something in addition to or 
separate from the Rectory. 

The apportionment of the rectorial tithe is £488. Is, Od,, including the 
tithes on the glebes. 

1884 The system of leasing the land and tithes to the Vicar was given up ; the 
land and buildings were let directly to the occupiers for rents amounting to 
£23. 17«. ; and the College collected the tithes and repaired the chancel. 

1905 For £35 the College sold to C. Norton a piece of land, viz. (4) of 1803 and 
1838. 
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Vicar's Olebes. 

1738 For the augmentation of the Vicarage the govemora of Queen Anne^s 
Bounty, with £200 from the funds of a special charity left to them to be 
administered for such purposes, and £200 from the general revenues of Queen 
Anne's Bounty, bought a farm called Woodhouse, at Attleborough, containing :

2 3 of meadow, 

3 1 30 of pasture, 
and 22 1 36 of arable, 

together with a dwelling house and farm buildings. 

Four acres were copyhold of the Manor of '' Attleborough on the Part of 
the College ** for which a quit rent of 5«. 9^. is payable. The rent was then 
£21. 10«. Od. 

At the enclosure of Attleborough parish in 1816 four pieces containing 
5 a. r. 3 p. were allotted to this farm. 

1743 The Vicarage of Mattishall and the Rectory of Pattesley (which see) were 
consolidated. 

1784 According to the terrier made in this year, the Vicar's glebes were as follows : 
The Vicarage House, standing on 940 feet and an outhouse standing on 

250 feet; and 28 pieces of land containing about 15 acres; also a (valueless) 

manor. 

Two or three of the 28 pieces could not be identified and no rent was paid 

for them. 

The last six pieces lay in the parish of Mattishall Burgh and contained 

1 a. 3 r. 20 p. 

1795 The Vicarage House being unfit for the habitation of the minister and too 
much out of repair to be put into repair by one year's income of the Vicarage, 
Mr John Smith (then Vicar), for £50 and a rood of arable land, one of the 
six pieces of Vicar's glebe lying in Mattishall Burgh, conveyed to the Vicar 
and his successors (1) the house near the Church, which he was then occupying, 
together with the right of commonage thereto belonging, (2) the yard and 
garden adjoining the house and (3) an enclosure of pasture abutting on the 
yard and garden. 

The College advanced the £50 and were recouped out of the income of the 
Vicarage by 20 annual instalments. The Bursar's Book for Michaelmas, 1799, 
shows that the College paid the expenses of the conveyance (£7. 14«.). 

1799 Mr John Smith redeemed the land tax of £5 on the Vicarage House (t that 
acquired in 1795) and cottage (? the old Vicarage House) and about 15 a. 2r. 
of land and the small tithes. 

1803 In a statement of the property belonging to the various owners in the parish^ 
drawn up for the use of the Enclosure Commissioners, that belonging to the 
Vicar is said to be : 

(1) Two messuages, 

(2) 14 a. Ir. 22 p. of glebe, 

(3) Vicarage Manor, 

(4) Rights of commonage, Le. cutting necessary fuel on commons and 
waste lands and of pasturing on the same the cattle levant and coucharU on 
the premises in (1). Of the open field land the Commissioners allotted to the 
Vicar one triangular piece of land containing 2 a. r. 7 p. 

Of the commons and waste lands the Vicar was awarded 6 a. 3 r. 6 p. for 
rights of common. 
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The Vicar (Mr J. Smith) also effected under the Award four exchanges 
tending greatly to the consolidation of his glebes. 

He also effected a fifth, with himself in his private capacity. The Vicar 
gave up the old Vicarage House, outhouse, ya^ and garden and also two 
gardens, containing 2 r. 3 p. adjoining, and took 3 a. 1 r. 36 p. in Badeley 
Moor being the allotment of common and waste land to J. Smith in his 
private capacity. 

1811 The enclosure of the parish of Mattishall Burgh took place. 

The following is the description of the property belonging to the Vicar of 
Mattishall just previous to the enclosure : 

It is said to consist of three tenancies, containing respectively 3 roods, 
3 roods and 2 roods, together with a right of common of pasture for all his 
commonable cattle levant and cotAcJujmt upon the same premises, in, over and 
upon all the common and waste lands in Mattishall Burgh at all times of the 
year. 

In lieu of the above 1 a. 1 r. 25 p. was allotted to the Mattishall Vicarage. 

1838 The Tithe Award states that the Vicar's glebe contains 28 a. 1 r. 28 p., 
including the Parsonage (2 r. 6 p.) and the meadow adjoining (1 r. 29 p.) and 
Churchyard (3 r. 25 p.). 

The apportionment of Vicarial tithe is £296. 6«. Od,y including that on the 
Vicar's and College glebes. 

1859 When the Rectorial bam was burned down the then Vicar — Mr Paddon — 
rebuilt it on the Vicarial glebe. 

Melton or Qbeat Melton (Norfolk). 

1713 The advowson of the united Rectories of S. Mary and All Saints was bought 
by Mr Cambom's executors for £411. Is, Sd., of E. Eeene, who conveyed the 
advowson to the College. 

1723 Mr Selth was presented to Melton and to S. Michael's, Coslany, and gave a 
bond to hold both or resign both together. It was at that time the intention 
of the College that these two benefices — one in the country and one in the 
city — should be held together, and that Hethersett and S. Clement's, Norwich, 
should also be held together : and this intention had the approbation of the 
Diocesan. 

1799 The land tax of £3. 12«. on the Rectory was bought by the College for £132 
Consols. 

1839 The apportionment of Rectorial tithe was fixed at £753. 10«. Od, including 
£5 on the glebe. The glebe contains 22 acres. 

1896 The CoUege exchanged, with the Rev. H. E. Lombe, the advowson of this 
benefice for that of Swanton Morley cum Worthing. 

Mepal (Cambs). 

1702 Mr J. Halman, Master of the College and Registrary of the University, 
bequeathed to the College his lease, from the Dean and Chapter of Ely, of the 
Manor Farm at Mepal, in the Isle of Ely, — at that time sub-leased for £85 a 
year — to pay an annuity of £10 to Mrs Id. Lewis for her life and £1 a year 
to the Bursar for keeping a separate account of the benefaction; and the 
remainder of the yearly income to accumulate for five years for raising a fund 
to pay fines and other contingencies ; after that to pay £2 a year to each of 
Dr Caius's 20 scholars and £2 a year to the College chest.

The ham oonmited of 230 a. 3 r. lip. (about 100 a. being pasture) and two 
common rights and a sheep-walk for 300 sheep. 

The lease from the Dean and Chapter was for 21 years and was renewed, 
generally, every 7 years for a fine, the reserved rent being

2 Quarters of wheat, or their value in money 

A brawn at Michaelmas, or 2 

A calf at Easter, or 10 

And money 5 

The last renewal was in 1866. 

At various times the Coll^;e spent money out of the accumulations of the 
benefaction on improvements to the farm, and about 1853 when the enclosure 
of the parish took place the CoUege paid £320. 7^. 5d. towards the expenses of 
the enclosure and of fencing the portion allotted to the farm. 

In 1868 the Ecclesiastical Commissioners succeeded to the property of the 
Dean and Chapter, and at Lady Day, 1871, bought the remainder of the lease 
and the land tax on the farm, which had been acquired by the College in 
1799, by paying to the College £5500, invested in £5890. i$. 6d. Consols. 

The beneiaction proved most valuable to the College, as shown by the 
following table:

At Michaelmas, 1780, the balance belonging to the fund was £161. 

In the following year (1781) the fund be^n to accumulate stock, buying 
£500 of the 3 p.c. Consols for about £280. After this, small purchases went 
on at short intervals, so that before the end of the century the fund owned 
£1000 Consob. 

1799 £432. 1$. 1^. Consols were used for the purchase of the land tax of 
£11. 16$. Sd. on the farm. 

Also the fund made an extra cash payment of £200 to the College chest as 
a contribution towards the £6000 and upwards then lately expended in new 
College buildings and extensive repairs, and a contribution for the internal 
defence of the Kingdom {Gesta, 1799, Oct. 31). 

In 1800 the fund again started buying Consols (giving £300 for £789. 15«. 
stock). The price of CdusoIs being so low, the amount of stock resulting from 
the purchases, that went on almost every year, rapidly rose, till in 1817 it 
stood at £3680, at which it remained till 1835, when the cash balance having 
roUed up £1271, a further purchase of £600 stock was made for £553. 10«. 

At the same time the fund effected a loan, from its cash balance, under 
^'Gilbert's Act," for building the Hock wold Rectory House, which was paid 
<^ in 20 annual instalments. 

^ In 1802 the payment for each scholar was raised from £2 to £6. 
* In 1819 this payment was raised to £10. 
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After 1852 no farther purohases of Consols took place; bat cHmsiderable 
improvements on the form were paid for out of the income account, which in 
consequence became much overdrawn. 

1856 £450 of the Consols were taken as a contribution towards the payments for 
the new Hall, Kitchen, Library and Combination-room. 

1861 Under the (then) new Statutes £4650 Consols were transferred from this 
fund to the ** Reserve Fund " of the CoUege, which was then being formed. 

It was also arranged that the excess of net income over £120 each year 
should be carried to the CoUege Account (Bursar's Book) which now paid the 
scholars and the Bursar. Apparently it was considered that £120 a year 
would in time be sufficient to make up the adverse balance of £689. 6«. Sd, 
then existing and to provide for future renewals of the lease. 

1865-6 The remaining £1100 Consols were sold, and the proceeds, £990, used in 
part payment for building the last five houses in Scroope Terrace. 

1871 On the purchase of the remainder of the lease by the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners, it was agreed that the remaining adverse balance, £459. 129. 2(f., 
should be paid off by 30 annual instalments from the corporate income of the 
College (Bursar's Book). 

Milton (Cambs). 

1660 Br Batchcrof t devised to the College his lands at Milton (Venn, Vol. iii, 
p. 287). 

They were called Rye Close, or Tempest's Close. Their area is 6 a. 1 r. 55 p. 

The rent has been as foUows: 1661, £9; 1670, £7; 1751, £8; 1796, £9; 
1818, £13. 

The land was apparently always supposed to be rack-rented as I cannot find 
any mention of a fine. 

1799 The land tax (£1. U. Od.) was redeemed for £44. 2#. Od. Consols. 

1800 At the enclosure of the parish the College paid £43. 5^. M, to exonerate 
this land from tithe. 

Liatterly it has been let with our land at Chesterton. 

In a lease of this land, dated 1768, we have the word ectr as synonymous 
with plough, the tenant undertaking not to *'plow, dig, break up, ear or 
convert into tillage." 

Steeple Mordbn and Guilden Morden (Cambs), 

WITH ASHWELL (HeBTS). 

1539 J. Wbitacre gave to the College his lands, containing a messuage-— called 
Christmas's — with 5 a. of pasture and 147 a. of arable in t^e above parishes 
(Venn, in, p. 249). 

For these lands there were paid as quit rents, £1. 5$. to the Manor of 
Steeple Morden and Browes, and bs, to the Manor of Shengay. 

Christmas's was at first let for £5. 3«. M, a year. 

1556 N. Shaxton, Bishop of Salisbury, gave the sum of £20 (and other things) to 
buy lands of the annual value of 20«. This was used up ; but in Dr Caius's time 

1563 was restored, when, with £20, added by the College, 28 acres in Steeple 
Morden were bought of J. Sherman, dose to our other land. 

1572 Christmas's and Sherman's were let together for £10 a year. 
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1606 This rent was changed to £6. ISs. id., with 5 qrs. of wheat and 6qn. 5biuih. 
of malt. 

1711 N. Parham bequeathed £200 for a scholarship. 

1736 This sum was laid out in the purchase of 36 a. from S. Gundree, let at first for 
£8 to the tenant of our other lands until the renewal of the lease in 1768, 
when they were let under one lease with the other lands for £6. 13«. 4d. and 
5 qrs. of wheat and 6 qrs. 5 bush. 2 pk. of malt. 

The following are some of the fines paid for renewals of the lease :

Thus neither in annual rents nor in renewal fines does the position of the 
Oollege after 1768 appear to have been improved by the purchase in 1736. 

1753 The whole property was said to contain 185 a. 3 r. lying in 165 parcels. 
1799 The following is the schedule of the lands (by estimation) :

The annual value was put at £67 with £10 more for the sheep-walk for 120 
sheep. The trees on the land were valued at £14. lis. 

The whole property was sold to Lord Hardwicke for £1485, which, with 
interest, was paid 17 April, 1801, when Consols were bought, with which to 
redeem the land taxes on our estates. See also Swatcliffs, Wilton and 

HOCKWOLD. 



Mutford-cum-Babnby (Suffolk). 

1354 Sir £. Hemegrave — with the license of the King — grants to the College the 
advowson of the Church of Mutford for a certain sum of ready money which 
they gave him. 

About five weeks afterwards Bp. Bateman — with the consent of the Prior and 
Chapter of Norwich — appropriates the Church to the use of the College and 
gives them leave to enter upon the enjoyment of the revenues so soon as the 
then Rector vacates them — without the further license of anyone else; reserving 
to the Vicar a proper portion of the revenues, namely, 10 marks a year, and 
an appropriate dwelling. He further directs that the College may let the 
revenues, but not for a term longer than five years and only to an ecclesiastic 
(Proviso tamen quod Decime in solo ecclesiastico reponantur) ; and that in lieu 
of firstfruits the College shall pay to the Bishop of Norwich a pension of £1 a 
year. (This payment, to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners instead of to the 
Bishop, is still continued.) 

1361 The College exercised for the first time the right of presenting a Vicar : so 
that from this year it has enjoyed the Rectorial revenues. 
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1409 There is in the College treasury a lease of this date — perhaps the oldest of 
our Ck)llege leases extant—by winch the College lets, to C. Chark, Rector of 
Hengrave, and Thomas Denny of Mutford, the Rectory of Mutford, except the 
advowson, for five years. The rent to be 10 marks {£6, ISs, id.) payable half- 
yearly. 

In later leases the rent is £5. 6«. Sd.y the lessee covenanting to pay also the 
£1 to the Bishop. 

1411 T. Arundel, Archbishop of Canterbury, confirmed the College in the pos- 
session of the Churches of Foulden, Mutford, Wilton and MattishalL 

1412 The College redeemed the payment of 6 marks a year from the above four 
Churches to the Convent of Spinney, near Soham (Cambs). When or why 
this payment was first imposed I have been unable to find. 

1414 There had been a dispute with the Rectors of Gyselham and Bamby as to 
the tithes of Hobebergh, and this year the Pope confirms the award of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury that they belonged to the Church of Mutford. 

1431 The Bishop of Norwich gives leave for the union of Bamby with Mutford 
on certain conditions, which afterwards were varied by his successor. 

1434 The Rectory of Barnby (which see) was consolidated with the Vicarage of 
Mutford. 

1580 In accordance with the Com Act of 1576 the rent of the Rectory, d^., was 
changed from £5. 6«. Sd. to £3. 11a. in money, together with 5 qrs. of wheat 
and 4 bushels of malt. 

1598 At a survey held this year it appeared that the Rectorial glebes consisted 
of 47 acres. 

1624 But at the survey held in 1624 it was found that these had been almost 
entirely lost, and that nothing of them remained, except the Parsonage House 
and the barn-yard on the north side of it 

1653 A lease of the impropriation was granted to one King for a fine of £70. 

1654 Subsequently King is presented to Mutford-cum-Bamby and receives a 
lease of the impropriation for 21 years. 

[Suckling makes no mention of King in his list of Vicars.] 

1663 A lease, for five years (without fine), of the impropriation, lately seized into 
possession of the College for non-payment of rent, <fec., is granted to T. Randall, 
Vicar, he to repair the bam and other houses and to satisfy the College for 
arrears of rent. 

After this it was always leased to the Vicars (without fine) until 1880. 

1789 The living of Wheatacre (which see) was consolidated with that of Mutford- 
cum-Bamby. 

1800 Under the Enclosure Award for the two parishes there was allotted to the 
Rector one piece in Bamby, containing 3 a. r. 22 p., for his rights of common 
and all commonable rights and interests over heaths, fens, and wastes in 
Bamby. He was exempted from any part of the costs of the enclosure, which 
amounted to £2547. Ss. Id, 

1801 The land tax of £2. 14«. Od, on the Rectory of Mutford, and taxes of 11«. 
and £2. 4«. payable out of the Vicarage of Mutford and the Rectory of 
Bamby respectively, were bought by the College for £194. 6«. 8rf. Consols 
(taken from the Wortley Book). 

1847 The apportionments of the rent charges in lieu of tithes were as follows : 
Rectorial £251, Vicarial £113. 

1856 Wheatacre was disunited from Mutford-cum-Bamby. 
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1859 An exchange of land was carried ont between the Vicar and 8. Robinson, 
by which the Yicar gave up six pieces, containing in all 6 a. 1 r. 25 p., and 
received three pieces, lying near the Church, containing 6 a. 1 r. 38 p. 

1860 The rent paid by the Vicar for the impropriation was changed to one 
shilling. 

1880 The College ceased to let the impropriation and took the tithes, repairing 
the chancel for itself and allowing the Vicar to have the use of the Parsonage 
House for the Curate. It also endowed the Church (for the benefit of t^e 
Vicar) with a part of the Rectorial tithes to the apportioned value of £100. 

The (Vicarial) glebe is 16 pieces and contains 28a. Or. 8 p. It is much, 
mixed up with other people's land. 

Norwich. Advowson of 8, MxchaeVs, CoaUmy. 

1441 The patronage of this living and the Conville half-acre (in Acle) was 
conveyed by Wm. Tweight to T. Attwood (then Master of the Coll^;e) and 
others. 

Tweight had been associated with others — ^probably as trustees — in holding 
the patronage and half-acre. Whether these were a gift from Tweight to 
the College, or whether the College gave any consideration for them is not 
shown by the deeds. It seems reasonable to suggest that, as the survivor of 
a successicm of trustees, he did this with the view of the patronage Sio. being 
ultimately transferred to the College as being able to hold them in perpetual 
trusteeship. 

After the death of Attwood and some of his co-trustees the patronage and 
half-acre were conveyed by successive deeds to other sets of persons (obviously 
nominees of the College) until the year 1504 (20 Hen. VII). 

The first Gonville-man who held the living was T. DrentalL One of the 
trustees who presented him — in 1464 — was Sir T. Boleyn (Master), who, 
Blomefield says, after much trouble got the advowson settled on the Collie. 
Although this may have been so, the old practice of conveying from one body 
of trustees to another was kept up — as mentioned above — till 1504. 

This living was held by three masters of the College in succession, viz. by 

Dr Barley, who built the Parsonage House from the ground ; 

Dr E. Stubb, who bought the *' backside of the Parsonage on the east 
side,'' and built the stable; and 

Dr W. Bokenham, who bought a little piece of ground to enlarge the yard. 

To the Parsonage House belonged certain household stuff and books, of 
which two inventories, made in 1513 and 1540, are in the Treasury. The 
successive parsons gave bonds to the College for the safe keeping of these 
goods and for the repair of the house. 

1524 Robert Thorpe, Alderman of Norwich (who died 1501) obtained on Feb. 28, 
1496-7, a royal license to found by himself or his executors a Chantry 
(cantarice) at S. Michael's, Coslany, and to endow it with lands to the annual 
value of £8. This his executor, John Clerke, Alderman of Norwich, does by 
deed dated July 27, 1524. He appoints R. Webber priest of the Chantry. 
He constitutes the Chantry priest a corporation sole— Gk>nville Hall to have 
the nomination of the said priest. If any fellow of the College desires it, 
he shall have a preference. The priest to hold no other benefice or cure. 
Here again it is suggested that he did this to obtain a perpetual trusteeship— 
thus obviating the difficulty of finding at intervals fresh persons to under- 
take it. 

The lands, being vested in the Chantry priest, fell to the impropriator at 
the dissolution of the chantries under Edward VI (1547). 
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1563 Sir John Mwyn, parson and last Chantry priest, gave a tenement and parcel 
of ground adjoining the parsonage to be part of it, and also a piece of ground 
on the back side of the parsonage for the use of all future parsons. 

1803 The College paid £100 to augment the value of the living. 

To this living belonged some arable land at Wymondham, containing 
33 a. r. 7 p. and rented at £60. 

1869 The advowson was sold for £100 to the Rev. £. Holland and others — the 
College paying the expenses, £21. ISs. 9d. 

Houses in Norwich. 

1508 T. Symonds conveyed to E. Stubb, Master, and others a messuage, between 
the Church of 8. Michael's, Coslany, and the Rectory House, together with a 
comer house and another lying adjacent to it. 

The property was originally let as two leaseholds for 20 years. 

(1) The messuage — divided into six or eight tenements — rent £2. 2$, Sd. 

(2) Comer house and house adjacent — rent £1. 

The two lessees had the joint use of the common yard and well. 

1669 The same tenant held both leases. After this both portions were let on one 
lease.

The comer house had for some years been turned into a public-house, called 
the *< Eight Ringers." 

1868 The whole property was sold for £700 to Messrs Patterson and Steward. 

Advowson of S. Clement' s-on-the^Bridge. 

1705 The Collie bought the advowson from Thomas Woode for £107. 10^. OdL, 
of which sum, £100 was the gift of Mr John Case. 

1737 (about) The living was augmented by an estate of 34 a. r. 3 p. at Brooke 
— let for £23 a year. The purchase money was provided by £200 from 
Q. A. B. and £200, the gift of the Rev. E. Brooke. 

1802 The land tax (£3. 19a. 3d) on the estate at Brooke was bought by the 
College for £132 Consols; and that (£1. 19«. 6(/.) on the Rectory for 
£49. 19«. lid. Consols. 

1843 The estate was exchanged for one of 42 a. 1 r. 15 p. in Rushall and Dickie- 
burgh, and the new owner redeemed the land tax on it by paying £132 to 
the College. 

1882 R. Rigg, the Rector of S. Clement's, bou^t the advowson of S. Edmund-at- 
Oak and united the two livings. 

1887 He also bought a house (in which Opie lived at one time) and gave it to the 
united benefices as a parsonage house. 
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VariotAS. 



In the 16th century the College owned otiier properties as shown below. 
They cannot be further traced 

1537 R. Overy gives his receipt for J&17, received from feoffees of the Coll^^ 
for a messuage and garden bought by him in the parish of S. Mary's 
" VnbrefU." 

^^^ J. Goose sells to the College his house, <&c., in the parish of S. Benedict's 
??V and the College covenants with him to restore this house in case he 
^^^ should pay them £S0. 

1562 There are acquittances for £120 paid by the College for the Hostelry 
(Diversorium) of the Swan over against S. Peter's, Mimcroft. The annual 
rent was £6. 6«. 8dL It was bought incautiously, for it was soon after found 
to be in bad repair : it was then sold for J&IOO. 

Oborne (Dorset). 

1570 For purchase iee Bincombb. 

The Manor contained almost the whole of the parish and was divided into 
fifteen tenancies — or '* livings '' — held by copy of the Court Roll for three 
lives with widowhood 

The tenants paid fixed annual rents, of which the total was £14. lis. SdL, 
and on the death of a tenant a heriot was received by the College. The 
heriot was generally the best beast or goods — in one case it was one ewe sheep, 
or 38. icL in a few cases it was money, either Ss. 4:d. or 5«. 4:d. or £3. 13ir. 4d, 
On the renewal of a tenancy a fine was paid. Upon one occasion (1753) the 
fine was £770. It was the general custom to carry these fines to the 
Bursar's Book as well as the similar fines obtained from Bincombe and the 
ordinary fines of manors in the east of England. Their accumulation pro- 
vided the funds for the alteration of the College about 1750 and, partly, for 
the large College repairs at the end of the 18th century, and for the purchase 
of leaseholds of Oborne and Bincombe about the year 1825. 

1629 The College bought a tenement and 19 acres of land from Ft and J. Devonish 
for £110. Henceforth the College has owned practically the whole of the 
parish. This estate was called The Crofts. Its annual rent was, at first, 
£4. 10«., afterwards £7. Upon one occasion (1757) a fine of £10 was paid 
for the lease of it (for three Uves). 

1650 About this year the tenants exchanged lands with one another and enclosed 
all the fields and divided up the common. A terrier of 1656 speaks of the 
common as " lately enclosed." Such a method of enclosure, without the inter- 
vention of an Act of Parliament and Enclosure Commissioners, is, so far as I 
know, unique. 

1750 About this year the College on the renewal of some of the tenancies sub- 
stituted leases, still /or three Uves — under its seal — instead of copies of the Boll. 
It had been the intention of the College to have granted the leases for 99 years ; 
but they were advised by counsel that leases for years made them only chattels 
— and thus did not confer votes — whereas leases for lives were absolute 
freeholds. 

1766 A survey drawn up this year put the acreage of the land belonging to the 
College at 555 statutable acres 3 roods 32 poles and at 671 customary acres 
3 roods 9 poles (a statutable acre being to a customary one as 12*1 to 10 
nearly). 
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1794 The acreage was put at 688 computed acres. 

1826 The lease of one of the estates was bought up by the College for £1580, and 
the estate was let for £110. 

1827 The lease of another estate (Orange Farm) was bought for £4845, and the 
estate was let for £340. 

All the other leaseholds and the copyholds appear to have been run out 
The College gave up 16 poles and 4| poles for widening the Sherborne 
Turnpike Road. 

1840 The College paid £61. 16^. Sd. as their share of the expense of apportioning 
the rent charge in lieu of tithe on their land. The apportionment was 
£160. 98. Od, 

1856 The College bought 19 poles from B. Chant and another for £15. This 
parcel had been encroached from the roadside waste. 

1858-60 Two new cottages and a chaise-house on the smaller farm were built for 
£320. 

1861 The Salisbury and Yeovil Railway Company took 8 a. 3 r. 36 p. and paid 
£1154 (re-invested in the Trinity Street property bought of Dr Whewell). 
The College gave the site and £500 for the new Church. 

1864 The road was diverted and the College gave £10 towards the expense. 

1868 An old toll-house and garden were bought from the Turnpike Trustees for 
£30. 

1870 A house and garden were bought from Miss Highmore for £400. They lie 
in the angle between the roads to Obome village and Milbome Port. They 
had changed hands in 1766 for £20. 

The expenses of this purchase and that in 1868 came to £22. lis. 6d. 

1874 The last life (Hull's) in the last leasehold ran out. 

1876 The whole estate being now rack-rented, the rent roll was £1093. 

The tithe apportionment was altered, £3. 12«. being settled on the land 
taken for the railway in 1861 and £159. I7s. left on the land owned by the 
College. 

1878 Another old toll-house and garden, on the Bath Road, were bought, from 
the Trustees of the Sherborne Turnpike, for £70 on the abolition of the Trust. 
A new house for the Orange Farm cost £1510. 

1889 A new riding-stable for the same farm cost £200. 

1891 For this farm also an hydraulic ram was connected with the rivulet at a 
cost of £168. 

1894 A garden on the waste of the manor was bought from O. Chant for £11 
(expenses £2). 

1895 The College bought a strip of garden ground by the roadside for £1 1. 

1896 At the smaller farm the house was practically rebuilt for £420. 

1898 A large tank was made on the hill on the E. side of the parish, to which 
water is pumped by a wind pump from the spring near the house, bought in 
1870. From the tank are laid pipes, which supply the two farm-houses, the 
old farm-house of the Orange Farm and also two taps by the roadside for the 
use of the cottagers. The Rectory House was supplied later, for which service 
the Rector pays a rent under an agreement. The cost was about £280.

1899 The College bought, of the Rev. O. A. BenthaU, for £120, a cottage 
(formerly two) on the S. of the road to Milbome Port. 

The acreage of the parish is as follows :

The total rents from farms was in 1875, £1088; in 1885, £888 ; m 1895, 
£663 ; in 1905, £650. The College pays the tithe. 

OxBURQH (Norfolk), iand— 14 acres. 

1723 The feoffees of Hammond's Charity Lands (left for the benefit of the poor 
in 1679) gave a lease of them to Sir H. Bedingfield for 999 years from Lady 
Day at an annual rent of £2. 10«., this being above the rent previously 
obtained for them, and the rent was paid to the Rector for the benefit of the 
poor. 

The lands then consisted of one messuage and a close of pasture, to which 
also appertained certain rights over the common. 

1725 The Enclosure Commissioners allotted 3 acres of pasture and 8 of arable to 
this holding, which then consisted of 1 4 acres in all. 

1726 Sir H. Bedingfield assigned the 14 acres to J. Meriton. 

1733 J. Meriton for £100 sold to the College the remainder of the term of 999 
years. The 14 acres were then let to the Rector for £6 a year, he or Sir H. 
Bedingfield paying also the £2. 10«. for the poor. 

1839 The Commissioners for enquiring into charities under the Act of 59 Geo. Ill 
found that the property was worth more than the £2. lOs, a year, and in 
consequence the Attomey-Oeneral instituted a suit in Chancery and the lease 
of 1723 was annulled (Record Oflice, "Chancery Proceedings 1800-42, Nos. 
3066 and 3174"). 

The College thus lost these lands. 

Advowaon of the Rectory. 

1733 The advowson was bought, from J. Meriton, for £650. Mr Stephen 
Camborn's trustees advanced £550 of this sum and the College found the 
remaining £100. 

1761 The livings of Oxburgh and Foulden were consolidated. 

1801 By the transfer of £438. 3«. 4d Consols to the Government the College 
(1) redeemed a land tax of 14«. on the 14 acres which it bought in 1733 and 
lost in 1839 and ^2^ bought a tax of £12. Is. M, payable by the Rector out 
of the Rectorial gleoe and tithes. 

The glebe, including the Churchyard, contains 48 a. 1 r. 18 p. with house. 
The tithe rent charge is apportioned at £483. 14«. 4d 

Pattesley (Norfolk). 

1520 Dr Jefirey Knight devised the Manor of Pattesley to Gonville Hall for 
the maintenance of two priests — excepting the advowson of the Rectory or Free 
Chapel of Pattesley, which he devised to Sir Christopher Heydon and 
Dame Katharine his wife. He also ordained that the manorial lands, called 
Stakecroft, shall for ever remain to the Chapel. 
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1521 This manor was exchanged for that of D'Engaynes in Teversham and Stow- 
Quy of the annual value of £21, its previous owner. Sir R. Townshend, 
receiving from the College £96 out of the money given by Dr Baily. 

1576 Sir C. Heydon gave to the College the sinecure Rectory or Free Chapel of 
Pattesley, together with the perpetual advowson thereof. 

1743 The Rectory of Pattesley and the Vicarage of Mattbhall were consolidated. 

1741 The Governors of Queen Anne's Bounty gave 200 

1743 Bishop Gooch lent 200 

The Governors of Q. A. B. again gave 200 

Total £600 

This sum was laid out in the purchase of a freehold farm at Standfield, 
consisting of messuage, bam, stable and cart-lodge with 40 a. of pasture, 2 a. 
of meadow and 23 a. of arable ; these let for £30 a year. 

It is within three miles of Pattesley. It is subject to the payment of quit 
rents of 9«. 3d, a year, and, as a relief, one year's quit rent on a change of 
owner. 

The £200 lent by the Bishop (without interest) was gradually paid off by 
the incumbent, H. GoodalL 

The 9«. 3d. quit rent was made up of Ss, 6d, due to the Manor of Grissen- 
hall in N. Soken and 9d, due to the Manor of Butley in Brisley and Bilney. 
The tithe commutation on the farm is £23. 12«. 6d. 

1788 The rent of the farm was at this time £42. 

The tithe of Pattesley is represented by an annual payment of £8. Ss. made 
by the owner of the manor. At one time the payment was £10. 10«. Od, 

1798 The Rector (J. Smith) considered himself defrauded by this payment being 
so small and drew up long statements about it (copies of which are in the 
College Treasury and in the chest in Mattishall Church) and submitted them to 
various counsel, but apparently did not take the matter into court. 

1816 At the enclosure of Standfield parish five pieces containing 10a, 2 r. were 
allotted to the Standfield Farm, and also, by way of exchange in lieu of 
certain lands given up, three pieces containing 5 a. 1 r. 10 p. 

1906 The farm at Standfield was sold for £775 to Mrs Case, and £56 was paid by 
the Rector (E. M. Madoc-Jones) on being thus relieved of dilapidations on the 
farm buildings. 

Putney (Surrey). 

1896 The College bought, of Mr P. K Lilley, for £9600, four houses and shops, 
being Nos. 138, 140, 142, 144 in High Street. 

1897 The sum of £300 was laid out on the improvement of No. 144. 

1907 The gross rental is £480. 

RICKMANSWORTH (HeRTS). 

1557 Dr Caius gave to the College his manor of Croxley and SneUshall (at the 
same time as those of Runcton and Bumham Thorpe). It had formerly 
belonged to the Monastery of St Albans, and Dr Caius had bought it of the 
Crown (Philip and Mary) for £461, being 20 years' purchase of its then annual 
value. 
The free and customary rents of the manor amounted to £12. 6«. Sd. 

6—2 
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The manor contained three tracts of common Und, viz. Croxley Green, 
the Common Moor and the common land at Caadobridge. 

From the earliest times payments, amounting usually to 4«. and called 
Haling Money, have been paid to the College by the free or, since 1618, the 
free and customary tenants of the manor. Some portions of these payments 
are for permission to turn cattle on to the Common Moor ; other portions are 
commutations in money for services which had originally to be rendered to 
the lord. 

This property has been peculiarly productive of lawsuits, of which the 
records are in the College Treasury (Venn, iii, 129). 

The demesne lands had been let for £15. 6«. Sd, on a lease from 1553 
by Edward VI to one R. Lee. On the expiration of the lease Dr Caius gave 
a new lease, for 20 years, and raised the rent of the lands, with the under- 
wood, but without the timber, to £40, and directed in his statutes that it 
should so remain (or at £25 without the underwood). 

The fines for the renewals of the lease of these lands (and of those of 
Runcton) he assigned to the Master on condition that he resided in College. 

1597 The <<old rent" of £15. 6«. Sd. was converted into a rent of £10. 4^. id, 
with 7^ quarters of wheat and 10} quarters of malt, and to this was added 
the £24. IBs, id. by which the rent had been raised by Dr Caius, i.e, the 
money rent was £34. lis, Sd. 

The lease for 20 years was generally renewed after the expiration of 7 
years. In 1812 the com rent was raised to 13 quarters 6 bushels of wheat 
and 19 quarters 1 bushel of malt. I cannot find what was done with the 
increase of the com rent till in 1832 and onwards it b stated to have been 
divided by the Master and Fellows. 

The fines gradually increased from £124 in 1651, and £140 in 1677, to 
£424 in 1798. 

The subsequent fines were as follows: 

£525 in 1805, 
£1860 in 1812, 
£1008 in 1819, 
£1865 in 1828 (9 years expired). 

In 1835 the fine was set at £1400 but was not paid, and consequently the 
lease was not renewed. I have not found that anything was advanced from 
the Bursar's Book for division amongst the Master and 12 (Senior) Fellows. 

In 1842 a new lease was granted for 20 years from 1835 and a tine of 
£1400 was paid. After this the beneficial lease was not renewed. 

In 1849 £1400 was advanced in lieu of the fine. 

In 1855 when the lease ran out the whole property was relet for £722 
a year, wholly in money ; and in 1868 for £900. 

In 1856 the stipends of the Senior Fellows were increased by £24 each a 
year, in lieu of fines, in consequence of the increase of rents at Rickmansworth, 
Runcton and other places. 

It will be seen that the whole property was let as one tenancy ; but the 
lessee, no doubt, from the first, sublet different portions to different occupiers. 
Certainly he did in later times. In 1878 the property was broken up and let 
directly in different tenancies to the various occupiers at rents amounting 
to £1182. 

1752 At the survey this year it was estimated that the meadow and arable lands 
contained together 479 acres 2 roods and the woods 91 acres ; and that the 
full letting value (exclusive of timber) was £271. 12«. Od, 

The manor quit-rents then amounted to £11. 17«. 8(/., and there was 
a free rent of £1 a year issuing out of Micklefield Hall. 
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1796 The Grand Junction Canal Ck)mpany took 6 a. 1 r. 17 p. — exclusiTe of the 
land taken from the Common Moor — and paid £226. 17«. hd. as compensation, 
of which £8. Ss, Qd. was paid to the tenant for his interest. 

1799 The land tax, amounting to £23. bs. 1 Jet, was redeemed for £852. Us. 1\d. 
Consob. 

1800 The Canal Company took 30 poles of land and paid £6. 12«. 2id. 

1828 The College conveyed to the Canal Company 1 a. 3 r. on the east side of the 
Common Moor — next Black Moor — and 3 roods, the remaining portion of 
Cashio Bridge Common on the west side of Cashio Bridge between the Canal 
and the River Oade, reserving a right of road over the latter. The Company 
paid for these two pieces £5. 7s. Od. to the College and £75 to the Church- 
wardens. Also the Company covenanted to keep the reserved road in repair 
from Cashio Bridge. 

By an Act of Parliament (9 Geo. IV Private a 19) the College gave up to 
J. IHckenson — of Nash Mills in the parish of Abbots Langley — the following 
two pieces lying to the S.E. of the Canal :

Blackmoor 5 2 0; 

Strip between Canal and River Gade 1 1 5; also 

Another strip (part of Mallet Moor, on the K 

of Cashio Bridge) 38; 

and their rights, as Lords of the Manor, over the waters of the River Gade, 
excepting the fishing. 

The College retained a right of way over a road to be made and maintained by 
J. Dickenson along the western side of the first strip. 

And J. Dickenson gave up to the College the two parts, into which Lott 
Mead had been divided by the Grand Junction Canal (except a strip of the 
smaller part, 60 yds. by 12 yds. next the Canal). These parts contained 
respectively 10 a. 3 r. 31 p. and 3 a. 3r. 10 p. 

1829 Upon Black Moor J. Dickenson proceeded to build the paper mills and found 
subsequently that the arrangement for the road was inconvenient and so 
agreed to reconvey to the College the 38 p. and to maintain for the College 
another road, along which we were to have a right of way, partly on his and 
partly on our land. 

Lott Mead was a meadow, partly freehold and partly copyhold of the 
manor, formerly owned by a number of persons, who mowed it every year, 
casting lots each year as to which portion each should mow. In order that 
the canal might be brought across it, the Company bought up the rights of the 
various owners and afterwards sold to J. Dickenson the two parts on either 
side which were not required for the purposes of the canal. 

1843 The apportionments of the tithe rent charge were :

1844 The Ordnance Survey gives our acreage as follows :

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1860 Up to this year the College had been governed by Dr Caios's Statutes 
whidi prohibited the sale of any portions of thb and of our other principal 
estates. I 

The new Statutes contained no such prohibition, and it will be seen below 
that in later years there have been frequent dealings with this estate. 

1861 The Rickmansworth and Watford Railway Company took 3 a. Ir. Ip. of the 
demesne lands and 2 a. 1 r. 4 p. of the Common Moor, and paid to the College 
je500 for the former and £18 for their rights in the latter. The conveyance 
of the latter was sealed in 1862 and that of the former in 1881. 

1874 The half-acre on Croxley Green, called Andrew's Plat, was sold to Mr T. H. 
Woods for £200. 

1876 We sold to Mr Woods " Rhodes's Cottage" for £15, and a piece of land, 
60 ft by 40 ft, for £70. 

1879 A triangular strip of land containing 20 poles above the chalk-pit on Scots 
Hill — next to the land of Mr R. Warwick — was sold to him for £20. 

1880 An exchange of lands with Mr Woods was carried out. The College 
obtained 14 a. 8 r. 18 p. on S.R of All Saints' Vicarage House, 1 r. 37 p. to the 
N. of the part of the Snellshall Field retained, and houses and homestead with 
5 a. 2r. 6 p. on N.W. of Croxley Green, through which the new road was 
carried in 1896; and gave up 23 a. 1 r. 37 p. in Great Snelbhall Field, being 
the N.E. tip of the crescent in which our property lay. 

The tithe rent charge was then apportioned on the above lands as follows :

1885 The Metropolitan Railway Company took 10a. Or. 30 p., part of the 
Croxley Hall Farm and 4 a. 2 r. 20 p. of the Common Moor and paid £4200 
to the Collega 

1890 At Cassiobridge a pair of cottages was built for £460 ; 

1891 and a pair on Croxley Hall Farm for £365. 
Messrs Dickenson for £1500 bought 14*689 acres, a meadow S. of the River 

Gade (of which about 1 acre was watercress beds). 

1896 Mr Woods bought 66 a. 3r. 28 p. in Watford to the N. of Rouse Bam 
Lane and 35 a. 1 r. 27 p. in Rickmansworth to the N. of Baldwin Lane and 
paid £8146. 

We bought, from Lord Essex, 3 r. 27 p. of watercress beds in Watford, in 
the angle between Rouse Barn Lane and the Canal, for £400. 

1896 We effected an exchange with Mr Warwick, giving up 1 a. 2r. 14 p. and 
taking la. 2 r. 36 p. and paying £50 for equality of exchange. Over the 
land thus obtained we carried in 1906 the Copthorne Road, which starts 
from the foot of Scots BUll and ends at Croxley Green. 

1897 Dickenson and Company bought 2r. 30 p. for £200; and Mr Woods 
3 a. Or. 6 p. on the R side of the site of the present Copthorne Road for 
£759. 78. 6d. 

1899 The College bought 3 a. 3 r. 9 p. S. of Scots Hill from H. King for £1950 ; 
and three cottages, near Cassiobridge, from K Moon's executors for £500. . 

1902 S. W. Greves for £7520 bought 44365 acres containing Cassiobridge 
House, lying to the W. of the Canal and to the N. of Cassiobridge. 

For £25 the Metropolitan Railway Company bought a strip of ground for 
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1905 W. J. Beasley bought for J&SOO an acre of land on a new road from Croxley 
Hall to Lavock Lane ; 

1906 and for a like sum another acre next to the former. 

Copthorne Road was carried from Scots Hill to Croxley Green at a cost of 
about £2290. 

A strip of ground on the W. side of this road, with a frontage of 1000 feet 
to it and a depth varying from 131 feet to 156 feet, was sold to various 
purchasers for a total sum of £2535. 

For £15 (and £18. 16«. Od, for expenses) the College bought of Lord Essex 
his watercress beds in Cassiobridge Common; and for £434. 9«. 7d. (and 
£12. 9s. 6<i for expenses) redeemed the tithe (£4. 2«. 6d. payable to the Vicar 
and £13. 15«. 2d, to the impropriator) on 7 pieces containing 68 a. 2 r. 17 p., of 
which the strip on the Copthorne Road, sold as above for £2535, formed part 

1907 The tithe, apportioned at £2. 7s, 3d, (viz. £1. 28. 5d. payable to the Vicar 
and £1. 4s. lOdl to the impropriator) on 7 pieces on Scots Hill containing 
8 a. 1 r. 22 p., was redeemed for £59. Is, Sd. and £6. 18^. 9d. for expenses. The 
acreage of the portion in these pieces belonging to the College was 3 a. 3 r. 8 p. 
on which the tithes were 9«. 7d. and lis. Bd., so that our share of the 
redemption money and expenses came to £29. 6^. Sd, This was the land 
bought of H. King in 1899. 

The tithes on our property which still remained unredeemed were as 
follows :

1910 Within the last 10 years large quantities of gravel have been dug from this 
estate in the part adjoining the Metropolitan Railway. 

The London and North Western Railway Company is taking 7 acres near 
Cassiobridge and paying £3000. 

RUNCTON, OR RUNCTON HOLME (NORFOLK). 

1557 Dr Caius gave to the College the three manors of Runcton, Bumham and 
Croxley, which he had bought of the Crown. 

The manor of Runcton belonged to the Abbey of St Edmund's, Bury, till 
the dissolution of the Monasteries, and the Abbot, in October, 1522, had 
granted a lease of the demesne lands (and apparently the quit and free rents) 
for 60 years at the annual rent of £22. 

Dr Caius bought the manor for £440, being 20 years' purchase of its then 
rentals. He ordained that the rent of the demesne lands should be raised 
to £40. 

1582 This year a new lease of the demesne lands was granted at the rent of 
£36. 13«. Ad. with 5 quarters of wheat and 7 of malt 

Subsequently the rent of the estate stood in the Bursar's Book at £40, thus 
showing that, in accordance with the Com Act of 1576, £3. 6s. Sd, was the 
third of the "old rent," the whole of which must therefore have been £10. 

1609 In this year, the first of the Bursar's Accounts still extant, the amount of 
quit and free rents coUected was £8. ISs. id. Then, as now, the actual 
amounts collected in different years varied slightly (in 1665 the full amount 
of quit-rents is stated to be £9. As. Od,). 

1 This parish was formed in 1872 of portions of Watford and of Rickmansworth. 
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In the seventeenth century the College made four additions to its property 
by purchase. 

1666 (1) Of T. Hoogans, for £196. 10«. Orf., and £3. dtu (kL for expenses, a mes- 
suage, called Neal's, and 24 acres of land (partly copyhold) in 30 parcels. This 
was let at first for £12 a year, afterwards for £10, in 1747 for £6. 13*. 4d, 

1678 (2) Of T. Poulter, for £60, and £1 expenses, a copyhold tenement, to 
which a right of commonage belonged, with 4^ a. of land. Let at first for £5, 
in 1747 for £3. 6«. 8d 

1680 (3) Of J. Boss, for £30, a copyhold tenement with 3 roods of land. Let at 
first for £3, in 1747 for £2. 

1697 (4) Of J. and M. Lockart, for £100, a tenement with 36 a. 2 r. 20 p. (in 31 
parcels). Let for £11. A portion, 26 a. 3 r. 20 p., was copyhold of our manor. 
Two enclosures, containing 8 acres, are charged with a payment of £2 a year 
to the poor of Runcton and £2 a year to the poor of Holme, by the will of 
T. Taylor, dated March 22, 1621. 

These four purchases were all let to the tenant of the demesne lands. 

In the old leases of the demesne lands, in accordance with Na 93 of Caius's 
Statutes, there used to be a special covenant that the lessee would not alienate 
the property to the Lord of the Manor of Thorpland. The lessee also gave 
a bond for £1000 against breaking this covenant. 

1751 A very careful survey of the manor was made by the Bursar, Mr John 
Smith. The demesne lands consisted of a messuage, 10| acres of field lands (in 
eight pieces) and 23 enclosures, containing 23 1| acres. The waste lands of 
the manor were put at 43^ acres. As lords of the manor, we had also the 
sole right of sheep-walk for 400 sheep, on the unsown fields of Runcton, from 
MichaelmskS to Lady Day, and a right of keeping a flock on the commons of 
Runcton (about 400 acres) from Aug. 15 to Lady Day, and on the commons of 
Holme (about 500 or 600 acres) from Lady Day to Aug. 15. 

The whole estate was valued at £149 a year. 

It was noted that the owner of each tenement in Runcton had a right of 
keeping 60 sheep on the commons of Runcton and the owner of each tenement 
in Holme 60 sheep on the commons of Holme. 

The quit rents and free rents of the manor amounted to £10. IBs. Sd. 

The following are some of the fines paid for the renewal of the lease for 
20 years, after 7 years had expired : 

1655 £50, including Wiggenhall. 
1684 £40 and £5 for Wiggenhall. 
1761 £80 

1789 £125 

1796 £197. 10«. 

After this it was not renewed and so ran out in 1816. 

In 1803 £324. 17«. 6d for Runcton and £114. 9«. Od, for Wiggenhall, and 
in 1810 £485. 4^. 6d, and £167. lis. Od. were advanced from the Bursar's 
Book for division amongst the Master and 12 (Senior) FeUows in lieu of fines. 

1801 The land tax £19. Ids, Od. was redeemed for £724. 3^. 4d. Consols. 

1803 The property was valued at £347 a year, and that in Wiggenhall at £104. 

1815 The Act for the enclosure of the parish was passed. It provided 

(1) that encroachments on commons, &c., within the previous 20 years 
were to be taken as parts of the commons, but to form parts of the final 
allotments to the parties in the possession of them, provided they did not 
exceed the amount of allotments to which such parties should be entitled ; 
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(2) that the allotments to the lords of the manors for the soil of the commons 
should be -^th of the portion of the commons to be allotted to various owners 
of property in the parish. 

(3) That, whereas the Commissioners were to sell as much land as would 
provide for the expenses of the enclosure to be borne by all the other owners, 
the College were empowered to pay for their portion of the expenses 
directly in money, so that no deduction was to be made by the Commissioners 
for this purpose from the lands to be allotted to the College. 

1816 The following were allotted to the College :

1816 The whole property (together with that at Wiggenhall) was let to W. Cam- 
bridge for £600 a year. 

1817 The College paid £999. 19«. 6c^. as their share of the expenses of the 
enclosure. In this and the next ^ve years we spent £3093 on the estate. 

1823-31 '^ Haling Money," amounting to £3. 12«. 6cf. a year, appears amongst 
the receipts in the Bursar's Book. I have found no explanation of this entry. 

1847 The College bought some cottages, copyhold of our ma^or, from — Goodall, 
for £355, of which £255 was the money paid by the Eastern Counties Railway 
Company for land taken at Shelford. 

1867 The College exchanged with the Rector the site of an old cottage at Holme 
(probably Boss's) for 1 r. 7 p. in Vicar's Lane and paid £6. 6^. 0^. (£7. 15«., 
less half expenses) and further expenses £3. 3«. Od, 

1873 The sum of £353 was spent on repairing and rebuilding GoodalFs cottages. 
The College bought of T. S. Cocks, for £6700, land, with cottages, containing 

133a. 3r. 30 p.; and spent £343. 10^. on altering the cottages into three 
decent ones. 

1874 A block of cottages was built on Cocks's land at a cost of £343. lOs, 0(L 
1907 For £124. 10*. the College bought Carter's Pightle, containing 2^ acres. 

It was added to the small farm. 

The gross rental of the whole estate, with Wiggenhall, was in 1875, £1250, 
College paying drainage taxes; in 1885, £1070, College pajdng tithe and 
drainage taxes ; in 1895, £520; in 1905, £524 ; in 1910, £593. 

The apportionment of tithe rent charge on the whole of our property in 
Runcton is £214. Ids. 

The drainage taxes amount to about £7 a year. 
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Shalford or Shawford (Essex). 

1704 Dr John Oostlin, late President of the College and nephew to Dr GosUin, 
formerly Master, gave £500 to the College, for augmenting the four 
scholarships founded by his uncle. 

1708 The College with this money and £300 bought, from T. Dalton of Fulboum, 
and Dorothy, his wife, a rent charge of £32 a year issuing out of their lands 
in Shalford. 

Shelford or Great Shelford (Games). 

1614 The College bought, for £2000, of the executors (selling under the will) of 
C. Rogers the Manor of Buristead (except the mansion and 10 acres) and the 
(King's) water mill. 

The manor was held of the King's Manor of East Greenwich ^ " in fealty of 
free socage " and not '* in chief or knight's service." 

The mill was also held as a fee farm of the Manor of Greenwich by the rent 
of £6 a year. 

The demesne lands at the time of the purchase were in the possession of 
J. W. Terry by right of two ancient leases from the Bishop of Ely, who 
owned the manor in the reigns of Henry VIII and Edward YI. The first 
of these leases was granted in 1536 for 50 years and the second in 1553 for 
60 years a/ler the expiration of the former lecue. The rent was then £12 a 
year. 

The quit and free rents of the manor amounted to £23. lOs. Id, and thus 
were then nearly twice as valuable as the demesnes. The rent of the miU 
was £38. 

1627 The College bought for £21 of J. Gostlin, Fellow, a pasture^lose adjoining 
the mill (Ives). It was apparently let with the mill and referred to in the 
lease of 1628 and subsequent leases as the "new purchased close sometime 
Robert Weddee'." The rent of the whole tenancy was set at £20. It was 
generally let for 20 years and the lease was renewed every 7 years. 

1635 The College bought, for £18, a little close adjoining the mills— called 
Charity's Close — and let it to the tenant of the mill for £1 a year. This 
year the College paid £211. 10«. bd. for repairing the mill. 

1650 The College redeemed the £6 a year, payable for the mill, by paying £27 to 
the Exchequer and giving up the right to the £3 a year paid by the Exchequer 
for the site of Physwick's Hostel taken by Henry VIII for Trinity College. 
*^ When the Crown returned to its rights " this redemption was held to be 
void and the two payments of £6 and £3 were renewed and the College lost 
its £27. 

1674 F. Pattison's estate in our manor — both free and copyhold — escheated to 
the College. The College let the free lands, called Hanchett's, for £4 a year 
and the copyhold lands and tenement for £13. 13^. A:d. 

The expenses of seizing this land amounted to £1. 19«. Id, (Br. Bk. 1674.) 

1702 T. Goldwell claimed " Hanchett's " as parcel of the Manor of Granham's (in 
Shelford). Whatever his rights were he conveyed them to the College 
for £25. 

1735 At a Manor Court, held on April 29, the College seized 2 a. 1 r. of copyhold 
land, late Tabram's, and let them for 14«. a year. 

^ A oommon form of grant from the Crown. See ''Manor of E. Greenwich'* by E. P. Cbeynej 
in Vol. XI of American HUtorieal Revieto, pp. 29-35.

Attached to the demesne lands was a right of keeping 400 sheep on the 
fields ifec of Great Shelford. 

The following was the estimate of the then actual annual value of the 
demesnes :

Of the mill lands the most eastemly is a small piece of 13 poles in the 
parish of Little Shelford. This was set out to us in the Enclosure Award of 
Little Shelford, 1815. 

1783 A new copyhold tenant was admitted to Tabram's. 

1799 The land tax on the manor (£27. 1^. id.) and that on the mills (£5. Sa. Od.) 
were redeemed — together with the similar taxes on our other lands in Cambs 
by the transfer of £2554. Ss, lO^d, Consols to the Covemment at the rate 
of £1 10 Consols for every £S of taxes. 

1815 The College bought of J. Nutter for £129. 2$. Od. three pieces, containing 
5 1 a., copyhold of our manor and lying in Whitefield. They were let to the 
tenant of the demesnes for £5. lOs, Od, a year. 

1834 At the enclosure the tithe of the whole parish was redeemed by the allot- 
ment of certain lands to the tithe owners (Jesus College). Our College gave up 
16 old enclosures contnining 47a. Or. 28 p. to the Commissioners for re- 
allotment. We received : 

17 a. for our right and interest in the soil of the commons and waste lands ; 

6 a. 3 r. 23 p. in two pieces, in lieu of open field lands and rights of common 
and sheep-walks ; 

3 a. 1 r. 17 p., in three pieces, in lieu of freehold common rights and old 
enclosures ; 

339 a. 1 r. 32 p., in four pieces, in lieu of freehold open field lands and rights 
of common and sheep-walk and foldage and old enclosures ; 

24 a., in five pieces, for the enfnLnchisement of the copyhold lands held 
previously by five tenants of our manor. 

Also 1 a. r. 35 p. was added to the mill tenancy, which then contained 
9a. 2r. 12 p. 

The total cost of the enclosure to the College was £1810. 3«. OcL (including 
£1. 7^. 5(i for moving the pound). 

The greater part of the additional land, which we received at the enclosure, 
was let to the tenant of the demesnes for £21 : he paid also £37. \2s, Od. as 
a percentage on the cost of enclosure. 
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After the encloBure our freehold property oonsbted of : 

The farm, 386 a. 3 r. 22 p., let to the tenant who had previously held oar 
demesnes ; 

The mill and land around it containing 9 a. 2 r. 12 p. ; 

Hanchett's, represented by 4 a. 3 r. 9 p. on the direct road from Great Shel- 
ford Church to Cambridge ; 

Pattison's, represented by 2 a. 2r. 38 p. at the angle near the nulway 
station on the road from Great Shelford Church to the railway station. 
The two latter properties were then let for £15 a year. 

1836 A new homestead was built for the farm at a cost of about JB1800, for 
which we received an addition of £72 to the rent. 

1846 The Eastern Counties Railway Company took 2 a. 1 r. 17 p. and paid £255. 

1868 A bam and cartlodge at the farm were blown down by a whirlwind and the 
former was rebuilt at a cost of £170. 

1890 The CoU^ bought, for £1275, of K H. and A. T. Grain, 34a. Or. 12 p. 
(freehold, tithe free and land tax redeemed) lying on the E. side of Hills 
Road — bounded on the N. by land belonging to the College and on the S. by 
a lime-pit (see 1897). This land was let to the tenant of the ibrm. 

New buildings at the farm cost £170. 

The mill was much altered at a cost of £3600. 

1894 Two new cottages at the mill cost £250. 

1897 The College bought for £1200, of A. Jones, 2*042 acres containing lime-pits 
and kiln, a public-house and buildings (land tax redeemed). 

1899-1901 The golf links were formed partly on the Heath Farm in Stapleford 
and partly on the land purchased in 1890. The cost of forming them, in- 
cluding that of the pavilion and of the cottages, was about £1460. 

1900 The College bought of Major de Freville, for £5570, a freehold farm of 
160 a. 3 r. 6 p. It lies on the S.W. side of the road from Trumpington to 
Shelford. One portion, 150 a. 1 r. 32 p., lies next the Trumpington boundary, 
a short distance on this side of the railway to Harston, and the remainder, 
containing 10 a. 1 r. 14 p. of grass, with the buildings, lies immediately 
beyond this railway. This was originally copyhold of our manor and had 
been enfranchised in 1856. 

1901 A house was built on the old farm at a cost of £1290. 

1907 The sum of £170 was spent on new fencing at the golf links. 

The College spent £563 on the house and buildings of the farm bought in 
1900. 

1907-8 We spent £1930 on the mill. 

Letting of the Demesnes. 

It has been stated that, when the manor was purchased by the College, the 
demesnes were let on a lease expiring 1646, under which the rent was £12. 

However, the Registrum Magnum says that in 1635 E. Ventris had 
acquired this lease, and for no inconsiderable sum of money (" ob summam 
numerorum hand contemnendam "), ic. a fine, obtained from the Masters and 
Fellows a new lease. 

1635 This new lease was for 20 years and, in accordance with the Com Act of 
1576, one-third of the "old rent," namely £4, was changed into 7 qrs. 1 bush, 
of wheat and 6 qrs. 4 bush, of malt, keeping f rds, or £8, as a fixed annual 
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payment. The following additions to the rent were made i-r- At Christmas a 
well-brawned boar or £2 ; at Easter (and also at Whitsuntide^ two fat wethers 
or £1 ; also the tenant had to bring every Michaelmas a load of rye straw for 
the Master's horses. 

The lease was renewed at intervals — ^generally at the end of seven years.

1904-6 The land— HX)ntaining the cottage and now said to measure 2 a. 2 r. 16 p. 
— referred to as Pattison's in the account of the enclosure in 1834, was sold 
to various purchasers for a total sum of £1 195. 



Stapleford (Cambs). 

1896 The College bought the Heath Farm containing 231 acres, with a homestead, 
of Dr Collier, for £2750. It lies between our Farm at Shelford and the 
Qog Magog estate on the left-hand of the road from Cambridge to Linton. 

1898 The hind tax (£3) was redeemed for £90. 

1899 For the Golf Links see Shelford. 

As in several other parishes in the neighbourhood the land is tithe-free. 

For Stockport see Addenda on p. 114. 
Stow-cum-Quy (Cambs). 

1521 The CoUege obtained the Manor of D'Engaynes and other hmds in 
Stow-Quy and Teversham, of the then annual value of £21, in exchange for 
the Manor of Pattesley (q,v,), of the annual value of 20 marks, and £96. 
This money was part of Dr Bail/s gift. 
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1604 The <* old rent '^ of the lands belonging to us in Stow-Quy was £9, which 
by the Corn Act (of 1576) was changed into ^6 and 4^ qrs. of wheat and 
6qrs. of malt ; and this continued to be paid till 1821. 

The tenant covenanted to repair the D'Engaynes dam and the banks of 
the river for about 148 poles on each side ; and had the right of planting and 
cutting the trees growing on these banks. 

The lands were as usual let on a lease for 20 years, renewed every few 
years for a fine. 

1753 The acreage is estimated at 148| lying in 61 parcels in the fields, and it is 
stated that they are '* subject to Mr Marten's flock of sheep." The value 
was put at 6«. 8d!. an acre, giving a total annual value of X49. 9«. 2d, 

1801 The land tax, £10, was redeemed for Xd66. 13«. id. Consols. 

The following are some of the fines paid for the renewal of the 20 years' 
lease:

The College paid £111. 7s. Od. as its share of the expenses of the enclosure. 
The tithe apportionment is £43. 75. Id. 

1871 The annual value was estimated as £203. 10^. Od. 

1872 New buildings and a cottage cost £254. 18«. 6dl, and the old homestead- 
being Nos. 1 and 2 of the schedule after the enclosure — were sold for £200 
to Mr C. Francis. 

1880 The College gave 1 r. 3 p., being part of No. 3, to be added to the Churchyard. 
The rent in 1875 was £193 ; in 1885, £200 (College paying tithe) ; in 1895, 
£120; in 1905, £120. 

Stratton S. Mary or Long Stratton (Suffolk). 

1725 The advowson was bought of J. Mallom, for £600 and legal expenses 
£39. 7«. id, part of the money left by Mr Stephen Cambom, Rector of 
Lawshall and sometime Fellow of the C)ollege. 
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He bequeathed the chief of the estate, amounting to about £3000, for 
the purchase of a living. The rekttives tried to set aside the will ; but the 
Court of Chancery decreed in favour of the College and allowed us to buy 
more livings than one. These were Ashdon, Lavenham, Melton, Stratton, 
Oxburgh and (in part) Blofield. 

1700 The Yicar redeemed the land tax (XI 2), selling some detached bits of 
glebe for the purpose. 

1839 Mr W. Walford, Incumbent of Stratton and formerly a Fellow, gave to the 
College a close called Camping Close, containing 1 a. 3 p. — ^situate between the 
Church and Parsonage House, in trust for the Rector. 

The apportioned tithe rent charge is X436 and the glebe contains 39 acres. 

Sudbury (Middlesex). 

1895 The College bought the Hundred Elms Farm, containing 148a. Or. 8 p. of 
pasture with homestead, for £14,500. 

The rent was £330. 

A plot containing 1773 sq. yds. was sold to the Harrow School Board for 
£150. 

1898 The Ealing and Harrow Railway Company took 10 a. 1 r. 6 p. and paid 
£3005. 

1899 The remainder of the estate was sold for £21,000. 

SWANTON MORLEY CUM WORTHING (NORFOLK). 

1896 The College acquired the advowson of this Rectory in the place of that of 
Great Melton by exchange with the Rev. H. E. Lombe. 

The expenses paid by the College were £66. 6«. Od. 

The apportioned tithe rent charge is £1065 : and the glebe contains 25 acres. 

SWAYCLIFFE, OR SWALECLIFFE, AND WhITSTABLE (KeNT). 

1563 Joan Trapps — widow of R. Trapps, Goldsmith, — by her will directed 
her executors to settle lands on the College, of which the rent should provide 
four marks (£2. 13«. 4cf.) for each of four poor scholars and 13$, 4cL to the 
College for extraordinary purposes (Venn, Vol. iii, p. 227). 

The executors — one of whom was Mrs Joyce Frankland, her daughter 
(subsequently our Benefactress) — for this purpose provided the following 
property in Swaycliffe and Whitstable : 

A messuage, called Bodkin's, with bams, &c ; 

Seven closes of pasture and a bam about 34 acres ; 

Two closes of pasture and arable „ 2f „ 

Two great closes of pasture and arable ... „ 21 „ 

called Sanderly and Knoll — (or Sunder Tye and Knowle). These two last 
were in V7hitstable-near-the-Sea. 

1669 Dr Brady found but one bam, somewhat ruinous, as also the dwelling-house. 

1754 At the survey this year the property was found to contain 62^ acres. It 
was valued at 9s. an acre, except 3 acres of cliff, which were put at 3«. an acre, 
thus making the total vijuation £27. is. 6d. a year. 

1796 The land, except the 3 acres of cliff, was valued at 15$. an acre. 

The rent always remained at £11. 6«. Sd. and does not seem to have been 
re-arranged in accordance with the Corn Act of 1576. 
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It was let on a lease for 20 years, renewed generally every 7 years. The 
fine was generally about £15; but in 1798, when 8 years were expired, it 
was £51. 

1700 The whole property was sold to the tenant for £550, paid 5 July, 1801, and, 
with its interest, used in redeeming the land taxes on the various estates 
belonging to the College. (See also Mordbn and Wiltok and Hockwold.) 

Teversham (Cambs). 

1503 T. Willowes, glover, of Cambridge, devised to the Collie his lands in 
Teversham, Fulboum, and Ditton — besides most of those in Hinton (q.v.), 

1521 The College gave to Sir R. Townshend its Manor of Pattesley and £96 for 
his Manor of D'Engaynes in Teversham and Stow-cum-Quy (q.v.). 

There was a license from the Savoy for Sir R. Townshend to give and for 
the College to take the Manor of D'Engaynes, paying is, a year to the Lord 
of the Manor of Netherhall in Hinton, and 2^., at a change in the Mastership, 
as a relief. 

The quit rents of the manor amounted to £5. IO5. and so remained till 
1860. 

1700 The land taxes — £4. 128. Od, on the manor, and £11 on Willowes's lands— 
with those on our other estates in Cambs, were redeemed at the rate of 
£36. I3s. 4d. Consols per £1. 

1808 The land (2a. Or. 4 p.) allotted to the College at the Fulboum Enclosure 
was exchanged with R. Walker for an equal quantity of land in Teversham. 

The exchange is recorded in the Award of Fulboum Enclosure. For thin 
enclosure the College paid £17. 8«. Od, 

As no land was allott.ed to us at the Ditton Enclosure it may be inferred 
that, though Willowes's lands were described as lying in Teversham, Fulboum 
and Ditton^ when the boundaries of the parishes came to be traced accurately 
by the various Enclosure Commissioners, all the lands acquired from Willowes 
were found to lie in Teversham and (to a small extent) in Fulboum. 

1810 The enclosure of the parish of Teversham took place. 

The cost to the College, including payments to the Commissioners and those 
for fencing allotments, was £506. 16«. Od, 

The College received seven allotments, containing 124 a. 2r. 10 p., which 
were laid to the farm made up of the demesne lands of our manor, and two 
other allotments, containing 38 a. 2 r. 3 p. and 6 a. 2 r. 2 p., laid to Willowes's 
Farm. 

At this enclosure lands were allotted and money paid to the Rector in lieu 
of tithes, and thus all the lands in the parish were rendered tithe free. 

Willowes 8 Farm. 

This contained a house, barn, stables and orchard. The acreage was 
estimated at different times as follows :

1812 The other allotment, of 6 a. 2 r. 2 p., was added to this farm. 

The "old renf had been apparently £4. In 1569 a new lease was granted 
at a rent of £4 for the first 10 years and £6 for the remaining 20 years, and 
yearly, on October 5, two couples of hens and one of capons, young, fat and 
great. In 1598 the rent was changed to £5. 6«. %d, with 2 qrs. of wheat 
and 2 qrs. 6 bush, of malt. 

1811 The money rent was raised by £10 after the enclosure. 

1812 The rent was raised by £14. 14«. Od, in consequence of the addition 
mentioned above. 

Under the 20 years' lease, renewed about every seven years, the fine was 
generally about £17 ; in 1797, when eight years were expired, it was £32. 

1818 The fine was set at £100 and the money rent at £30. 
At subsequent renewals the fine was about £170. 

I860 The lands bought at this time were added to Willo wes's Farm and £9 1 . 1 8«. OdL 
to the rent. 

1866 The beneficial lease expired and the farm was let at a rack rent of £214, the 
acreage then being 91 a. r. 20 p. 

1874 The cottages were burned down and rebuilt at a cost of £238. 10«. 

1883 New stables were built and cost £78. 10«. 

1894 A new granary cost £79. 

1904 For new buildings the College paid £50. 

1906 Another new granary cost £79. 5«. 

UEngaynea Farm. 

By an agreement made in the sixth year of Edw. YI, a flock of 30 score 
sheep might be kept in the fields and commons of Teversham, of which nine 
score belonged to D'Engaynes Manor, 12 score to the Manor of the Savoy and 
nine score to the owners of other lands. 

1557 This year a lease of the demesne lands for 40 years was granted at a yearly 
rent of £12. 10«. and 10«. towards a brawn to solace the company at home at 
Christmas yearly. 

Apparently the "old rent" had been £7, for, in 1627, the rent was re-set at 
£4. 13«. id, in money, with 3^ qrs. of wheat and 4| qrs. 2 bush, of malt, and, 
at Christmas, a brawn (or 30«.). 

1753 By a private arrangement amongst the tenants the permissible flocks had 
been reduced by one-hall

Our right (4| score) was valued at 9 

Field lands and common leys — 138 a. 2| r. at 46 4 2

Total annual value £64 8 2 

For this farm there were then paid, as out-rents, to the Manor of Nether- 
hall 48, and to the Honor of Richmond is. id. 
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1777 The acreage was pat at 139 a. 3 r. 27 p. and the animal vahie (indoding £3 
for the sheep-walk) at £65, 18«. 4d 

1708 The acreage was again estimated as in 1753 and the annual value at 
£108. 19«. M. (including £12 for the grazing rights). 

1812 After the enclosure the valuation was as follows:

The lands were let on 20 years* leases renewed, generally, every 7 years for 
a fine. 

Between 1677 and 1784 the fines varied between £28 and £50. 

In 1798 (14 years expired) the fine was £260. 

Between 1819 and 1854 the fines varied between £460 and £570. 

1860 A block of three cottages was built for £318. 10«. Ocf. 

In 1812, after enclosure, the rent was increased by £23 and the fine was £65. 

1874 The farm was let at a rack rent of £350. 
1876 The buildings were burnt down. 

1878 New buildings cost £1045. 

1881 A new nag stable cost £57. 5«. Od. 

Further Purchases. 
1860 The College bought, of S. and R. L. Walker, 

29 a. 1 r. 33 p. copyhold of our manor, 
la. 1 r. 28 p. copyhold of the Manor of Hinton Uphall, 
10 a. Ir. 12 p. freehold. 

The second portion was enfranchised. 

Altogether the whole transaction cost the College £2246. 17«. M. and an 
annuity of £30 for a Mrs Webb, who died October 11, 1865. 

The sum of £2246. ITs, id, was obtained from enfranchisements in our 
various manors. 

The whole was added to Willowes's Farm. 

1003 After the death of J. W. Tun well the College bought, for £1355, of his 
trustees and others the following parcels of lands, which had been held by 
him, partly freehold and partly copyhold of our manor : 

3 a. 13 p. of which 3 r. 30 p. were freehold. 

4 a. 1 r. 12 p. of which 2 a. 3r. 39 p. were freehold. 
11a. 2r. 25 p. of which 8 a. 3r. 12 p. were freehold. 
House and homestead, about 1 a., freehold. 
Cottage and yard, &c.f copyhold. 
3j-a., freehold, containing four cottages. 

The College spent in repairs and improvements on these parcels in 

1903, £201. 10«. Od, 

1904, £70. lOs. Od. 
1906, £144. 0«. Od, 

Altogether they were let for a total rental of £73. 
The total rents from our whole property were in 1885, £474: in 1895, 
£320 ; in 1905, £484. 
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Thornhah and Tttchwell (Norfolk). 

1504 John Carter, formerly a Fellow, gave to the College, partly in his lifetime 
and partly by will, his Manor of Thornham and his other lands in Thomham 
and TitchwelL The title was litigious and the recovery of the lands cost the 
College as much as they were worth. 

No quit rents were payable by tenants of the manor. 

Thomham Lands. 

1763 The lands were found to contain 76 a. 2r. l3ring very dispersedly in 57 
separate parcels. 

1776 The annual value was estimated at £43. Is. lOc^. 

1797 At the enclosure 89 a. 2 r. 20 p. all in one piece were allotted to the College 
in lieu of all their rights in the parish. The annual value was then put at 
£71. 14^. Od, I cannot find that the College paid anything towards the costs 
of this enclosure. 

1811 The annual value was £134. 4«. Od 

1838 The tithe apportionment was £27. 17«. Od. 

TitchweU Lands. 

1753 The lands were found to contain 50 a. 2 r. in 28 different pieces. 

1776 The annual value was put at £28. 6«. Id. 

1787 At the enclosure, in addition to the 1 r. 25 p. containing cottages, gardens 
and bam, the College had allotted to it two fields, one, adjoining the cottages, 
kc., containing 6 a. 1 r. 25 p. and one 12 a. 3r. 24 p. The College paid 
£55. Is. 3d, towards the expenses of the enclosure. 

1796 The annual value was put at £30. 

1811 The annual value was put at £38. 4«. 2d. 
1838 The tithe was apportioned at £8. 5s. Od. 
1882 The cottages were pulled down. 

Thomha/m and TitchweU Lettings. 

Originally the two were let together under one lease for 20 years, renewed 
generally every 7 yeai-s. 

The "old rent," £4, was converted in 1603 in accordance with the Com Act 
of 1576 into £2. 13«. id. money and 2 quarters of wheat and 2 quarters 
6 bushels of malt. 

1670-1762 The fine on a renewal of the lease was about £40. 

In 1769 it was £52 ; in 1776, £80 ; and in 1783, £100. 

1797 The two properties were let on separate leases. 

Thomham Separate Lettings. 

1797 The rent was £1. 17*. M. in money, 1 qr. 3 b. 1 p. in wheat, and 1 qr. 7 b. in 
malt. 
The fine for the new lease was £65. 
In 1811 it was £302, and in 1818, £286. 

7—2 
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1825 The tenant refused the offer of a fine at £310. In this year, and again, 
in 1832, X250 was advanced from the Bursar's Book for division amongst 
the Master and (12) Fellows in lieu of the fine. 

1838 The land was let at a rack rent of £105 ; in 1860 at £117 ; in 1873, £140 ; 
1885, £140; in 1895, £116 (College paying tithe); 1905, £67. 

1909 New buildings were erected at a cost of £230, and the rent set at £90. 

Titchwell Separate Lettings. 

1797 The rent was 15«. Sd. in money with 4 b. 3 p. of wheat and 6 b. 2 p. of malt. 
' The fine for the new lease was £35. 

In 1804 it was £40. 10«. Od. ; in 1811, £76. 10«. Od ; in 1837, £100. 
After 1846 there was no renewal, and in 1853, and again in 1860, £100 
was advanced from the Bursar's Book to the Master and Fellows in lieu of 
the fine. 

1866 On the expiration of the beneficial lease the lands were let at a rack rent 
of £46. 

Tilbury (Essex). 

1560 William Cutting died March 4, 1560, and devised to the College a perpetual 
annual rent charge of £13. 6«. 8d, (20 marks) issuing out of his lands and 
tenements (called Alleyn's or Rumbold's) in the parishes of West Tilbury and 
Chadwell in Essex (Venn, Vol. in, p. 230). 

1613 The College obtained a decree against one Stotteridge (the heir of 
W. Cutting) for the payment of this rent charge. 

At present the lands out of which this rent charge issues are owned by 
the Corporation of Henley-on-Thames. 

Titchwell (see Thornham and Titchwell). 

Triplow (Cambs). 

1354 Bp. Bateman gave a letter of attorney to J. Princeger of Terlyngg to give 

possession of his Manor of Triplow to the Master and four Fellows (by name). 

We may assume therefore that it was his intention to convey this manor 

to the College; there is no further evidence that this was done and the 

College does not appear to have received license to hold it in mortmain. 

TUTTINGTON (NORFOLK). 

1487 Lady Elizabeth Clere gave all her lands and tenements in Tuttington and 

Burgh to the College. In the royal license for mortmain these are put at 

two messuages, 76 acres of arable land, six acres of meadow and six of pasture. 

The ** old rent" had been £4. 16«. Sd., and a lease at this rent was granted 

in 4 Edward VI for 61 years and again in 13 Elizabeth for 40 years. 

1611 The rent was changed to £4. 8«. lOd. in money, 3qrs. 5 b. 2 p. in wheat, 
and 4 qrs. in malt, and so remained for 240 years. 

1726 The estate was visited and was reported to contain 145^ acres and h a rood, 
and to be worth X85 a year. 

1763 The number of acres of arable land was put at 130J, worth 13«. an acre, it 
being whole-year-land and chiefly enclosed, which gave £84. 16«. 6rf. as their 
annual value. 
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The meadow land contained 13 a. ^ r. valued at Ss, an acre — " it being but 
ordinary'' — thus giving £5. 13«. Od, as the annual value. Thus the total 
annual value was £90. 9«. 6d, 

About 50 years before this the tenant had ploughed up the balks which 
separated our lands from his own lands and enclosed them together, so that it 
was difficult to distinguish them (see under 1858). 

1801 The lands belonging to us and to our tenant being much intermixed they 
were carefully set out, by mutual consent, in a terrier and plan which were 
signed and sealed by both parties. The total acreage of the land belonging 
. to the College is stated in the terrier to be 149 a. 3 r. 13 p. 

1809 The annual value was put at £159. 5«. Oc^. 

1814—21 At the enclosure we had allotted to us three pieces in Burgh containing, 
in all, 6 a. 3 r. 25 p. and five in Tuttington amounting to 29a. 3 r. 26 p. 

We received also, in exchange with the Yicar and others, 12 pieces in 
Tuttington of different areas, var3ring from 22 p. to 1 a. 3 r. 13 p., and amount- 
ing to 10a. 2 r. 32p. 

The farm used to be let on 20 years' leases, renewed every seven years. 
From 1673 to 1708 the fines were about £65. 
From 1739 to 1767 they were about £87. 
Afterwards the following were some of the fines :

1851 559 with an addition of £60 to the money rent. 

1858 The College bought from our tenant 38 a. 1 r. 30 p. much intermixed with 
our own (see under 1753). 

The College gave for this land £1980. 14«. Qd. arising from the sale of 
land at Bincorobe to the Great Western Railway Company, and £300 from 
manorial enfranchisements ; and £203. 4«. Id, for legal expenses. 

Of this purchase 6 a. 1 r. 38 p. are copyhold in the Manor of Aylsham Wood 
and 8 a. 3 r. 4 p. in that of Tuttington-with-Crackford, for which quit rents of 
£1. Os, lOdl and 12«. 5d. are payable respectively. To the latter manor we 
also pay a free rent of 5«. 

The tenant then received a lease (without a fine), for 20 years, of our 
whole property at a rent of £131. Ss, lOd. for the first 13 years and £287 for 
the last seven years, together with the same com rent as before. 

1878 The farm was re-let for £364. 9s, 6d, 

The tithe apportionment on the whole farm is £58. is, 6d 
In 1885 the rent was £214 ; in 1895, £212 (College paying tithe) ; in 1905, 
£212. 

Weeting (Norfolk). 

1682 The College bought, for £1900, of Q. Fowler, the advowson of the rectories 
of S. Mary and All Saints and a rent charge of £100 issuing out of the Manor 
of Weeting. 

Of the £1900, the sum of £400 was part of the donation of Dr Gostlin 
{see Cambridge, King's Parade) and £1500 was from the College chest. 
A further sum of £20 was paid for the expenses of the purchase. 
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1671 The College bought, for £225, of Wm. and D. Peck, a tenement and piece of 
arable land adjoining, freehold ; and 14 acres copyhold — qoit rent Iff. Ic^. — of 
the Manor of Brandon ; and a tenement called Dowsingps, or Deway's, and 
12 a. 3 r. copyhold — quit rent £1. 0«. Sd, — of the Manor of Weeting. 

There was a charge of £2 on this estate, " for a light horse," payable to the 
Manor of Weeting. This is still paid. 

Of the £225, the sum of £100 had recently hem left to the College by 
Mr Hobman. 

These lands lay convenient for the Parsonage, and it was intended to let 
them to the Rector for £10 if he resided, and for £14 if he did not resid& 

1672 T. Wright, Lord of the Manor of Brandon, enfranchised the above 14 
acres in his manor for the enfranchisement of 2iacreB of pasture — quit rent 
Is. O^d, — copyhold of our Manor of Runcton Holme, to which K Doughty 
had been admitted as tenant. 

1678 The College bought, for £8, of A. and A. Fisher, 1| acres. 

Fisher's and Peck's lands were let to the Rector for £12. IO9. 
Also the College paid £60 to Mr Tyrrell for the manumission of the copy- 
hold lands in the Manor of Weeting bought in 1671, and for a fine 
supposed to be due to him for taking up these lands and also for sinking 
the quit rent of £1. 0«. 8<i. However, it turned out that he was not the 
Lord of the Manor and the manumission was void. 

1747 The Rectories were consolidated at the cost of £10. 9«. 20^. 

1775 The enclosure of the parish took place. The College received an allotment 
of 10 acres, of which 6 a. 2 r. 20 p. were to be copyhold of the Manor of 
Weeting in lieu of 10 a. 3r. previously held of the manor. 

[The remainder of the copyhold land bought in 1671 and oontaining in all 
12a. 3r. was made up as follows: — Deway's and three roods in Southgate 
Croft, one close containing 20 poles, and one acre near Clajrpits. This is 
shown by the terms of the various admissions.] 

The College paid £2. 12^. id. for the expense of the enclosure. 
On the Rectory was settled the following allotments :

1791 The terrier shows that the property belonging to the Rectory was as 
follows : 

The Parsonage House, two bams, <fec., garden with pightle adjoining, all 
containing 2 a.; 

A close containing 3 a. and the above four allotments. 

1837 The tithe apportionment of the parish was put at £517 ; that of our land 
at £3. 

1859 Upon an exchange between the College and the Rector we received 
20 a. 2 r. 7 p. lying adjacent to our allotment of 10 acres, and we gave up 
to the Rectory:

all lying adjacent to the Rectory House. '~"'^""*'"" 
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This made up the whole of the land previously belonging to the OoUege, 
except the allotment of 10 acres. 

After this the 30 a. 2 r. 27 p. then belonging to the College were let to other 
tenants, but still at the rent, X12. 10«., for which the former possessions 
of the College had been let to the Rector. 

1894 For M5 we enfranchised the 6 a. 2r. 20 p. copyhold of the Manor of 
Weeting, together with the quit rent of £1. 0^. Sd. thereon. 



Wentworth (Cambs). 

Part of our Haddenham property lay in Wentworth and Sutton !F^ds. It 
was always supposed that it was distributed as follows :

In Sutton Field, three strips amounting to 2 39

At the enclosure in lieu of this land an allotment of 7 a. Or. 9 p. in 
Wentworth parish was assigned to the College. After Lord Hardwicke's 
beneficial lease of the Haddenham estate had run out, this allotment was 
let to the tenant who had been holding under his lordship for £11. lOs. 
a year in addition to the payment of the tithe, the apportionment for 
which is £2. Sa. 3d. 



Westoning (Beds). 

1540 The Manor of Aynells was bought with the £300 paid to the College by 
Lord North for the Manor of Bansteds and certain other lands in Cowling 
and Cartling (q.v.). 

1544 A lease of the demesne lands and of the quit rents was granted to Spicer, 
alias Holder, for 99 years at a rent of £14. 

1570 About this time the College had to re-enter on the manor as the tenant had 
committed waste on the timber ; but afterwards the disagreement was settled 

1572 and a fresh lease was granted for seven years, t,e. it was terminable at 
the same time, as the former one and on the same terms. 

1634 Ten years before this lease expired a fresh lease was granted of the 
demesne lands above (without the quit rents). 

In accordance with the Com Act of 1576 the rent was set as follows : 

Money, £9. 6«. Sd. 
Wheat, 9 qrs. 
Malt, 8 qrs. 

The copyholds were then four in number, paying, respectively, quit rents of 
1^., 6«., 58. and 9«. 

Subsequently the demesnes and these copyholds became the subject of a 
quarrel, during Dr Brady's Mastership, with William Dell, our Master during 
the Commonwealth. 

It must be remembered that Dell was Master from 1649 till 1660 and that 
Dr Batchcroft returned in 1660 and was succeeded the same year by Dr Brady. 

Hie following are the facts relating to this dispute so far as I can find them 
stated in our books and documents. 
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1663-4 On January 5, at a Manor Court, admission to the 22 acres, for which the 
quit rent was 6«., was granted to J. Dunn, T. Qell and R. Qlover. 

On November 27 they executed a declaration that they held this parcel in 
trust for W. Dell, the surrender of it by the former tenant having been in 
consequence of money paid to him by W. Dell. 

At the same court admission to the one acre, for which the quit rent was 
58., was granted to W. Houghton, J. Houghton and W. Simonds ; and in 
November they executed a similar declaration. 

At the same court admission to the two acres, for which the quit rent 
was 9«., was granted to L. Bynion, J. Pinkridge, senr., and J. Pinkridge, junr. ; 
but who apparently did not execute a declaration such as the other nominees 
of W. Dell had mada 

On February 27 a lease of ^the demesnes of) Aynells for 20 years was 
granted to J. Guye, T. Rush and Houghton. No fine is mentioned. 

In the Michaelmas accounts Houghton appears for the first time as paying 
the rent of the manor for the half-year and two of the quit rents (Iff. and 6^.) 
for the year, to Michaelmas, 1654. 

Also there is an entry in the Bursar's Book of £S paid by Houghton for his 
copyhold land. 

1659 The College sealed a deed of enfranchisement of some copyhold land for 
£40 to J. Donne. 

The receipt of the £40 is entered in the Bursar's Michaelmas Account. 

He was tenant for the lives of himself, T. Gell and R. Glover (all then 
living). 

By the deed the yearly rent of la. is expressly reserved to the College, 
showing that this parcel is the first of the four copyholds. 

There is a note in the lease book that for the security of this enfranchise- 
ment there were 'Hyed over'' two closes of the new purchase in Caishoe 
(or Keysho, q,v.). This Donne was apparently the tenant of our then 
property at Keysho. This is the only connection between the two properties 
that I can find. 

On October 22 an order was passed to " renew the lease of the manor for 
four years at £20 fine and register's fees." 

No The printed statement of the complaints of the College against Mr Dell, so 
^^ for as it relates to Aynells, is as foUows : 

(1) That he had procured a lease of the manor for W. Houghton, a 
servant of his, in trust for him, without any considerable fine being paid to the 
College ; 

(2) That he had wasted the manor by carrying ofif from it a bam and 
timber, which he had felled, and erecting therewith a bam and stable on his 
own land (at Harlington) ; 

(3) That he had procured the admission of his own trustees to the four 
copyholds without fines and had procured the enfranchisement of the most 
considerable one of these four copyholds for a consideration of only £40, there 
being at the time of this enfranchisement timber, the property of the lords, 
growing on the copyholds of over £200 in valua 

In the end the matter was referred to two arbitrators, 

1666 who settled that Mr Dell should pay to the College : 

For the bam £40 

"For fines of copyholds for three lives now in being" £80 

In all £120 ; 

and the College was to confirm or give a new grant for the lands at the choice 
of the tenant. 
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(April) The College allowed T. Raymond's name to be put into the lease of 
Aynells in place of Houghton's. 

It most be remembered that T. Raymond was Dell's kinsman and legal 
adviser. 

In the Bursar's Michaelmas Accounts T. Raymond appears for the first 
time as tenant of the manor and as paying the two quit rents of Is, and 6«. 

1666-7 (February) Mr Dell was abated £20 of the £120 he thus owed. 

1667 The College agreed to give back £20 of the enfranchisement money (£40, 
paid in 1659) and confirm the lease to Raymond who was '*to restore the 
copyholds to the condition they were in before 1658." 

Thus, on balance, the CoUege was to receive £80. This it received by 
instalments : 

At Michaelmas, 1668, from Mr Dell £20 

1671, „ Mrs DeU (widow) £30 

1672, „ „ £30 

1668 In April, Mr Dell was allowed to renew his lease of A3mells, from 
Michaelmas, 1666, for seven years at £70 fine. 

In the Michaelmas Accounts he appears for the first time as tenant of the 
demesnes and as owing the quit rents for three of the four copyholds, and, at 
Lady Day, 1669, as owing the rent of the remaining copyhold. 

Soon after this the College disposed of a good deal of timber taken from 
this manor (demesnes and copyholds). The following receipts are acknow- 
ledged in the Bursar's Book : 

1669 Lady Day. For Timber 80 

Michaelmas. „ „ 184 13 10 

1671 lAdyDay. „ „ 83 6 

1670 Lady Day. Mrs Dell (widow) appears for the first time as tenant of the 
manor and as owing the quit rents for the copyholds. 

1673 This year the College received £11 for quit rents for eleven years. 

By this time the dispute may be assumed to have been dosed. All through it 
seems to have been conducted without bitterness on either side. 

1680 The College bought, for £500, of the widow and son of Wm. Dell and 
J. Ward their mortgagee, 18 a. Or. 20 p. freehold, and three tenements and 
25 acres copyhold of our Manor of Aynells. This purchase included all the 
four copyhold parcels previously mentioned, and thus the manor was practically 
extinguished. 

Apparently this purchase forms what was afterwards called Samsells. 

In the Bursar's Accounts, at Lady Day, 1681, there is the entry of £500 
paid to Mr Dell for his '< freehold land." 

In the same accounts there is a receipt from Mr Dell of £40 " for exchanging 
some copyhold lands in Westoning of the College from leases into lives." 

I have not been able to find a satisfactory explanation of the two phrases 
quoted. 

The whole of the purchase was added to J. Dell's holding and £25 was added 
to the money rent, making it in all £34. 6«. Sd, 

He ceased in 1688 to be tenant of our land. 

1799 The land tax upon the whole of our property, amounting to £28. Sa. 6d, 
was redeemed by the transfer of £1033. Is, Sd, Consols to the Government. 

1804 The whole estate was estimated to contain 217 a. 1 r. 23 p. and was valued 
at £243. 13«. 6d a year. 
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1809 Hie estimated annual value was £334. 12«. 6d 

1826 The estimates are 222 a. 1 r. 17 p. and £228. 19«. 6<i a year. 

The following are some of the fines paid at the renewab of the 20 years' 
lease:

In 1811 the fine was set at £475, and in 1818 at £415 ; but these fines 
were refused by the tenant Consequently the beneficial lease ran out in 
1824. 

In 1811 the Bursar's Book advanced £405, and in 1818 £385 for division 
amongst the Master and (12) Fellows in lieu of the fines. 

1824 The property was let at rack rents in three annual tenancies, viz. 
1) Upper Samsells for £120 a year; 

'2) Aynells — or Lower Samsells — for £107 (for which £100 was after- 
wards substituted) and the old com rent ; 
(3) A small holding for £8. 

1838 (about) The apportionment for tithe rent charge on the whole estate 
was fixed at £83. Ss. Od. 

m 

1842 At the enclosure, of the parish the College received an allotment of 
91 a. It. 23 p. in the West Field. It. received also a small allotment which 
it gave up to Mr J. Eagles in exchange. for other lands {see below). 
The College efiected the following exchanges under the Award : 

(1) With Mr Campion ; giving up 

A cottage with garden and close, called Little Close (Nos. 146 and 147 
on map), containing la. Or. 1 p. ; and taking 

Two ancient enclosures, called Sears' Spinney, with pightle (Nos. 11, 
12a and 126 on map). 

(2) With Mr Campion; giving up 

An ancient close, called Carter's Close (No. 108 on map) containing 
la. 1 r. 2 p. ; and taking 
2r. 4p. (part of No. 75 on map) and la. Or. 10 p. 

(3) With J. Eagles; giving up 

An ancient enclosure, called The Pightle (No. 15 on map) containing 
la. 3 r . 27 p., and la. 1 r. Op.; and taking 

An ancient enclosure called Four Acres (No. 7 on map) containing 
4a. Or. 14 p. 

The Award gives a schedule of all the pieces of land in the parish after 
the enclosure belonging to each landowner. Ours amounted to 242 a. r. 30 p. 

1864 The Midland Railway Company took 4 a. 2 r. 32 p. and paid £800. 

A fee farm rent of £1. Ss. 7d, payable to the manor of Young's was 
redeemed for £44. 0«. id. and expenses £6. ISs, 3d, 

1865 A small exchange (21 p. given and taken on each side) was effected with 
Mr Campion for straightening a boundary fence. 

1867 The Midland Railway Company took la. 1 r. 34 p. and paid £150. 

1868 New farm buildings were erected at (Upper) Samsells at a cost of 
£601. Os. 2d. 
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1878 The old com rent for Aynells was given up and the money rent fixed at 
£130. 

IBM The Midland Bailwaj Company took 23 poles and paid £19. 19«. OdL 

We sold 129 a. 1 r. 2 p. containing brick-earth to H. J. Foider for £8500. 

Wheatacre (Norfolk). 

1736 (January 25) J. Rossel, for 5«., at the instance of Christopher Smear, 
conveyed to the College the advowson of the Rectory of All Saints, except the 
next presentation. 

A few days before this the next presentation had been granted to C. Smear 
and L. Smear in trust to present C. Smear (the son of the aforesaid C. S.). 

(February 16) The College presented C. S. (the son) to the livings id 
Mutford-c.-Bamby. 

1758 The trustees presented the younger C. S. to Wheataora 

1788 The livings of Mutford-c.-Bamby and Wheatacre were consolidated. 
A new Parsonage House for Wheatacre was built. 

1799 For £271. 6«. Sd. Consols the College bought the land tax of £8. 28. 9d. 
on the Rectory of Wheatacre. 

1812 The enclosure of the parish took place about this time, as well as that of 
the neighbouring parish of Aldeby, in which between 10 and 20 acres of the 
glebe of Wheatacre lie. 

At these enclosures the situation and acreage of the glebe lands were very 
much altered, partly by allotment from the Common of 6 a. r. 16 p., partly 
by exchange with other owners and partly by reckoning acreage by measure 
instead of by estimation. 

The glebe now consists of about 73 acres. 

1840 The tithe commutation was settled at £224, of which £16 is on glebe lands. 
Also, for three tracts of marshes, modnses are paid amounting to 12«. id, 

1856 The living of Wheatacre was disunited from those of Mutford-c.-Bamby. 

WlQQENHALL S. GeRMAN's AND S. PeTER'S (NoRPOLK). 

1618 Dr W. Branthwaite died. In his will he desired that land should be 
settled on the College worth 40 marks (£26. IBs. id) a year. 

1621 This was carried out by his executor, R. Branthwaite, conveying to the 
College 27 acres in Wiggenhall S. Carman's, called Gillings or Gillingore, and 
37 acres in Wiggenhall S. Peter's. A lease had been granted of the two pieces 
together for four years as from the preceding Michaelmas at an annual rent of 
£30. 

1660 On the expiration of the 40 years' lease the lands were again let together 
to the then tenant, at the same rent, on a lease for 20 years. In this case 
the provisions of the Com Act of 1576 were not complied with, as no part of 
the rent was converted into a com rent. Perhaps the Com Act was held not 
to apply. 

The rack rent was then considered to be 14«. an acre. Mid it was agreed 
that in setting the fines for renewals the Coll^^ ought to take into con- 
sideration the fact that, under the lease, the tenant was put to a considerable 
expense in keeping up the banks of the river (Ouse). See 1752. 

1670 The lease is said to have been renewed this year; but I cannot find the 
figure at which the fine was set. 
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1680 The lease was renewed for a fine of £10. 

1684 The tenant of our Manor of Runcton appears to have acquired the lease of 
the Wiggenhall lands, as it was renewed to him for a fine of £5. After this the 
lease of these lands was renewed (about every seven years) concurrently with 
the lease of the Runcton Farm and to the same tenant. At first the tine was £5. 

1752 In the survey taken this year it is stated that two lengths of river-banks 
were assigned to the College to keep in repair on account of 37 acres of these 
lands, namely, 4 r. 8ft. 8 in. and 1 r. 6ft. 7in. ; and 5 r. 10ft Gin. and 
Or. 16ft. 6 in. on account of 24 acres of them. 

In 1775 the fine was set at £10; in 1789 at £15, and in 1796 at £72. 

1801 The land taxes, £1. 16«. Od. and £2. 9«. 4d, were redeemed for £66 and 
£90. Ss. lid. Consols. 

1816 On the expiration of the 20 years' leases of Runcton and these lands, the 
latter were let under the same lease as the Runcton Farm, and since then 
have always gone with it. 

According to modem measurements the acreage is :

The tithe apportionments are £5. Ids, Od. and £6. Ss. 6d. 

A drainage tax for the Wiggenhall District is laid on these lands every few 
years at about 7d, an acre, and for the Ouse Bank, No. 1 District, every 
year at about 3«. an acre. 



Wilton and Hockwold (Norfolk). 
Advowsons a/nd Rectory. 

1354 The College (with its own money) bought, of the Monastery of S. Pancras 
at Lewes, the advowson and glebes of Wilton (and of Foulden and Mutford). 
The monastery also conveyed to the College the p>ension of £2. 10«. a year paid 
from the Church of Wilton. In return for gi^'ing up this pension and that of 
£5 from Foulden the monastery received on the next day (October 2) from 
the Bishop (Bateman) of Norwich, a mediety of the Church of Walpola 

The Earl of Arundel gives his license for the conveyance of Wilton (and 
Foulden) from the monastery to the College, these properties being held of 
him "in capite.** 

Lord de Poynings also gives his consent for the same, the properties being 
held of him " vn cofiteJ' 

Also the royal license was obtained for the mortmain and for the appro- 
priation of Wilton (and Foulden) with the taxes and pensions. 

The Bishop of Norwich grants leave to the College to appropriate the 
Rectory of Wilton, at the next vacancy ; but reserves to the Vicar the 
dwelling-house and 10 marks a year. 

(This house would be that in which the Vicar had previously lived, as the 
Rectory House passed to the College.) 

Instead of firstfruits (payable to the Bishop) the Bishop directs that the 
College shall pay to himself and his successors £1 a year. (This annual pay- 
ment is still made to the Ek^clesiastical Commissioners.) 

To this the Prior and Chapter of Norwich give their consent. 

1386 The Rector died and the College presented W. Somersham (afterwards 
Master) to the li\dng (probably the Rectory). 
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1393 Pope Boniface IX issues his Bull ^^pro nova inoorporatione dve appropria- 
tione " of the Church of Wilton. We mast suppose that this was earlier in 
the year than the passing of the final *' Statute of Provisors." Apparently 
the Bull was issued for the appropriation of both Wilton and Mataall. For 
it the finitfruits of the two Churches were to be paid to the Pope. 

Later in the year Somersham resigned the living and the College appointed 
a Vicar, so that certainly from this date (if not from 1386) the College has 
enjoyed the profits of the Rectory. 

1402 The Collie paid 20 marks to the Pope as firstfruits for Wilton and 
Matsall, and obtained the receipt for the payment from the Pope's Nuncio. 
A duplicate of this (and further confirmation) was given in 1407. 

1411 The Archbishop of Canterbury confirms to the College the possession of 
Wilton (as well as those of Mutford, Foulden and Matsall). 

1412 The College redeemed the payment of six marks a year due from Foulden, 
Wilton, Mutford and Matsall to the Convent of Spinney, near Soham in 
Cambs. 

1485-92 A dispute arose between the College and the Rector of Hockwold as to 
the partition of the tithes payable to the two parties from the manor of Lord 
de Gifibrd. It was settled by an arrangement by which the Rector had half 
these tithes and paid to the College £2, 6«. 8dL a year which the College 
handed over to the Vicar of Wilton. 

This payment ceased in 1664, when the College bought the advowson of the 
Rectory of Hockwold and obtained the union of it with the Vicarage of 
Wilton. 

Originally the Rectory House, with some land, was let separately at the 
annual rent of 10«. In 1585 the rent was raised to 13«. 4{f. 

The Rectorial tithes and the remainder of the glebes were let together at 
the annual rent of £11 at first, which was changed in 1574 to £14. 4«. 

1596 In accordance with the Com Act of 1576 the rent of tithes and glebe was 
converted into £10. lOs. 8d, with 5qr8. 4 bush, of wheat and 7qrs. 3 bush, 
of malt^ 

1646 A messuage or tenement with 3^ acres of arable (in Wilton and Hockwold) 
was let away from the Rectory (t.6. Rectorial tithes and glebe) for 4«., the rent 
of the Rectory remaining the same as in 1596. This tenancy is always after- 
wards referred to as ''Tindall's." 

1664 Viscount Cullin, Sir T. Fanshaw, Sir R. Bankes and Lord R C. Comwallis 
grant to the College the advowson of Hockwold, also 119 a. 3r. in the fields 
of H. and W. in exchange for 119 a. Ir. 3 p. of Wilton glebe lying in a variety 
of pieces in the said fields ; also a portion of common (fen) of H. and W. for 
our sheep-walk for 300 sheep. Also 1 1 acres are specified to be given up to 
the College if the Rector of Hockwold should demand the tithes of the lands 
exchanged for Wilton glebe. 

About this time the common fens of H. and W. were divided and enclosed 
under the Act of 16 Charles II cap. 17 sect. 38. Under the Enclosure Award 
50 acres in two lots were assigned to the College, one in right of the Parsonage 
(i.e. the Rectory of Wilton, apparently) and one for our sheep-walk for 300 
wethers. This last was, I suppose, in confirmation of a portion of the agree- 
ment of 1664. 

The following are some of the fines paid for the renewal of the leases of the 
Rectory for 20 years : £

100 COLLEGE ESTATES 

In 1683 the Rectory was let to the tenant of the demesnes of the Manor of 
Carles. He also hired the Rectory House and Tindall's, as well as "the 
63 acres." (See below.) 

The following are some of the fines paid for the renewals of the leases of 
the Rectory and Carles :

1771 Upon a survey made this year the Rectorial glebe was found to contain : in 
the fields, 123a. 3r. ; in the '* fennes" 50a. 2 r. 

This last had partly been allotted to the College upon the division of the 
Fens in right of the Parsonage, and the other part was the portion of the 
common acquired in 1664 in exchange for our sheep-walk. 

It was now agreed that it would be to the advantage of the Incumbent, if 
the lease of the Rectory were granted to him. Consequently it was arranged 
that the lease should be run out ; and that at the years, when it would under 
the former arrangement have been renewed, the College, out (^ the balance 
standing in the Bursar's Book, should advance to the Registrar, for division 
amongst the Master and (12) Fellows, the sums that would have been paid by 
the t^iant as fines. 

Thus in 1778 the Registrar received from the Bursar £177 in lieu <^ the 
fine, and XI. 14«. %d, as his fees; in 1785, £177 and £1. 12«. U.', in 1791, 
£148. lbs. and £1. 10«. lOd These sums are entered amongst the Extra- 
ordinary Expenditure in the Bursar's Book for the following Lady Days. 

1791 Upon the expiration of the 20 years' lease, a lease of the Rectory (including 
the Rectorial tithes) was granted to E. White, the Vicar, for 10 years (if he 
remained Vicar so long) at the former rent in money and com, together with 
an "additional rent" of £46. 13«., of which £25. 13«. was to indemnify the 
College for expending £641. 5«. for the purchase of the old lease (t.e. for 
paying the sums in lieu of the fines in 1778, 1785 and 1791), and £21 to supply 
future fines once in seven years. 

This payment of £46. 13«. was entered in the Bursar's Book under " Extra- 
ordinary Receipts." 

Mr White also hired the Rectory House for 13«. 4<2. a year, and "Tindall's" 
for 4«. 

The College obtained £154. 13«. 6c^. from the old tenants for dilapidations 
on the manor, rectory and chancel, and allowed Mr White to draw on the 
Bursar from time to time to the extent of £154. \Zs, 6d, for the repairs on 
the same tenancies, he having at the same time become the lessee of the 
manor {q,v, ). 

At every seventh year, up to and including 1827, the Bursar advanced 
£177 to the Registrar in lieu of the fine for the Rectory for division amongst 
the Master and Fellows. 

1801 The College purchased the land tax of £10. 9«. a year on Hock wold Rectory 
and redeemed that of £8. 8& Sd. on Wilton Rectory for £657. 11». 2d. 
Consols. 

1806 Upon Mr White's death his executors paid £143. lU. id. for dilapidations 
of the Rectory, and the above holdings were let to the new Vicar, Mr Tilney, 
the Rectory, on a lease for 10 years (if he remained Vicar so long), the 
** additional rent" being set at £110. 
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1817 A fresh lease was granted to Mr Tilney : the former money rent and the 
additional rent were merged' in one new money rent of £150, the com rents 
remaining as before. 

1818 The Enclosure Award was settled. It dealt with and redistributed the 
whole of the properties in the two parishes, except those lying in one portion. 
This portion was ** the second " or Feltwell and Hockwold Drainage District 
as defined by two Acts of Parliament passed in the 13th and 42nd years of 
George IIL 

The method of allotment and redistribution was very intricate, and it is not 
always possible, in the absence of schedules of the three tenancies in which all the 
lands belonging to the Collie were previously let, namely, the Rectory, 
demesnes of Carles and Gathercole's (Sir J. Burrough's) (see below), to be 
sure to which tenancy the pieces given up, and in consequence to which 
tenancy the pieces taken in exchange, belonged. The lands of the Incumbent 
were also much re-arranged. 

1820 The terrier of this date states that the glebes belonging to the Incum- 
bent consisted of the Parsonage House and seven pieces, containing in all 
86a.0r. 5p. 

1827 In the new lease to Mr Tilney the corn rent was changed to 5 qrs. 4 bush. 
2 pecks of wheat and .7 qrs. 4 bush, of malt, the money remaining as in 1817. 

1884 (January) £200 having been added in 1831 to the annual stipend of the 
Master and £100 to that of each Senior Fellow in consequence of the increase 
of rents, the advance for the fine for Wilton Rectory was discontinued. 

1835 A lease was granted to the then Vicar (Mr Hanson) for £100 money rent 
and the former com rents. 

1839 The tithes were commuted for the following rent charges :

1860 On the death of Mr Hanson the College let the Rectorial glebe directly to 
the occupiers and collected its own tithe rent charges. 

1872 The terrier states that attached to the Vicarage is a wash-right in the 
Wilton Washes, extending to two head of stock ; and that the other property 
of the Vicar consists of the Parsonage House with buildings and 91 a. 3 r. 1 1 p. 
in 10 parcels. 
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" The 63 Acres:* 

1644 The Ooll^je bought (apparently for £50), of Bdm. ffrynd, 64^ acres (with a 
messuage and 5 n^ds^ in Hockwold, Wilton and Feltwell. 

As an instance of how property was then cut into small pieces, it may be 
noted that six acres of this lay in 66 pieces. 

The land was at first held by L. Mapted and A. Deane as trustees for the 
College. 

T. Tyndall, lord of Hockwold and Wilton, apparently in connection with 
this purchase, confirms to the College liberty of fouldage in Wilton. 

1553 The trustees convey this land to the College. 

The rent was at first £2 and was raised in 1675 to £2. ISs. M. In accordance 
with the Com Act of 1576 this was converted in 1594 into £2 money, with 
1 qr. of wheat and 1 qr. 3 bush, of malt. 

The following are some of the fines paid for the renewal of the 20 years*

1799 The property was sold to the tenant for £600, paid — with its interest, 
£52. lOs. — 3 July, 1801, and used for the redemption of the land taxes on the 
estates of the College. (See Swatcliffk and Mordbn.) 

Manor of Carles. 

1681 Hie College bought the manor for £1000, of T. Blofield and H. Lestrange. 

The demesnes were said to consist of the Manor House, 22 acres of home- 
stall and 184 acres chiefly fen. The yearly extended rent was said to be £60. 
The rent of all these actually paid by the tenant was £30. 

They were let to the tenant of *' the 63 acres,'' on a lease for 20 years, from 
Michaelmas, 1683, for a tine of £200. He also hired the Rectory (9. v.). The 
£200 was laid out in the purchase of Nossiter's estate at Bincombe. 

1771 The demesnes were found to contain 190 acres. 

1778 An attempt was made to survey our lands in Wilton, but the tenants would 
not show their lands. 

1791 (Jan. 4) Nineteen years of the old lease having expired, a concurrent lease 
for 20 years was granted for a fine of £300 to K Lombe, who assigned it the 
same year to the Rev. K White (Rector of Hockwold). 

1798 Mr White paid a fine of £80 for the renewal of this lease. 

1801 The land taxes of £5. bs. 6d, on the demesnes and £3. Ss. Sd, on Sir J. 
Burrough's lands were redeemed for £319. 6«. Id, Consuls. 

1806 Mr White died and his widow became the tenant of Carles. 

1812 Mrs White not having renewed her lease, the sum of £355 was paid by 
the Bursar to the Registrar, for division amongst the Master and (Senior) 
Fellows in lieu of the fine. 
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1818 The Enclosure Award for the two parishes was settled and the College 
received an allotment containing 2 r. 3 p. for their share as lords of Carles in 
compensation for rights of pasturage on the commons and waste grounds 
attached to their messuage and cottages, being yg-th part of all such rights. 

Three other allotments were made to the College in respect of their 
messuages, lands and grounds attached to their manor, amounting in all to 
24 a. 1 r. 34 p. ; but part of these and several of the pieces formerly belonging 
to the manor were in a subsequent part of the Award exchanged for other 
pieces then received by the College and let to the tenant of the demesnes. 

The College paid £9. 7«. Od. for these exchanges and £66. 16^. 0<L for other 
expenses of the Enclosure Award. 

This year Mrs White's lease expired and the demesnes were let for 12 years 
at £140. 

1819 (January 13) The following order was passed : In consequence of the 
augmentation of the rent of the Manor of Carles to increase the annual 
stipend of the Master by £8 and of each Senior Fellow £4 from Michaelmas 
last (see p. x for the order of Oct 30, 1816). 

1827 The demesnes were found to contain 183a. Or. 22 p. 

1828 New buildings and repairs on the old buildings cost £457. 

The manor and Sir J. Burrough's lands (q.v.) were then let together. 

Sir J. BurrougKs " Terrae et Tenemental 

1762 Sir J. Burrough (Master) devised to the College his estate at Wilton, 
containing 79 a. 1 r. 30 p. The tenement, bam, stables, (fee., abutted on 
Wilton Church. There was also a blacksmith's shop standing in an acre. 
The rent was £28. 10«. Od, There was a quit rent of 9«. 7^d, payable out 
of these lands to the lord of the manor of Hockwold and one of 1«. to our 
Manor of Carles. 

1792 A lease of these lands was granted to Denton, E. White and Gathercole 
for 10 years (should E. White so long continue Vicar) for the rent of £25, 
the tenants bearing all taxes and repairs. 

1801 For redemption of land tax (£3. 8«. 8(/.), see under Carles. 

1802 The rent was raised to £35. 

1812 n ,9 » » I) ^80. 

1818 For enclosure, see under Carles, 

1821 The rent was reduced to £35. 

1827 These lands are reported on as containing 88 a. 2 r. 27 p. 

They were let to the tenant of Carles. The whole rent for the first year 
was £175, and afterwards £225. 

1840 The College gave half an acre (with the blacksmith's shop) for a National 
School. 



1860 After the death of the Vicar (Mr Hanson), when the College let the whole 
of their property directly to the occupiers, the following were the tenancies 
of the various lands and houses : 

I. College land in Hockwold, 217 a. 3 r. 15 p. ; tithe rent charge payable to 
Rector, £26. Os, 3d, ; drainage tax at bs, an acre on 182 a. 3 r. 8 p. 

In Feltwell, 3 a. I r. 2 p. ; tithe rent charge payable to Rector, lbs, ; no 
drainage tax.

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II. Glebe (of Wilton) in Hockwold, belonging to the College, 49 a. r. 2 p., 
tithe rent charge payable to the Rector, £S; drainage tax at 5«. on 
24 a.

22 p., tithe rent 
charge payable to Vicar, £6. 6». ; tithe rent charge payable to College, 
£11. 16& ; drainage tax at 5«. on 11 a. Or. 16 p. 

IV. College land in Wilton, 59 a. 1 r. 23 p., tithe rent charge payable to 
Vicar, £3. 11«. 6rf. ; tithe rent charge payable to College, £3. 16«. 3c?.; 
drainage tax at 5«. on 22 a. 2 r. 15 p. 

1871 The tenancies were re-arranged without distinction as to how the different 
lands cam^ into the hands of the College. 

The field in Feltwell was let separately from the rest. 
In all, the rents amounted to about £570, the College paying drainage taxes 
(about £70) and tithes and paying for the greater part of the repairs. 

In 1875 the rents were £348; in 1885, £284; in 1895, £113; in 1905, £202. 

WORLINQHAM (SUFFOLK)- 

Pain's Close. 

This was secured to the College by an indenture between the College and 
T. Atkyn (Vicar of Mutford), dated 1539 and confirmed by his wiU. See 
Venn, Vol. in, p. 226. 

The rent was £2 at first, changed in 1604, according to the Com Act of 
1576, into £1. 6«. 8d. in money with 1 qr. 6 bushels of wheat and 3 bushels 
of malt 

There was a rent charge out of it of 4d, a year, payable to the Parson of 
Worlingham. 

The area was at first reputed to be 30 acres; but in 1645 at "a generall 
survey of ye whole towne,'' it was entered as 24 a. 3 r. 24^ p. 

In 1778 the acreage was found to be 23 a. 2 r. 29 p. The annual value was 
then reported to be £18. ISs, lid. ; in 1813 it was thought to be £59. 

The following are some of the fines paid for the renewal of the 20 years' 
lease:

In 1856 it was let to the Earl of Gosford for 11 years at the yearly rent 
of £33. 
1867 The land was sold to Sir C. Clarke for £1200. The acreage was then set at 
22 a. Ir. 17 p. 

Ely Tbust. 

Reginald Ely, of Cambridge, fifree-mason (see Willis and Clark's Archi- 
tecturcU History ^ Vol. i, p. 419, note 2), by will dated Oct. 14, 1463, and proved 
July 17, 1471, amongst many legacies, left directions to his executors, viz. 
John Brokenshawe, his son-in-law, and John Melford, his apprentice, to pro- 
vide a house for three poor people, each of whom was to receive 6*. 8rf, a year 
out of the rents of his lands in Barton and Combertoa. 
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1473 (March 25) The Master of Michael House conv^ed a site for the alms- 
house in Michael (now Trinity) Lane to W. Malster, John Brokenshawe and 
others, for which they were to pay 9«. a year until lands of the same value 
were assigned to the House. When the property of Michael House was 
transferred by Henry VIII to Trinity College, the 9«. a year became payable 
to the new College, and was so paid until the site was sold in 1864 to Trinity 
College. 

A conveyance, dated Aug. 29, 1476, of the adjoining property speaks of the 
newly-built almshouses called Reynoldes-ely-elmeshouses (Willis and Clark, 
Vol. II, p. 418). Thus the almshouses must have been built about 1474 or 1475. 

Brokenshawe died in, apparently, 1479, and the executorship of R. Ely was 
passed on to others, until in 1493 it had devolved on W. Buckenham, Master 
of Gonville Hall 1514-36. 

1516 W. Buckenham, John Ely and others, conveyed 24 acres in Barton and 
Grantchester to K Croome, W. Medow, R. Hoare (Fellows of Gonville Hall) 
and others. 

1539 W. Buckenham assigns the whole trust for the almshouse to Gonville Hall. 
He says that the almshouse had been built in Michael Lane, and that certain 
lands in Barton, Grantchester, Comberton and Chesterton of the clear annual 
value of 208, had been bought '* with the money and goodes " of R. Ely to 
maintain *' the reparations " of the almshouse and to pay a yearly rent of 9«. 
He then assigns the management of the almshouse and lands to the Master 
and Fellows to receive the profit of the lands and thereout to keep the 
almshouse in repair and to pay the annual ground rent of 9«., ''and with 
the overplus for to comefort and succour the pore people for the tyme being 
dwelling in the sayde almshouse so far as it will extend." He directs that the 
Master shall fill up vacancies amongst the poor people. He states that he 
has delivered to the Master and Fellows all the evidence belonging to the 
almshouse and lands, to be kept in their ''counting house," and also the sum 
of £i. 128, to be kept "in the common hutche " of the College for the repair 
of the almshouse. He further directs that one of the Fellows collect the 
rents, see to the repairs of the almshouse and keep the accounts, and that 
he receive 6«. Sd, a year for his pains, " if it may be borne." 

1805 In this and in some later years the College paid £9. 10«. to the almsfolk ; 
and in others 10«. 

1864 The College exchanged the present site of the almshouse near S. PauFs 

Church for the old one in Trinity Lane — with the consent of the Charity 

Commissioners. The old site was subsequently sold to Trinity College for £200. 

The College built the new almshouse, the expense of the exchange and 

building being £511. 6«. 7d. 

1871 It was found that the income of the trust and its accumulation had repaid 
the College for its outlay, and since this date the surplus of the income, after 
paying for the repairs, has provided stipends for the almsfolk. 

Lands, 

It is difficult to make out exactly the particulars of the lands which came 
to the College when the management of the almshouse was handed over to it 
by W. Buckenham. 

We have evidence of the following having been bought by Ely in his life- 
time : 

(1) 10 acres, in Barton, bought of J. Howson. 

(2) 2 acres, in Chesterton^ bought of J. Aldrich. 

(3) 20 acres, in Comberton, bought of J. Attwood.

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Also after Ely's death the ezecators bought the following : 

1469 (4) 6 acres, in Grantobester. 

1472 (5) 17 acres, in Barton. 

1492 (6) 2 acres, in Grantchester. 

1492 (7) 2 acres, in Barton. 

1493 (8) 7 acres, in Grantchester and Barton. 

But there is nothing to show how much of all these were sold again by the 
executors before the remainder passed into the possession of the College. 

In 1516 — i.e. 23 years before he hands the almshouse over — W, Buckenham, 
as already stated, conveys 24 acres in the fields of Barton and Grantchester to 
three Fellows of the College and others. 

Lands in Chesterton, 

1506 K Stubbe and W. Bokenham bought of J. Morice for £6. iOs. land in 
Chesterton, containing 6^ acres. 

This must have been the land in Chesterton, which in 1539 Buckenham 
assigned to the College for the almshouses, as the land so assigned was always 
regarded as containing 6\ acres. 

For 41 acres of it a free rent of 1«. 6d, has always been paid to the lord of the 
manor of Chesterton Rectory. At first the Prior of Barnwell was the lord ; 
subsequently it has been Trmity College. 

The ''old rent'' of this land was 12«., converted in 1587 — ^in accordance 
with the Com Act of 1576 — into Sa. with 4 bush, of wheat and 5 pecks of 
malt. This arrangement was continued till 1845 when the land was rack-rented. 

It was let from 1671 under one lease to the same tenant who hired Sigo's 
land and an account of the fines and of the Enclosure Award will be found 
under Chesterton. 

Lands in Barton^ <kc. 

1655 D. Martin conveys to the College 1 a. 3 r. in Barton in lieu of so much of 
our land which he could not set out distinct from his own. 

A lease of 1769 speaks of the lands as lying in the fields of Barton, 
Comberton and Grantchester ; but the actual parish, in which each strip was, 
must have been uncertain, for one of the first pieces of business of the 
Comberton Enclosure Commissioners of 1840 was to define the boundary 
between Comberton and Barton and, as their Award does not speak of any 
land in Comberton as belonging to the College, it seems certain that when 
they had fixed the boundary they found that all our land lay on the Barton 
side of it. 

At the Grantchester Enclosure the College received, for all the open field 
lands and rights of common in Grantchester, the following lands in the parish 
of Barton by agreement with their previous owners :

Consols per £1.

The <' old rent " was 18«. (lease of 1 Edw. YI) changed in 1569 to £2 and a 
good sound fat hog, and this latter in 1600 to 1 qr. of wheat and 1 qr. 11 bush, 
of malt. 

In later times the money rent was £1. 6«. M, and the com rent 1 qr. 4 bush, 
of wheat and 5 bush. 1 peck of malt. Also the tenant had to bring at 
Christmas a boar, or 6«. 8dl, and two capons, or 3«. M, 

The following are some of the fines paid for renewals of the 20 years' lease :

In 1832 this fine was set at £45 and in 1839 at £42 ; but not being paid 
by the tenant, the Bursar's Book advanced £42 on each occasion for division 
amongst the Master and (Senior) Fellows. 
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1845 The land was rack-rented and let at £22. 

1874 The whole was sold to R Holben for £1535 inyested in £1666. 4«. Zd. 
Consols. 

Perse Trust. 

1615 Dr Perse died (Dr Venn, i, p. 57 ; in, pp. 218 and 231). 

The provisions of his will and the circumstances attending the discharge of 
its conditions are fully set out under this date in Cooper's Annals of Cambndge, 
and therefore need not be given here. It suffices to mention the principal 
points and those immediatdy connected with the College. 

He directed (1) that £5000 should be laid out so as to bring in £250 a year 
to be received by the Master and four Senior Fellows (call^ his Managers) 
and applied by them to a number of objects, amongst them being provision 
for certain Fellows and Scholars of Caius College and for a Master, Usher and 
Scholars of a Free Grammar School in the town of Cambridge and for six 
alms women ; (2) that £500 be laid out in building chambers in the College 
for his Fellows and Scholars ; (3) he left his property in Lutburgh Lane, now 
called Free School Lane, to certain devisees and willed that on it should be 
built the Free Qrammar School and the houses for his almswomen. 

1617 The chambers were built this year (Willis-Clark, YoL i, pp. 186 and 204). 
It is for this reason that the letters S. P. (for Stephen Perse) have been 
carved over the entrances to the present staircases Q to T ; and a statue of 
Perse has been put up over the entrance to staircase S. 

Cambridge — Free School Lane Property. 

1621 A house was built on part of this land by the tenant, who held it on a 
40 years' lease at an annual rent of £2. It was intended that this rent 
should provide for the repairs of the school house. 

It continued to be let for this rent, on leases for 40 years each, till 1858, 
when the last of these leases ran out, and the house was let at a rack rent 
of £60. 

The lease had been renewed at different times for very varying fines. 

Thus in 1722 — when 22 years of the old lease were expired — the price was 
£12; in 1762—37 years expired— £100 ; in 1790—14 years expired— £21 ; 
in 1818—14 years- £135. 

1623 By this year the schoolhouse and the almshouses had been built by the 
executors and the regulations for the school were then drawn up. 

1810 The garden in front of the almshouses (between them and Pembroke Street) 
was taken on a lease from the Corporation of Cambridge, for 999 years, from 
Lady Day, at a rent of 5«. 

1828-41 The large schoolroom was let at an annual rent of £50 to the trustees of 
the FitzwiUiam collection. 

1829 The managers of the trust bought, of R. £. Kerrich (the tenant of the house 
built in 1621) for £1050 (and expenses £29), three houses and a smaJl plot of 
garden, 16 feet square, all adjoining Free School Lane and the land left by 
Dr Perse. 

The three houses were let for £24, £14 and £13 a year. The small plot 
was let to Mr Kerrich, apparently without any rent, until 1868, when his 
lease of the house expired. 

1842-4 The school and Master's houses were rebuilt at a cost of £2393. 2«. Ic^. 

1861 The almshouses were rebuilt on the plans of Mr Salvin at a cost of 
£1301. 15*. Id.

1867 Hie leasehold garden of the almshouses was made freehold at a cost of £10. 

1873 (Michaelmas) The school premises and the house built in 1621 were 
handed over to the new goyeming body of the school. 

1874 (Michaelmas) The property bought in 1829 was sold to the University 
for £1520. 

1885 The University acquired the site of the almshouses and their garden by 
conveying to the College the site at Newnham on which the almshouses now 
stand (having bought it for the purpose from Clare College) and by paying to 
the Charity Commissioners the sum of £2010 to defray the expense of taking 
down and re-erecting the almshouses and to increase the endowment of 
the almswomen. After the removal there remained £914. 9«. Od, Consols, 
the interest on which has since been applied to the latter purpose. 

Essex Property. 

1618 Mr Martin Perse, the acting executor, for the purpose of providing the 
annual income of £250 bought, for £5000, of Sir T. Bendishe, the Manor of 
Frating with the following farms and woodlands in the same and adjoining 
parishes:

1627 A lease of this property for 66 years was granted to Martin Perse at the 
rent of £228. 18^. OcL for the first year and £248. I8s, Od. for each subsequent 
year ; and a similar lease of the Bassingboume property at the annual rent of 
£21, 28. Od. (see p. 7). 

1797 In an exchange, with R. Manning, the managers gave up a driftway 
belonging to Frating Hall Farm measuring 13^ rods by 2 rods and took an 
alder carr 14 rods by 12^ rods. 

1798 An exchange was made with the Rector of Frating of 2 r. lip. for an 
equal quantity of gleba 

1799-1802 The land tax of £33. is. Od. on the then Essex property was redeemed 
by the pajrment of £1217. 6«. Od. of the 3 per cent. Consols by 16 instalments. 

1819 At the enclosure of Great Bentley, land was sold to defray the expenses of 
the Commissioners. The managers of the Trust paid £62. 1 7s. id. for their 
share of the expenses and received the following allotments :

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1830 The managers bought, of S. and H. Edenborough, for £1500, the tithes on 

66 a. of woodland, 170 a. of arable and 8 a. of marshland in Great Bentley, 
part of the Crab Tree Farm. These tithes at the commutation were com- 
muted for £2. 10«. Od on the woodland and £55 on the arable. 

1836 This year there was purchased, of O. Simons for £5250, the High Elms 
Farm, consisting of 150 a. in Alresford, Elmstead and Frating. 

1843 In the Enclosure Award for Elmstead and Alresford no allotment was made 
to the Trust 

1844 Tithe amounting to £9 on 26 a. 3 r. 25 p. in Great Bentley, part of Pain's 
Farm, was bought for £212. lOs, Od. 

In an exchange with the Rector of Frating the Managers gave up 
5 a. 1 r. 2 p. (No. 86) and took tithes amounting to £13. 10*. On^ on 
107 a. 3 r. 21 p. in Hockley Farm — leaving the tithe on this farm at £16. is. OcL 

1846 For £270 were bought^ of W. K. Dawson, 2 a. 3 r. 10 p. called Freighting 
Meadow in Elmstead. 

1846 At the Bromley enclosure, land was sold to defray the expenses amounting 
to £2640. lU. lid and the Trust received 1 r. 32 p. adjoining BuU's 
Green. 

1860 The Managers bought, for £5. 5«. Od,^ one rood of the waste of the Manor 
of Little Bentley next the road from Colchester to Thorpe. 

1864 Tithe amounting to £4. 2«. Od. on 12 a. 2 r. 20 p. of Great Bentley in the 
Dairy Farm was bought of Messrs Swain and Cross for £80. 

1864^-68 The Tendring Hundred Railway Company took 10 a. 1 r. 32 p. from 
High Elms and Hockley Farms, for which was paid first and last (£1250 + 
£395 + £30=) £1675. 

1869 The Managers gave 1600 sq. yds. adjoining the Churchyard of Frating as 
an addition to it. 

1892 The Great Eastern Railway Company took further pieces amounting to 
la. 1 r. 13 p. and paid £120. 

1894 The 11a. Or. 35 p. in Thorington severed by the railway from Hockley 
Farm was exchanged with A. K. Francis for 8 a. 1 r. 5f p. on the N. side of 
the railway — he paying £25 for "equality of exchange.'^ 

1905 The following are the tithe apportionments on the estates in these varioos 
parishes retaineid for the Trust after the partition of the property in 1879 
{see below) :

Farm at S. Osyth. 
1825 In the parish of S. Osyth a farm, consisting of a house and premises and 

67 a. 2r. 24 p., copyhold of the Manor of Chick S. Osyth, was bought by the 
Managers for £2600 of W. K. Dawson. On this the land tax had been 
redeemed in 1798. 

1841 The expense to the Trust of the tithe commutation was £7. 58, Od. 

1859 A plot of 2 a. 1 r. Op. was bought^ for £110, from J. T. Ambrose, executor 
of W. F. Nassau. 
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1865 At the enclosure 2 a. 1 r. of copyhold land on S. Osyth Heath was assigned 
to this farm. It cost £10. 12«. Od, to fence it. The Commissioners sold land 
to defray their own expenses. 

1905 The tithe apportionment on the whole farm is £23. 2«. Od. 

West Dereham (Norfolk) and Ba^singboume (Cambs). 

1627 Bassingboume. In consideration of the grant to Martin Perse to cut the 
woods and underwoods in Essex, he conveyed to feoffees for the College 
77 acres in Bassingboume of the annual value of £21. 2«. Od, A lease of 
the property was granted to him for 66 years at the rent of £21. 28. Od. 

This with the rent he paid for the Essex property made up the £250 a year 
which Dr Perse intended to secure to the Managers under his will. 

1733 West Dereham. The 77 acres at Bassingboume (then valued at £333. 6«. S<L) 
and £739. 16«. lOd. in money were handed over to the College by the Perse 
Managers, who received in exchange all the lands at W. Dereham lately acquired 
by the College (see Denver and Bassinobouene). 

Of these lands 22 a. 3 r. were copyhold of the Manor of Carples — fine 2«. an 
acre and quit-rent 7«. 4d. (of which Is. 2d. was for eggs and hens) ; 35 a. 3 r. 
were copyhold of the Manor of Tim worth — fine 2s. an acre, quit-rent 6s. 5d. 
(22 a. 2r., out of the 35 a. 3r., had been allotted at the enclosure in 1666.) 
Also there were 8 a. 2 r. copyhold of the Manor of W. Dereham, and 15 a. 2 r. 
were freehold. Of the freehold land 9 a. 2r. had been allotted at the 
enclosure. 

1799-1802 A land tax of £6. I2s. Od. was redeemed by payment of £242 Consols 
in 11 instalmenta 

1873 The 8 a. 2 r. were enfranchised for £75. 

1894 For £300 some arable land in four strips, containing 10 a. 2 r. 24 p., was 
bought of the executors of U. Aylmer. It was much intermixed with land 
belonging to the Trust. 

Lawahall (Suffolk). 

1733 The Managers bought, for £400, from the executor of Mr S. Cambom, a 
farm containing 16 a. 2 r. copyhold of the Manor of Lawshall and 22 a. 3 r. 8 p. 
freehold. (The executor handed the £400 over to the College as part pay- 
ment of Mr C.'s legacy to the College of the chief part of his estate, amounting 
to £3000, for the purchase of advowsons.) 

1795 The acreage was estimated at 33 a. and the annual value at £30. 7s. Od. 

1799-1802 The land tax, £3. Ss. Od., with that on the Bamingham Farm 
(£2. 16«. Od.), was redeemed for £227. 6s. Sd. Consols. £124. 13«. 4d. was 
therefore the amount of Consols paid for the Lawshall land tax. 

1810 The annual value was estimated at £40. 

1864 Three roods, west of the house, were enclosed and added to the farm. 

1875 The estate — then measuring 40 a. r. 3 p. — ^was sold to the tenant for £1230. 

Division of the Trust 

1837-41 It is unnecessary to give an account of the Chancery suit during these 
years. The results are fully set out in Cooper's Annals of Cambridge under 
this date. 

By this time the Trust had accumulated £23,100 Consok and £2400 
New South Sea Annuities. 
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1873 A new governing body for the school was appointed by order of the 
Charity Commissioners, and the Managers had to pay to the new governing 
body — as from Michaelmas 1873 — a share of each annual net income which 
was to bear the same ratio to the net income that £626. Is. Id, bears to 
£2184. 7#. 6rf. 

1877 A careful valuation of the property of the Trust was effected — the timber 
being measured up — and a part was handed over to the governing body of the 
school. This part was :

The value of the public stocks retained was £12,835. 5«. 2d 
The share of the expense attending this division paid by the Managers was 
£499. l8. Id. 

This division of the property was sanctioned by the Charity Commissioners, 
Feb. 3, 1880, and took effect as from Michaelmas, 1879, and aiter that the pro- 
perty of the Trust was vested in the official trustee of charitable lands and funds. 
Thenceforward the Managers of the Trust had no more to do with the 
finances of the school. 

Davy Trust. Heacham (Norfolk). 

1839 Dr Davy (Master) died and devised his estate in Heacham to the College 
for the use of the M!aster. 

The estate then contained 200 a. 3r. 3 p. with a residence (Heacham 
Lodge). 

In the Lodge and Home Farm Miss E. Davy had a life interest. 

Dr Davy also owned the Rectorial tithes (£25. 4«. lOd.) and left them to 
the College with the land. 

Parts of the land were copyhold and held of three different manors. 

1854 At the enclosure of the common the College received nine allotments con- 
taining 33 a. 3 r. 4 p., some of them copyhold of the Manor of Heacham. 
A field containing 3 a. 3 r. 29 p. was bought for £300 of P. Sant. 

1862 The Lynn and Hunstanton Railway Company took la. 3 r. 35 p. and paid 
£170. 
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1868 For £99. 13«. Od, the College enfranchised the quit-rents, Ac, on the various 
copyholds, amounting to £2. 3«. lOdL 

1869 Miss Davy died. From this time the Master has occupied the Lodge and 
enjoyed the rents of the Home Farm. 

1875 For £347 the College bought, of W. Minns, 4a. Or. 20 p., which he en- 
franchised before the conveyance was executed. 

1893 For the consideration of £552. 10«. Od, the College obtained the 
enfranchisements of 17 different parcels in the "Manor of Heacham with the 
Members '' containing 76 a. Or. 36 p. 

The rights reserved to Lords of Manor under Sec. 48 of the Copyhold Act 
1852 were not enfranchised. 

1898 The Rectorial tithes belonging to the College were merged in the land. 

1900 For £650 a field, containing 4 a. r. 4 p., was bought of R. Pull. 

1901 The College bought, for £20, from Mr H. Ingleby, 485 square yards next 
the " Pit " (Pond) on the S. side of the road leading to the railway station. 
The rents (exclusive of that of the Home Farm) now amount to about £260. 



Drosier Trust. 

1889 Dr W. H. Drosier (Senior Fellow) died May 11 and devised his estate- 
after paying a few slight legacies — for the purpose of increasing the number 
of Fellowships; but subject to the payment of an annuity of £500 to his 
brother, Mr Charles Drosier, and of one or two quite small annuities. 
The property consisted of 

(1) Three cottages in Cambridge Place, in Cambridge, of which the annual 
rent amounted to £18. 18«. Od. ; 

(2) Land let on building leases for the following houses in Croydon 
(Surrey), viz. Nos. 1-8 Elton Villas and Nos. 1-10 Malvern Villas, all in 
Bensome Manor Road, of which the rents amounted to £152 ; 

(3) Land let on building leases for 19 houses in Forest Gate (Essex), viz. 
Forest House, Malvern House and Nos. 1-17 Bolsena Road, of which the 
rents amounted to £85. 

(4) Land let on building leases for 12 houses in Leytonstone (Essex), 
viz. Nos. 1-12 Elm Terrace, of which the rents amounted to £128. 

(5) Two mortgages for £5900, on which the interest was £230. 

(6) Cash and investments in railway stocks and Consols of which the 
value was £34,656. 

1898 The site of the cottages in Cambridge Place was let on an agreement for a 
building lease for 99 years at a rent of £6 a year. 

1899 A farm in Aldreth in the Isle of Ely, containing 146 a. 2 r. 16 p., was 
bought for £2500 of Major de Freville. It was partly copyhold of the 
Manor of Haddenham. The sum of £8. 17«. 6d, was paid for the timber 
and £76 for expenses. The rent was £160. 

There was a land tax on the farm of £6. 7«. Od. and a tithe apportioned at 
£39. ISs. 3d. 

A house — divided into three tenements — in the Petty Cury in Cambridge 
was bought for £10,125 of Messrs Freeman, Hardy and Willis. The rents 
amounted to £425 and there was a land tax of £2. 2«. Od, on the property. 
The expenses of the purchase were £126. 
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1901 The copyhold portion of the Aldreth property was enfranchised for £146. 

1902 firadfield's Farm, in Haddenham, adjoining the Aldreth Farm and con- 
taining 70 a. Ir. 3 p., was bought, for £1200, of Mr £. Foster's trustees. 
Part of it was copyhold and was enfranchised for £35. 

The expenses of the purchase were £37. 

The rent was £70. There was a land tax of £1. 17 s. Ad, on the farm, and 
a drainage tax of about £14, and the tithe was apportioned at £17. 10«. 9</. 

1905 Mr C. Drosier died. 

1910 There are now six Fellowships on this Foundation. 

The land tax on the property in Petty Cury has been redeemed for £63.

1910 The College bought of W. H. C. Davey and others for £260 (expenses 
£12. 78, 6(f.) 4*996 a. of pasture in Castleton, lying W. of our property. 

Stockport (Cheshire). 

1910 By the "S. Mary, Stockport, Rectory Act," promoted by Canon W. Symonds, 
Rector and Patron (Venn, ii, 292), the Advowson of the Rectory, after the 
next presentation, will be vested in our College ; and the stipend of future 
Rectors is fixed at £1250. 

The Rector has considerable rights of patronage as regards District Churches 
in Stockport &o.
